Built 
This Success Story 


Mr. and Mrs. C. G. Lindberg of 
Geneva, Ill. and Balsam Lake, Wis., 
came in to see us at HOBBIES the 
other day, bubbling over with excite- 
ment about their latest “find.” This 
was a small wood-burning cook stove, 
complete with reservoir, and oven 
doors opening on two sides, prob- 
ably made in the 1850’s or so, they 
thought. 


(The Lindbergs have a charming 
summer resort, Dixie, in northwest- 
ern Wisconsin with the Lodge and 
ten cottages furnished with an- 
tiques). 


The HOBBIES staff was quite cu- 
rious to know the reason for their 
excitement. “Well,” Mrs. Lindberg 
said, “I am an easy rider, that is, 
I like to have more than one horse 
to ride, and not just ride one horse 
to death, My Kentucky instinct, I 
suppose. And this stove is a gem to 
complete (?) all my kitchen things. 


“IT guess my real love is cookery. 
It all started. a very long time 
ago. John and ‘poor Kate’ moved 
North, Kate clutching me and her 
Southern traditions tightly to her. 
The dear Aunts, mindful of this cal- 
amity, used to send us great boxes 
of goodies every now and again, and 
so good were these things that I be- 
came fiercely Southern at about four 
years of age. 


“When Mother and.-Dad started 
Dixie Lodge forty-three years ago, 
it was with the idea. that our good 
Southern way of life’was to be per- 
petuated and shared. The dishes that 


.Mother watched over with tender 


care on her many, many trips to the 
kitchen -are.still the featured favor- 
ites at Dixie. noe 


“Right here let me say that this 
Southern cooking has nothing what- 
ever to do with the substitutes re- 
sorted to by both the North and -the 
South during and after the Civil 
War. Grits and gravy, beans with a 
bit of bacon, or ‘cush’ with greens, 
taste pretty fair-. when :one was 
hungry, but delicate desserts, amber 
colored preserves, hot or beaten bis- 
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Pennsylvania, 
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Lindberg dining room. Walnut Queen Anne table and chest of applewood, found in 





cuit, Sally Lunn, baked old Kentu- 
cky ham seasoned to perfection, was 
of another day. 

“After our marriage we lived for 
a time in Pennsylvania where we be- 
gan our antique collecting in earnest. 
Things for cooking always interested 
me but when we moved to Connecti- 
cut and bought an 1790 farm house, 
it was the enormous fireplace and 
Dutch oven that became a real fas- 
cination. 

“I couldn’t wait until I had tried 
that Dutch oven. I inquired of Mrs. 
Lyons down the street, then almost 
ninety, how to bake in the oven. She 
turned away and said, “Dirty old 
things, I wouldn’t know.” Hers had 
been boarded up long before, We 
persisted, and many wonderfully tas- 
ty things came out of that fireplace 
— roast pheasant, grilled oysters, 
and sweet loaf, to mention a few. 

“At another time we bought a 
mighty parlor stove, topped by a 
dashing Cavalier with plumed hat. 
By pushing him aside a great cav- 
ern was revealed. This was an in- 
vitation to bake beans New England 
style for Mr. Lindberg, the Yankee 
in the family, yams Southern style, 
and spareribs with browned potatoes 
American style. a 

“Through the years our collection 
of early handmade tools and kitchen 
ware has grown, and most of these 
we house in a small place we call the 
‘Tree House,’ at Balsam Lake. 

“One of the newspapers said the 
other day that most people consider 
the six New England states the El 
Dorado of Antiquedom. We _ have 
proved that Americana is every- 
where in this wonderful land of ours, 
where there is an eye to see and the 
desire to search. 

“At Dixie most of the furniture is 
hand made, the kind that grandpa 


put together for grandma on Satur- 
day afternoons. The wood is mellow, 
the proportions graceful, and every 
piece accustomed to children. 

“Two of the earliest pieces we own 
were found in the Midwest. A very 
early banister back armchair was 
found in a St. Paul, Minn., ware- 
house, and an inlaid mahogany bow- 
front Hepplewhite chest of drawers 
in a small restaurant in Wisconsin. 
The top was covered with pies of the 
day’s baking. Both pieces were rec- 
ognized under many coats of paint. 

“In our farm house in Connecti- 
cut we found some small blue glass 
preserving jars, dated 1858. On a 
trip to Galesburg yesterday we found 


some lovely deep amber ones, It’s 
a long time to canning time, but the 
cook books got yanked out, and I 
can hardly wait to put something in 
those jars. Maybe I will settle for 
some orange marmalade, or con- 
serve, with a bit of ginger. 

“But, I’ve got to brag a little,” 
Mrs. Lindberg laughed. 

“In the July, 1958, issue of Out- 
door Life, among the 100 best Bass 
Lakes in the U.S.A., Wisconsin’s 
four included Balsam Lake. Our good 
fishing, good food, restful surround- 
ings, modern conveniences, and our 
antiques,” Mrs. Lindberg said, “draw 
people from all over the United 
States.”

An Artist Remembers 


In this, the second installment of a 
most interesting article, Mr. Pluck 
continues relaying the reminiscences 
of his friend, the soprano, Madame 
RvuuHa SOLIS.

LILLIAN Norpica . . . When I first 
heard Nordica her voice had already 
begun to fail. Only at times were 
there traces of what must once have 
been there. It didn’t strike me as a 
voice of the power and sweep of Frem- 
stad’s, for instance. It had a lovely 
sound at its best, but only occasional- 
ly did its full beauty shine through. 

Nordica was not expert in the build- 
ing of programs. Her desire to aid 
the American composer caused her to 
include items that were too often 
trivia; things of the sort of “Mighty 
Lak’ A Rose.” It is really a waste 
for a great artist to sing such music. 

I remember her accompanist com- 
ing back from that last fateful world 
tour alone and telling about Nordi- 
ca’s final tragic days. She was ill at 
the beginning of the voyage and when 
she grew worse the captain said he 
would have to put her ashore at the 
nearest port. She begged and plead- 
ed to be allowed to continue but they 
were afraid she might have some 
highly contagigus disease and that 
the other passengers might be af- 
fected. 

Her weakened condition and pre- 
vious shipwreck proved just too much 
for her. She lived only a short time 
on that little island clear at the other 
end of the world from her triumphs. 
Her accompanist stayed with her un- 
til the end trying to make those last 
days as comfortable as possible, at 
least consoled by the fact that a dear 
friend was close by. I wish I might 
have heard her in the days of her 
greatness—it must have been an ex- 
perience—for she was very warm per- 
sonally and really a most handsome 
woman. 

EMMA CALVE ... Calvé too was 
almost a vocal wreck when I first

heard her. She wasn’t old in years 
but she had used her voice hard and 
the freshness and youth were all 
gone, She could never accept the fact 
that she was no longer the ravish- 
ing, electric creature she had been 
when she made her first great suc- 
cess, 

She was the perpetual ingenue, al- 
ways the coquette; not a very satis- 
factory thing in a mature woman. 
She simply lived Carmen, but in con- 
cert her posturings and poses were 
really more embarrassing than seduc- 
tive. Clothes were her great love and 
she astonished in the limits or un- 
limits of her costumes. I am sure she 
was at her best before she was ever 
a star at all. Fame spoiled her. 


Enrico Caruso ... No one has 
ever been like Caruso. It is utterly 
futile to compare him with anyone 
else. No matter what I~ sang there 
has never been anything like it. Those 
heavenly sounds, that limitless pow- 
er were beyond any sort of com- 
parison. 

Paris really resented him at first. 
They have always felt that they did 
not need foreign singers and the pub- 
licity ahead of time made them only 
the more certain that he would fail. 
Once he had begun to sing there was 
no end to their enthusiasm. No one 
could: remain cold before such beau- 
ty. 

When he would sing with Melba it 
was unbelievable. Two perfect voices; 
certainly that is the way the angels 
must sound. Many times I have come 
away absolutely numb, saturated with 
beauty until I felt totally devoid of 
all sensation. One should never hear 
a new opera with such singers. How 
could you possibly appraise the mu- 
sic when the voices were so ravish- 
ing. Anything and everything was 
sublime. 

JoHN McCorMACK . . . McCormack 


was also without any sort of rival. 
The sweetness of his voice was like 


honey or fine wine. In spite of this 
there was real metal to it. His tech- 
nique was flawless, superior even to 
Caruso’s, and his Mozart was one of 
the wonders of the world. 

He is the only singer I ever heard 
who could make me believe in the 
place of the drawing room ballad in 
the concert hall. Nothing was cheap 
or trite when he did it. His art ele- 
vated everything it touched. 

He could spin phrases that would 
take your breath away and with such 
ease that one was never aware that 
here was something really terribly 
difficult. The very lilt of tone, the 
gleam and sheen that shone about 
even the simplest song was extra- 
ordinary. He was as unique in his 
way as Caruso in his. Though they 
were worlds apart, they met in their 
dedication to their art. Both wove 
dreams with sound. 


SARAH BERNHARDT AND ELEONORA 
DuseE ... There are simply no ac- 
tresses on the stage to compare with 
the great tragediennes of the past. 
Duse and Bernhardt have no rivals 
in the modern theatre. Bernhardt 
was magnificent, like a queen, regal 
in bearing and tremendous in her 
range of vocal color. As everyone 
knows the French called her “la voix 
d’or” and not without reason. There 
was sheer magic in the sound of the 
words. Even after the amputation of 
her leg she could move as no other 
artist on the stage. 

Duse was not the same at all. She 
strode rather than walked. Her gait 
was strong and rural, and her voice 
at times harsh and unbeautiful. She 
would, if the occasion called for it, 
rasp out her lines, and one would 
shudder with the ugliness. What an 
effect she could produce. Her Santuz- 
za was thunder and lightning, rich 
with real peasantry. 

Camille, a role that the two shared, 
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was a different woman in the eyes of 
each, With Bernhardt, beautiful prose 
delivered with the purest tone, pale 
and languid but lovely as a flower. 
Duse simply became the picture of 
degenerate deterioration. Her death 
scene was hair raising. It was offen- 
sive to some because of its stark rea- 
lism, but none could see it and remain 
unmoved. The tragedy was so real 
that one left the theatre weak and 
shaken. Both the actresses ruled the 
stage and with them the greatness 
was gone forever. 


GERALDINE FARRAR Seldom 
does one find so many features that 
contribute to success all in one per- 
son. Farrar was beautifut in the most 
strict sense of the word. Her fea- 
tures were wonderfully proportioned, 
she had a charming figure, and most 
of all she was possessed of brains, 
and a very real talent. She was an 
actress of no mean ability and a 
singer of sure technique and fine 
quality. 


It is no wonder that her Butterfly 
is still spoken of with reverence. She 
was by no means typed, however. Her 
Mozart was authentic, studying it as 
she had with Lilli Lehmann, and her 
French style bore the imprint of 
truth. Her Louise was a lovely por- 
trayal, her Marguerite in “Faust” 
full of girlish charm and vocal per- 
fection, and her Juliet was a young 
and fascinating woman. *Her follow- 
ing was immense, 


As a magnetic personality I would 
place her second only to Mary Gar- 
den. She lacked a little vf the elec- 
tricity that Mary gave a role. Her 
Thais while adequate couldn’t com- 
pare to the seductive animalism that 
Garden generated. Other than that 
she was close to perfection. Not flaw- 
less, that is a different thing, but 
something better than that... attrac- 
tive in a magnetic way. With it any- 
one can become a star; without it 
there can be no success. 





PAULINE DONALDA ... Donalda was 
sweet to look at and a delight to 
hear. She was lovely ana young with 
an infinite freshness that is very rare 
among singers. Her tone was pure 
and unclouded, and her interpreta- 
tions quite simple and touching. Paris 
was extremely fond of her. Many crit- 
ics compared her work to the earlier 
Suzanne Adams. They sang much the 
same repertoire and on the stage ap- 
peared quite similar. 

I was much moved by her Mar- 
guerite. She was the very spirit of 
an unsophisticated girl; her carriage 
was right, and her sound outlined 
the text with admirable clarity. Her 
tone was cool and very secure, and 
her top range absolutely sure. I al- 
ways thought she had one of the most 
even scales of any singer, excepting 
only Melba. 


JOHANNA GADSKI... A strong and 
conscientious artist, though there was 
a certain roughness to her voice that 
I was never able to overlook. Her 
repertoire was enormous and she of- 
fered intelligent performances; but 
the restricted acting, nu more than a 
series of semaphoric gestures, was 
annoying and at times ludicrous. 


KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD . . . Returning 
to America before World War II, I 
found that New York, and in fact, 
the whole country was reverberating 
with the name of Flagstad. To get 
tickets for a performance was almost 
impossible. I went to see her in con- 
cert; the enthusiasm was boundless. 

As an interpreter I found her cold 
and unmoving. The voice itself was a 
matter of wonder, solid as granite 
with a cool, brilliant tone that car- 
ried the thrust of a knife blade. She 
was an expert artist, unique in her 
musicianship and integrity. The quan- 
tity of the sound was overwhelming 
and the quality could only be de- 
scribed as magnificent. 

Yet she was remote. An icy splen- 
dor hung like a veil between the au- 
dience and the stage. In opera it 
was brushed away by the sincerity 
and simplicity of her acting. Intimacy 
and passion were not part of her 
nature. She was distant and austere. 


As she stood before the piano in 
Carnegie Hall it was as a monarch, 
and that queenly air never wavered 
even in the most intimate songs. The 
warmth and communication were 
lacking; this was her only imperfec- 
tion. Friends have told me that after 
the war she became much warmer 
. .- I did not see her then. I retain 
always the image of monumental 
splendor, unperturbable as that of a 
goddess. As for sound, the voice was 
one of the few absolutely faultless 
instruments in musical history. 


LOTTE LEHMANN .. . Everything 
that Flagstad wasn’t, Lehmann was. 
Unfortunately it goes without saying 
that everything that Flagstad was, 
Lehmann wasn’t. The warm tone, the 
easy communication between artist 
and audience were always hers. She 
moved you with her sincerity and in-

ner radiance. The voice had many 
flaws. The sheen and floating quality 
could not obscure her imperfect 
breathing, always one of her greatest 
faults, the lack of real body, and hero- 
ic proportion. 

I heard her do “Fidelio” in Vienna 
with Elisabeth Schumann as Marzel- 
line, Lehmann had just completed a 
very successful season in America. 
Both sopranos were having an off- 
night, and Lehmann was unable to 
muster the power and sweep of the 
Abscheulicher aria. The Viennese 
looked at one another and shook their 
heads. “‘Now that she has ruined her 
voice she has come back to us,” they 
said. 

Of course the voice was not gone, 
as another 20 years of career would

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


VI. Praise From Catalogs 
and Critics 


Almost from the beginning of their 
recording careers, the exceptionally 
fine voices of Billy Jones, the former 
telephone company lineman, and Er- 
nest Hare, who had been a baking 
powder salesman for a brief time as 
a young man, won praise from the 
writers of record supplements and 
catalogs as well as critics who re- 
viewed their records. This was es- 
pecially true of Hare. 

In the Vocalion Record Bulletin for 
November, 1920, the editor, Pearl 
Spaulding, said: 

In the voice of a singer of popular 
numbers, one has learned to expect 
quantity rather than quality. Ernest 
a is fortunate enough to possess 
90TH, 


When Jones and Hare sang “Op- 
eratic Syncopation” for Vocalion, the 
May, 1922, supplement remarked: 

Ernest Hare’s deep bass voice booms 
out some wonderful notes in ‘“Oper- 
atic Syncopation,’ sung with Billy 

Jones. Opera in jazztime this is, and 

very amusing. 


The June, 1923, Edison Diamond 
Disc supplement said, in reviewing 
Hare’s record of “Down By The 
River”: 

We don’t know of any voice that we 
like better than the virile bass-baritone 
of Ernest Hare. This favorite artist is 
blessed with a voice of natural beauty 
that is rich with overtones. 


Being only human, Billy Jones 
probably wouldn’t have been great- 
ly pleased with the following possi- 
bly joking comment from the Novem- 
ber, 1922, Brunswick supplement: 

Billy Jones, the one and only Billy, 

in association with four male friends 

who sing better than Billy, records 

‘Mary Dear.’’ * 


But there should have been con- 
solation in a review published by 
the English magazine, The Gramo- 
phone, of his 1924 Edison record, 
“When It’s Night-Time In Italy It’s 
Wednesday Over Here”: 

Billy Jones is always good, and his 
fruity tenor is really delightful in a 
bit of “O Sole Mio.” 

Billy greatly delighted in using 
that “fruity” tenor to sing snatches 
of opera, usually somewhat burles- 
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qued, and many of his records contain 
such harkings back to his frustrated 
operatic ambitions. He gave the 
same sort of treatment to “O Sole 
Mio.” By contrast, in his Edison 
record of “I’ll Make the Pies Like 
Mother Made (If You’ll Make the 
Dough Like Dad)” he introduced a 
medley of old Harry Von Tilzer 
tunes. 

The 1922 Brunswick record cata- 
log contained flattering sketches of 
both singers. O£ Jones, shown wear- 
ing a straw hat with a black band, 
it says: 

There is just one ‘‘Billy Jones,” even 
if his name is, so to speak, rather 
common. A good singer, a clever com- 
edian and a bad man to listen to when 
he tells a funny story—with or without 
music—for you may never stop laugh- 
ing. Jones is just—well he is just the 
celebrated singing-comedian Billy Jones 
whose records sell wherever people 
like to laugh. He is qualified by nature 
to bring health and happiness to pale 
people and he does it and puts real 
love in the work. May his tribe in- 
crease if they are all as good, clever 
and musical Indians as Billy Jones. 


When I come to the proper place, 
I shall relate my own experience of 
hearing Billy Jones tell a humorous 
story. Meanwhile, I have just re- 
called the remark of a newspaper 
paragraph years ago that there were 
only four famous Joneses in history: 
John Paul, Bobby, Billy and Casey. 
He forgot Ada! 

Here is the Brunswick tribute to 
Hare: 


Ernest Hare in his double role of 
the earnest singer of songs of senti- 
ment and capital singer and actor in 
humorous character sketches is widely 
known through his splendid records. 
Hare is like his superb baritone voice, 
big, sincere and direct. He is liked as 
well in the recording laboratory as he 
is outside of it (and that is no little 
remark), and is just the man and the 
artist to sing his way into the heart 
of the American home as he is rapidly 
doing. 


Moving forward a few years to 
1926-27 when, I think it is fair to 
say, the Jones and Hare popularity 
was at its zenith, the Happiness Boys 
were often the subjects of good-na- 
tured joking in humorous publica- 
tions. Either Life or Judge published 
a cartoon under some such title as 
“Private Life of the Happiness

(Dave Kaplan at the Piano) 
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Boys,” showing them in grouchy 
moods, throwing plates at waiters, 
quarreling with their wives, and the 
like, then appearing with their char- 
acteristic expansive smiles to sing 
“How Do You Do?” One of the hu- 
mor magazines also contained an ar- 
ticle purporting to be a conversa- 
tion between Jones and Hare just be- 
fore broadcast time. Hare was be- 
moaning the sorry state of the world, 
to the ready sympathy of Jones, and 
both quoted learned authorities on 
war, poverty, malnutrition and sim- 
ilar depressing subjects. Then it was 
time to go on the air and Jones an- 
nounced, to Hare’s’ appreciative 
laughter, that he would now sing a 
classical number, “I Fell In Love 
With The Acrobat’s Daughter (But 
She Wouldn’t Give Me A Tumble’’.) 

My nomination for the finest Amer- 
ican humorous writer of the 1920’s, 
Harry Leon Wilson, in one of his 
novels, “Lone Tree,” had Miss Ellis, 
a nurse, remarking that her patient 
had been in such a jovial mood he 
reminded her of the Happiness Boys 
in one of their half-hours of mirth 
and melody. When Paul Whiteman’s 
Rhythm Boys made a Columbia rec- 
ord of “That’s Grandma” in 1928, 
they mentioned a party which Grand- 
ma attended. Part of it went: 

“. .. All the celebrities were there. 

First on the program came Billy 
Jones and Ernest Hare.” The 
Rhythm Boys (who included Bing 
Crosby) then sang a bit of the Jones- 
Hare theme song, “How Do You 
Do?” 

Billy and Ernie introduced a 
satirical reference to themselves in 
one of their funniest records, “Twist- 
ing the Dials.” Jones, pretending to 
be a radio announcer at a _ prize 
fight, said he wanted “to mention 
some of the celebrities who are here 
tonight.” Among them, he listed 
“Cross-Eye Kelly” (referring, of 
course, to “One-Eye” Connolly, the 
formerly famous gate-crasher at ath- 
letic events), and The Crepehangers 
—those sorrowful boys, Billy and Er- 
nie, with big broad smiles.” 

Still advancing nearer the present 
day, a woman reporter, Vera Connol- 
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ly, gives an interesting glimpse of 
the Jones and Hare personalities in 
an article, “Bagging Radio Lions,” 
published in The Delineator for Sep- 
tember, 1930. After telling of calls 
on Walter Damrosch, Amos and An- 
dy, Vaughn De Leath, Harry Reser, 
and other radio notables of the ear- 
ly depression days, Miss Connolly 
wrote: 


The scene of my lion hunting was 
suddenly transferred to the_ studio 
where the Interwoven Pair (formerly 
the Happiness Boys), Billy Jones and 
Ernie Hare, were rehearsing, ‘‘When 
It’s Sweet Onion Time in Bermuda.” 

As I came in, one of these lovable 
comedians was saying to the other: 

“Look here, I studied singing in 
Brussels.” 

“That's nothing. I studied singing in 


They stopped rehearsing to chat 
with me. They stood leaning against 
the piano, while I sat on the bench 
with my note-book against the keys. 
It was a comical interview. 

The team has been on the air since 
1923. Mr. Hare is married, Mr. Jones 
is not; his elderly Welsh mother lives 
with him, and before he leaves home 
to broadcast, he sets the radio for her, 
so she can sit cozily in her big arm- 
chair and hear her son sing and joke. 
These two men were born on the same 
day of the month; they are the same 
height and they look alike. Both started 
as choir boys. Both are accomplished 
singers. 

“We used to weigh the same!’’ said 
Hare sarcastically, with a mean wink. 

“Now—none of your ugly cracks!” 
returned Jones, who has_ recently 
grown stout. 

I questioned them about television. 

“We'll have it in our homes in two 
years,”’ prophesied Hare. 

“That’s what you thinnies say,’ re- 
torted Jones. “You don’t suppose we 
fatties want to see it come, do you? 
Can you imagine me playing Hamlet 
then?” 

“Don’t worry, pet; you'll never play 
Hamlet, anyway.” 

“Oh, no? What about you? You 
started out to be John McCormack. 
But I notice you're not,’ Jones flung 


back. 
“What am I?” 
“Just a radio clown!” ~~ 


“Well—you’re my team mate,’’ was 
Hare’s complacent retort. 
It was gorgeous foolery, just for my 


benefit. The interview ended in a laugh. 


Ernie Hare obviously was far off 
base when he predicted American 
homes would have television by 1932. 
Even if it had been available, com- 
paratively few people then could 
have afforded TV _ sets. Probably 
though, it would have become com- 
mercially feasible years sooner than 
actually occurred if World War II 
hadn’t intervened. Miss Connolly’s 
comment on the prospect of televi- 
sion is worth quoting: 


Television, television! One hears no- 
thing else. Radio artists who are not 
physically alluring dread its arrival. 
Singers able only to “crdon” fear it 
too. Many broadcasting officials, fore- 
seeing that it will turn the broad- 
casting industry upside down, intro- 
ducing costumes, scenery and acting, 
naturally regard it with foreboding. 

A brief interview was granted me the 
next day with Merlin Hall Aylesworth, 
president of the National Broadcasting 
Company. I brought up the question of 
television at once. 

“Oh, yes. It will come,’’ he replied 
quietly, ‘‘When, we do not know. It’s 
not ready yet for general use. Frank- 
ly, I think the anticipation is greater 
than the actuality will be. Playlets, 
operas—these may prove more inter- 
esting then than now. But television 
cannot improve the playing of a great 
orchestra or the voice of a fine singer. 
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Harry Reser, greatest master of the five string banjo, played accompaniments for 
many Jones and Hare records, Reser (left, front row) is shown here with members of 


his banjo quartet. 





And I am inclined to think the public’s 
imagination, now, evokes persons and 
settings as lovely—if not more beauti- 
ful—than any that can be produced 
artificially. However, no matter what 
our individual views are, television un- 
doubtedly is on the way.” 


So spoke the president of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company more 
than 28 years ago. 

Neither Jones nor Hare lived to 
see television become the dominant 
form of American home entertain- 
ment, But the personalities revealed 
by their records and remembered by 
those who heard their broadcasts are 
still so vivid that when two popular 
present-day stars — Ethel Merman 


and Mary Martin — appeared as 
guests on the Ford program several 
years ago they caused _ one 


of the biggest sensations in TV 
history by singing a medley of old- 
time popular songs in a manner 
which they admitted was based on 
the Happiness Boys’ style. They even 
made up to impersonate Billy and 
Ernie, although the result was pret- 
ty far wide of the mark. However, 
the success of their television ap- 


pearance and of the long-playing 
record which preserves that singing 
act remains a tribute to the artistry 
of Billy Jones and Ernest Hare, 
whose voice blending was so admir- 
able and some of their vocal effects, 
even in comedy numbers, so exqui- 
site, that the Victor supplement for 
September, 1925, said their record of 
“I Miss My Swiss” contained har- 
mony “as delicate as musical icirg.”

Last month, in tabulating assumed 
names under which Billy Jones and 
Ernest Hare made records, I forgot 
that some of their Vocalion dises were 
issued by the Aco Company in Eng- 
land and attributed to “the Webster 
Brothers.” Whoever thought of call- 
ing Billy and Ernie brothers must 
have had an instinctive perception of 
the depth of their devotion. Their love 
for each other was much deeper and 
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more unquestioning than the affection 
of many brothers by blood. 

As the partnership continued and 
prospered, Jones and Hare began to 
use many personal references in their 
recordings. This was especially true 
after they adopted “How Do You 
Do?” as their theme song in 1924. By 
this time they had a large office at 
1674 Broadway, New York, which-was 
to remain their place of business un- 
til Jones’ death, and they were far 
advanced toward the peak of their 
popularity. Almost from its first ap- 
pearance, ‘How Do You Do?” whose 
words they changed to suit themselves, 
was identified almost entirely with 
the Happiness Boys. 

However, they were not the only 
artists who recorded it. In fact, they 
appear to have made only a few duet 
versions. Art Gillham sang it for Co- 
lumbia and Billy Murray and Ed 
Smalle for Victor. The Murray-Smalle 
combination also did some revising, 
as in the following amusing lines: 

“Late at night when you’re in bed 

And someone turns on Bill and Ed, 
Don’t you wish that we were dead? 


How Do You Do? 

Oddly, Jones sang the number alone 
on an Okeh record, to a ukulele ac- 
companiment by Harry Reser, and un- 
doubtedly annoyed some listeners by 
pronouncing “neither” in the line, 
“neither one has met Gillette,” as 
“nye-ther.”” Pathé recorded the song 
on Actuelle and Perfect records as a 
fox-trot by Max Terr’s orchestra 
with Hare singing a refrain. 

Brunswick’s version by Billy and 
Ernie, had a banjo accompaniment by 
Reser and Phil Ohman at the piano. 
Reser and Ohman, both of whom are 
still living and active, were associa- 
ted with the Happiness pair in a 
good raany records, chiefly for Bruns- 
wick. 

It is a pleasure to know that, more 
than 30 years later, my good friend 
Harry Reser is, making a hit on tele- 
vision. He was the greatest player

of the tenor banjo in the 1920’s and 
remains the greatest today. Under the 
heading, “Banjo Comeback Is Being 
Pushed By Sammy Kaye,” the follow- 
ing article appeared in a December, 
1958, issue of the Richmond Times- 


_ Dispatch: 


The banjo, whose great popularity in 
the roaring ”20’s faded with ‘the as- 
cendancy of the guitar, is zooming back 
into favor again. Booming: its stock is 
maestro Sammy Kaye. 2 

Strumming the banjo for’ Kaye is 
one of the great show-business names, 
Harry Reser,-whose Cliquot Club Es- 
kimos were the top radio band from 
1926-1934. Im the intervening years 
Reser has become one of the busiest of 
all recording musicians, having played 
on more than 2,000 recordings during 
the past 20 years. He has also done 
considerable arranging for various or- 
chestra and recording companies. 

When Kaye heard that this great 
banjoist was available, he signed him 
to a contract and began to build a 
banjo “spot” for each of his dance 
shows. Reser is also featured with 
Kaye’s band at the Roosevelt Grill. 


Reser’s latter-day success is the 
more gratifying to me because his 
band is one of my two favorite dance 
organizations. The other is Harry 
Roy’s English group on the old blue 
label Decca records. Especially good 
are the Reser records made for Bruns- 
wick under the name of the Six Jump- 
ing Jacks, with vocal refrains by Tom 
Stacks, who was burned to death 
while playing in a restaurant that 
caught fire after he left Reser. 

On Edison records the orchestra 
was called Earl Oliver’s Jazz Babies 
and Stacks was disguised as Tom 
Howard. The group played for vir- 
tually all companies and to me their 
records, mostly emphasizing comedy, 
are almost an infallible cure for the 
blues. Actually, they amounted to 
much the same thing in orchestral 
music that Jones and Hare did in 
vocal, and often the band played the 
same songs that Billy and Ernie chose 
for their inimitable comedy work. 
Stack’s voice lacked the quality of the 
Happiness Boys’, but he had a gift

for making his listeners laugh and 
feel in a better mood. 

If asked to name the most “relax- 
ing” popular records—those best cal- 
culated to make a man with the tooth- 
ache forget his troubles—I should 
select the Jones and Hare duets, many 
of Frank Crumit’s solos, dance num- 
bers by Roy and Reser, and an in- 
fusion of ragtime piano by Johnny 
Maddox, Del Wood, Frank Banta, 
and other masters of that informal 
style. 

The Edison record of ‘How Do You 
Do?” revealed Jones and Hare at their 
rollicking best, It begins by saying: 
“How do you do, everybody, how do 
you do? How do you do, everybody, 
how are you? We are here, we must 
confess, just to bring you happiness 
—hope we please you more or less— 
how do you do?” 

Hare then sings, “How do you do, 
Billy Jones?” to which Jones replies 
on one copy I have, “pretty good,” 
and on the other, “pretty well.” He 
in turn sings, “How do you do, Ernie 
Hare, how are you?” to which Hare 
robustly replies, “All right!” Hare 
then says, “Bill, I hope you like this 
song,” and Jones replies, “Well, I 
hope it’s not too long; am I right?” 
Hare returns, “No, you’re wrong. 
How do you do?” 

As the catchy tune goes on, the 
boys pay their respects to “Mistress 
Hen,” “John Chinaman,” ‘“Old-tim- 
ers” who could remember “way back 
when girls were girls and men were 
men—it’s so different now from then.” 
They deplore the fact that nowadays 
—that is, in 1924—“even grandmas 
learn to swear; they also smoke and 
bob their hair.” 

At the end, the duo sings: “good- 
bye, Edison fans, goodbye. . . Billy 
and Ernie are nearly through singing 
this little song to you, so we'll say 
goodbye-di-by, goodbye.” 

It was probably the Edison record 
that made “How Do You Do?” so

popular Jones and Hare decided to 
adopt it as their theme song. The 
other side was a solo by Jones, “Cross 
Words (Between Sweetie and Me),” 
a satire on the then prevailing cross- 
word puzzle craze. Whatever fad or 
foible showed its head in the ’20’s, it 
was sure to meet with the satirical 
attention of William Reese Jones and 
Thomas Ernest Hare! 


II. “That’s My Happiness” 

Many of the Jones and Hare du- 
ets referred jakingly to Hare’s being 
a happy married man and Jones a con- 
tented bachelor. In their 1926 Edison 
dise of an attractive Irving Berlin 
song, “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes,” 
Billy asks: “Ernie, is your wife a 
blonde or a brunette?” To which Er- 
nie replies: “Well, really, I can’t 
say, for I haven’t seen her since I 
left home this morning.” 

That “gag” was typical of the spo- 
ken comedy in the pair’s recordings— 
short and snappy and rather obvi- 
ous. Most of their quips seemed new 
and fresh at the time they were put 
on records but have since become 
rather stale from repetition. 

One of the most revealing records 
from the standpoint of depicting Jones 
and Hare’s individual personalities is 
“That’s My Hap-Hap-Happiness,” 
which they freely adapted for their 
own purposes before singing it for 
Victor and Edison. Billy as an un- 
abashed bachelor declares his chief 
delight is in such things as prize- 
fights and baseball. 

On the Victor record he says: 
“When Gene Tunney swings his hand 
and I see that old glove land—that’s 


my hap-hap-happiness.” On the Edi- 
son this becomes: “When the pugilist 
swings his hand.” Farther on he re- 
fers, in the Victor version, to his joy 
“When Babe Ruth walks to the plate.” 
The Edison reference is to “the Home 
Run King.” One wonders why Edi- 
son preferred not to mention Tunney 
and the Babe by name. 


After the first chorus, Ernie re- 
marks: “But you know, Bill, you’re 
a bachelor and you don’t know any- 
thing about home ties,” to which Billy 
replies: “Well, if that was a home 
tie your wife gave you for Christ- 
mas I don’t want to know anything 
about them Ernie.” Hare then paints 
a picture of his domestic life by sing- 
ing of the joy he finds in the com- 
panionship of his little daughter, Ma- 
rilyn who was about three years of 
age: 


‘Ernie: Every meal I sit beside 
My sweet baby girl, my pride, 
And that’s my hap-hap-happi- 
ness. 
Billy: She loves potatoes, the little 
dear, 
She sticks them in your nose 
and your ear, 
And that’s your hap-hap-happi- 
ness. 
Ernie: She brings me joy, but, boy, 
She breaks every toy her two 
eyes can see 
And when we bought a new ba- 
by grand she broke every key. 
Billy: But when she breaks things 
you're not sore, 
You go out and buy her more! 
And that’s my hap-hap-happi- 
ness.”’ 


Ernie: 


I am reserving another chorus of 
“That’s My Hap-Hap-Happiness” for 
later quotation. 


The personal touch is again to the 
fore in their 1927 Victor record of 
“You Don’t Like It—Not Much,” 
made when the Happiness duo was 
at the zenith of its recording career. 
The final chorus: 


‘People write us and they delight us; 
They boost our singing and such, 
And we don’t like it—no, we don’t like 

it— 
Not much! 
They befriend us, some gifts they send 
us 
That often get us in Dutch, 
And we don’t like it—no, we don’t like 
it— 
Not much! 
Records that we make they say sell 
real good, 
So splendid! 
We hear that news and get offended! 
We visit stations without vacations, 
We go to Europe and such, 
And we don’t like it—no, we don’t like 


Not "much. . « Too much!” 
The reference about going to 


Europe puzzles me, since I haven’t 
been able to find that Billy and Er- 
nie filled European engagements. Per- 
haps they did during summer months 
when most popular radio performers 
took time out from their regular 
broadcasting. 


In their 1927 Okeh record of “I 
Scream, You Scream, We All Scream 
For Ice Cream,” they give a satirical 
cheer for “the Happiness Boys,” and 
end by exclaiming, “Are we crazy? 
You should guess! Billy and Ernie, 
yes, yes, yes! ... There!” 
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III. Dave Kaplan Joins The Boys 

Something new and attractive was 
added to Jones and Hare records in 
1925 when Dave Kaplan became their 
piano accompanist. Kaplan, who sur- 
vived Jones and Hare by a good many 
years, was a brilliant ragtime piano 
player whose experience went back to 
Spanish- American War days. 

When he joined Billy and Ernie he 
was, and had been for several years, 
in charge of the orchestra that played 
accompaniments for Edison “popu- 
lar” records, (Cesare Sodero directed 
the “classical” numbers). Kaplan’s 
Melodists was one of Edison’s most 
popular dance orchestras. The group 
also made a few records under the 
disguise of McNalpak’s Orchestra and 
I suspect it of being the Atlantic 
Dance Orchestra, just as Vincent Lo- 
pez’s Orchestra was called the Broad- 
way Dance Orchestra on most of its 
Edison performances. 

As entertaining as the Happiness 
Boys’ duets always had been with or- 
chestral backing, they were even more 
so with Kaplan’s sparkling piano 
work. For the first time it occurs to 
me to wonder why Edison, whose pia- 
no recording was incomparable, didn’t 
issue solos by Kaplan. 

Kaplan was frequently made the 
butt of kidding remarks. Either Jones 
or Hare would intone some such ex- 
pression as “Play on, Dave!” or “Play, 
slave!” He is directly addressed in 
the Edison record of “The Farmer 
Took Another Load Away,” when he 
was still merely the orchestra conduc- 
tor instead of accompanist. This rec- 
ord has an amusing interlude in 
which Jones pretends to forget what 
he is doing and to think he and Er- 
nie are giving a broadcast. 

On radio the pair frequently used 
an interchange such as, “I’ll tell ’em 
in the high voice. This is—‘‘No Bill,” 
Hare would interrupt, “I’ll tell ’em 
in the low voice.” In this record 
Jones says: “T’ll tell ’em in the high 
voice. This is Billy Jones and Ernest 
Hare broadcasting —’’ Whereupon 
Hare interrupts and says: “Bill, pull 
yourself together and stop wander- 
ing. We’re not broadcasting—we’re 
making a phonograph record!” 

Examples of personal references 
might be jotted down almost indefin- 
itely. Hare was smooth shaven. but 
in the Victor and Edison records of 
“Must You Wear a Mustache?” he 
pretends to have a flourishing upper 
lip growth. Toward the end he says: 
“You know, Bill, I strut around like 
some movie star,” and Jones retorts: 
“Take ’em off! Take ’em off! I know 
you, Ernie Har’!” In “Who’s That 
Pretty Baby?” on Edison and Colum- 
bia, Jones, declaring his love for the 
“pretty baby,” exclaims: “I’ll get her 
or break my bones!” and Hare eumes 
back, “Weil, fifty-fifty, Mister Jones!” 

The jovial jesters had favorite 
jokes, which they used more than 
once. The gag about filing one’s fin- 
ger nails has already been mentioned. 
Another, appropriately introduced in 
the Edison version of “Lunatic’s Lul- 
laby,” involves Jones’ assertion that 
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he has a sister who is a waitress in 
a lunatic asylum. ... “She carries 
soup to nuts.” 

In the Victor of “Why Aren’t Yez 
Eatin’ More Oranges?” Billy takes a 
ribbing concerning his status as a 
clean-living young bachelor. Hare pre- 
tends to be a doctor and Jones asks 
him how he can live to be a hun- 
dred. When Billy admits he never 
smokes, drinks, stays out late at night 
or “runs around with the flappers,” 
Ernie inquires: ‘Well, what on earth 
do you want to live to be a hun- 
dred years old for?” When the “doc- 
tor” reminds Billy that he owes him 
for four visits, the “patient” replies: 
“Well, put it all on one bill, Doc, and 
I’ll disappoint you in a lump!” 

In the Edison record of “Go Home 
and Tell Your Mother That I Love 
You” Jones pretends to be Hare’s 
girl friend, but with seeming anxiety 
he asks Ernie to realize, “This is only 
an imitation. Don’t take me serious!” 
One of the funniest effects they 
achieved is in the Edison of “I’ve 
Never Seen a Straight Banana.” 1] 
have had two “takes” of this record. 
In one, Hare sings “banana” straight. 
In the second version, which must 
have been made later, he has an in- 
spiration and intones “‘ba-na-a-na” to 
imitate the bleating of a billy-goat. 
Jones gives a startled laugh, and the 
effect is hilarious. 

Another mirthful production is the 
Diamond Dise of “Speech!” in which 
the comedians take turns at deliver- 
ing eloquent orations in fox-trot time. 
It begins with Hare saying, “I now 
call on Mr. Billy Jones for his ad- 
dress.” Jones replies, “My address is 
804 Tenth Avenue, over the fish mar- 
ket.” The orchestra shouts, “Speech! 
Speech!” and Billy obliges. Hare then 
comes through with oné} after which 
they impersonate an oratorical deaf 
— a stutterer, and a patriotic Ita- 
ian. 


IV. Some Of Their Best Edisons 


I find pleasure in casually reading 
the titles of Jones and Hare records, 
for the mere names bring back many 
happy memories of the first-rate sing- 
ing and sparkling comedy. Too, the 
humor was always clean, Nick Kenny 
was thinking of the wholesome qual- 
ity of the Happiness Boys’ comedy 
as he wrote a few years ago: 

“When filth and smut befoul the air 
I long for the days of Jones and Hare.” 


A hurried run-down of the come- 
dians vast recorded repertoire should 
begin with their Edison records, for 
Edison was the company with which 
Billy and Ernie had the most intimate, 
if not necessarily, the happiest as- 
sociations. Too, they considered their 
Edison records their best. Jones re- 
marked in my conversation with him 
that Edison recording was not only 
better than the other companies, but 
“they made us work a lot harder.” 
Then, too, the four-minute length of 
the records against the usual 2%- 
minutes of needle-cut discs allowed 
them more opportunity for exercising 
their funny bones. 


One of the “craziest” titles which 
Jones and Hare recorded for Edison, 
and Victor was “As The Porcupine 
Pines For Its Pork That’s How I Pine 
For You.” This screwball number 
was written in 1925 by the late Art 
Walsh, who was then at the head of 
the Edison artist and repertoire de- 
partment, and Anthony Paganucci. 
Art Walsh wrote the words and Paga- 
nucci the music. 

Art, who called me “Cousin Ulys- 
ses,” although we were not able to 
discover any real kinship, became vice 
president of Thomas A. Edison, Inc., 
and a Senator from New Jersey. Pa- 
ganucci was born in Brooklyn, attend- 
ed the Pacini Institute at Lucca, Ita- 
ly, and was the composer of an ope- 
ra bouffe, “The Opera King,” and 
“The Laughing Cavalier,” an oper- 
etta. 

Enrico Caruso sang Paganucci’s 
song, ‘Black Eyes,” to the composer’s 
accompaniment on the concert stage. 
He had been an opera conductor at 
the Manhattan Opera House and the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music and at 
the time he collaborated with Walsh 
was Edison’s musical director. Paga- 
nucci died January 22, 1954, at his 
home in New York. He certainly 
stepped down from his role as high- 
brow composer when he contrived the 
tune for the frivolous ‘Porcupine” 
song! 

Billy and Ernie also made a spe- 
cial recording of another Art Walsh 
composition. It is a disc not repres- 
ented in the collection of the average 
Edison enthusiast. The song, record- 
ed in 1927, was called “Say It To The 
Ediphone,” and commemorated the 
50th anniversary of the invention of 
the phonograph together with a 
“plug” for Edison dictating devices. 
The record was sent as advertising 
matter to Ediphone dealers, and I 
have seen only one copy. It, of course, 
did not appear in the Edison record 
catalog. On the other side was a talk 
by Charles Edison. 

One of the Boys’ most amusing 
Edison records is their 1924 version 
of “He Looks At Her And Then He 
Goes ha-ha-ha-ha-ha!” This is a ridic- 
ulous account of the happy married 
life of a huge fat woman and her 
sawed-off husband. We are told that 
“he looks, when, he’s on her lap, like 
a button on a cap. You can’t keep a 
good man down!” 

Another funny comment: “He looks 
like a jumping jack when he has to 
scratch her back. Love will always 





Take life too seriously, and 
what is it worth? 

If the morning wake us to no 
new joys, if the evening bring 
us not the hope of new pleas- 
ures, is it worth while to dress 
and undress? Does the sun shine 
on me today that I may reflect 
on yesterday? That I may en- 
deavor to foresee and control 
what can neither be foreseen nor 
controlled—the destiny of to- 
morrow? —Goethe 
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find the way!” The chorus, with a 
hearty laugh between almost every 
line, is broad satire on American life 
as it appeared to the humorists of 
35 years ago: 


“T love to pay my income tax! 
Ha ha ha ha ha! 
I love those acrobatic acts! 
Ha ha ha ha ha! 
Invest in oil, you can’t go wrong! 
Ha ha ha ha ha! 
I love to hear a mammy song! 
Ha ha ha ha ha! 
Things are cheap at bargain sales, 
Women hate the Prince of Wales 
We have prohibition now— 
Ha ha ha ha ha! 





Qne wonders what the lyricist 
would have to say about today’s in- 
come tax. And in my opinion the re- 
peal of prohibition has been no laugh- 
ing matter. 

In the 1925 Edison record of ‘““How’s 
Your Folks And My Folks Down In 
Norfolk Town?” Ernie (you will re- 
member he was born in Norfolk) has 
an opportunity to impersonate a train 
caller whom he heard as a boy an- 
nouncing the names of stations as the 
train approached Norfolk. Hare pro- 
nounces Norfolk as “Naw-f’k,” the 
way the average Virginian does, but 
Jones, being a New Yorker, calls it 
“Nor-fork.” 

This seems an appropriate time to 
copy a biographical sketch of Hare 
from the 1923 Gennett record cat- 
alog: 

“Ernest Hare hails from Virginia. For 
this reason he has been able through 
contact with the colored folks in that 
state to make a study of their humor- 
ous mannerisms which has made him 
invaluable as a recorder of character 
songs for Gennett records. He has been 
associated with the New York Winter 
Garden for several years. You'll enjoy 
his records because his character and 
personality shine right through his 
singing.”’ 


The 1924 record of “Laff It Off!” 
is another irresistible laughing song. 
In the 1926 Edison of “Sing, Katie, 
But Leave The Piano Alone,” the 
comedians introduce the name of one 
of the recording artists of the early 
1900’s when they refer to“little James 
McCool, the smartest kid in school.” 
James McCool was an Irish tenor who 
made records for Victor, Edison and 
other companies. 

Perhaps as characteristic a Jones 
and Hare record as any is an Edi- 
son with the inspired title, “You 
Never Get Nowhere Holdin’ Hands.” 
(Reser and his Six Jumping Jacks 
recorded the same number for Bruns- 
wick as a fox-trot with a refrain by 
the tragic Tom Stacks). The Edison 
begins with a flourishing piano intro- 
duction by Dave Kaplan. Jones says, 
“That’s wonderful!” and Hare in- 
quires, “What’s wonderful, Bill? The 
way Dave plays the piano?” and 
Jones retorts: “No, The way the pia- 
no stands for Dave’s playing!” 

Jones decides that before they sing 
“this classical ‘selection,’ he needs to 
test his voice. He says, “Give me 
something to work on, Dav¢,” and then

Maretta’s “Doll 
and Toyland 
Museum” 


By B. H. LEFFINGWELL 


April saw the re-opening for the 
1959 season of Maretta Wilcox’s 
“Dolls and Toyland Museum,” in con- 
nection with the Bourbon Antique 
Center, Bergen, N. Y. (See Decem- 
ber, 1958, HOBBIES article). Mrs. 
Wilcox is well-known in the National 
Doll Foundation. The Museum is about 
three miles north of Exit 47 of New 
York State Thruway, on N. Y. Route 
19, in the center of Bergen, N. Y. 

This most attractive Museum of 
dolls and toys contains many inter- 
esting items, well displayed and is 
very much worth a visit. The dolls 
range from a rare Queen Anne wood- 
en doll which won a 2nd prize rib- 
bon at San Francisco National Fed- 
eration Doll Convention in 1957, down 
through the papier-mache head mil- 
liners’ models, lovely lady-like French 
fashion dolls with their exquisite pa- 
perweight eyes, and china heads, and 
bisque heads, and many others of 
many sizes. 

The peg wooden doll is perhaps the 
oldest in the collection (cirea 1780). 
It has wood head with black, flat, pu- 
il-less eyes, and dot-line eyebrows. 
A wisp of hair was originally sewed 
or nailed to the head and covered 
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with a hand-made bonnet. It has a 
wooden body and leather hands, and 
invariably attracts considerable atten- 
tion. The wooden bodies are crude 
primitive style, with stick-like hands 
and feet (often rolled paper or cloth 
also) but surprisingly have withstood 
the 150 years they have been handled 
and loved. 


An English pedlar doll, kept for 


many years under a glass dome, has 
survived in “as new” condition. The 





clothes, bonnet, and body are as fresh 
as the day they were made. The base 
of the dome bears two labels, one 
reads “Made for Sir Gilbert Pollock, 
West End, London.” The other is the 
U.S. Port of New York Customs la- 
bel, guaranteeing authenticity. 

These dolls are found with wax, 
leather, painted wood, papier-mache, 
and china heads. The warm cloak and 
bonnet protected her from cold win- 
try blasts, as she stood on the street- 
corner with her basket of notions, 
containing an amazing assortment of 
buttons, pins, needles, and various 
necessities. These are considered to- 
day the “top drawer” quality in any 
collection, and are much sought for. 

A beautiful wax face doll with root- 
ed mohair blonde hair, is extremely 
life-like; her beautiful costume add- 
ing greatly to her charm. This is la- 
belled with the British label, fore and 
aft on her body, ‘Charles Marsh, 
London.” Set-in blue glass eyes and 
well modelled arms make her excep- 
tionally life-like. 

Her companion represents a little 
girl, all wax, with jointed arms and 
legs, and brown glass set-in eyes. 
Real human hair, rooted into the head 
with a hot needle, shows the scalp. A 
most engaging and lovable pair.

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Other fine wax dolls are a life-size 
Grace Storey Putnam 4-day old in- 
fant, in full baptismal outfit, and a 
6-year-old girl in elegant satin gown 
labelled “Gown by Powers.” Made for 
a contemporary of the owner’s moth- 
er in 1872, this gown is gold satin 
and red velvet, very exquisite. The 
doll usually sits in a rocking chair 
near the front shop door to welcome 
guests, who peek through the window 
while awaiting answer to the door- 
bell, and mistake her for a real girl. 

A Schoenhut “Humpty Dumpty” 
circus tent shows a performance go- 
ing on with dolls for “spectators.” 
There are elephants, donkeys, horses, 
clowns, and beautiful ladies. This is 
a great favorite with the children. 

A “parlor” completely furnished 
with square piano, harp, an 1890 iron 
stove, and full accessories of a Vic- 
torian room of the period, shows a 
“musicale” in progress, with ladies in 
rocking chairs drawn up in various 
poses, and standees, listening to the 
performers, All are dressed in their 
“Sunday best” clothes. 

A staircase which comes down from 
each corner of the room, shows a 
French fashion show, with about 35 
elaborately dressed dolls of the Gay 
Nineties, one doll on each level. The 
elaborate costumes, many made in 
Paris, others representing White 
House “first ladies,” attracts much at- 
tention. Some groups sit at bent-wire 
ice-cream tables, enjoying a bit of 
tea. Others ride in carriages or pro- 
pel velocipedes. Two have a tandem 
bicycle. 

The arrangement is being constant- 
ly changed. A new exhibit this year 
will be about 150 fine foreign dolls, 
many brought from Japan by service 
men as presents to thetr children or 
sweethearts. These show the elegance 
and regal costumes of that far-off 
land. 

Tron and tin toys, fire-engines, wag- 
ons, and carts of the ’80’s and ’90’s 
fascinate the children, and bring no- 
stalgic memories to the parents, who 
fondly remember their own childhood 
days and playthings. 

“Bonnet” dolls form quite an amus- 
ing display; one 21-inch bisque 
girl with inset blue glass eyes, has 
a hat in two shades of greenish blue 
over blonde curls. A couple of pom- 
poms trim the front, and add a co- 
quettish effect. Her fine white kid 
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body, with open-finger bisque hands, 
seems most appealing. Her dress of 
cotton print to match the hat, is from 
a Kate Greenaway print. She holds a 
wooden doll under her arm, and the 
business-like starched apron with eye- 
let embroidery trim shows she is 
probably the governess of some rich 
family!

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Wax Dolls 


By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


The accompanying pictures are 
from water color renderings of wax 
dolls by talented artists employed 
by the government during the de- 
pression of the 1930’s, photographs 
of which are illustrated here through 
the courtesy of the Index of Ameri- 
can Design, National Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D. C. This is the second 
installment of the story of the pic- 
tures, (of which there are hundreds), 
under the general title, “Uncle Sam 
is Working for Doll Collectors.” 

The charming little miss, Adeline, 
with backcomb and curls is familiar 
to some in a different form — china 
or bisque. One seldom sees her in 
Wax over papier mache with this 
body, a body which more often comes 
with Oriental slant-eyed dolls. Head 
and shoulders only are waxed. The 
body is of papier mache and cloth 
with jointed hands and feet. Adeline 
is 24” tall and dated 1848 according 
to her owner, Mrs. Donald Boude- 
man of Kalamazoo, Mich. The water 
color is by Eugene Croe. 

An earlier wax doll is the one 
named Sally Taber, a 25” beauty. 
Seasoned collectors will recognize 
her as one of the early “wire-eyed” 
dolls, so called because the eyes 
closed by means of a wire protrud- 
ing from the side of the body, an 
invention of the early 1800’s. The 
doll is described as having real hair, 
porcelain eyes which were movable; 
cloth body, hand sewn; arms covered 
with brown kid; brown kid shoes, 
and a pink taffeta dress. The pres- 
ent owner is Mrs. F. C. Ripley of 
Los Angeles, Calif., and the fine 
water color rendering is by Edith 
Towner. 

Betsey Paine is another early 
“wire-eyed” wax-headed doll, much 
the worse for wear, and with her 
poor old glass eyes sadly out of 
focus. She wears a brown taffeta 
dress with white lawn collar and 
an old “pumpkin hood” of the same 
material and color as the dress, 
smartly lined with white to match 
the collar, one would judge from the 
picture, but her hair is white cotton. 
We wonder if her original wig was 
like Sally Taber’s. The body is simi- 
larly made, but Betsey is only 1314” 
tall. Betsey was named after her 
original owner, Betsey Paine Cas- 
well of Amherst, Mass. Her present 
owner is Mrs. F. C. Ripley. The 
water color is by Josephine Romano. 

Nellie Bates is another doll whose 
picture was presented to the public 
at the same time as “Betsey Paine.” 
She is a later doll, and her pumpkin- 
head wax over papier mache is well 
known to collectors. Many of these 
“pompadour” dolls were made in the 
1850’s. She is described as having 
porcelain eyes, wooden arms and 
legs and a cloth body. The dress is 
of bombazine in green and blue and 
she has red buttoned shoes. The 
original owner was Roberta Bates of 


Marion, Mass., and her present owner 
is Mrs. Ripley. The painting is by 
Josephine C. Romano and Edith 
Towner. 

A little doll is Martha Ann, 1344” 
tall, date of birth about 1850. She 
is what is known as a “family doll,” 
having passed from Mother Martha 
Anne Ellis to daughter, now Mrs. 
Otis Earl of Kalamazoo, Mich. Mar- 
tha’s wax head surmounts a cloth 
body with arms of red kid. She 
boasts a lace dress, and the faithful 
rendering was done by Anne Col- 
man. 

The sixth wax-headed doll is a 
handsome 25 inch aristocrat which 
originally belonged in the home of 
the Cabots of Boston. We all know 
the story of the two aristocratic Bos- 
ton families, one of which—the Lod- 
ges—spoke only to Cabots, and the 
Cabots who spoke only to God. The 
doll is named Eleanor Cabot after 
her original owner. She is des- 
cribed as having blue china eyes. The 
body is of cloth, machine stitched, 
arms and legs of composition. Her 
flaxen hair is worn with two braids 
on top. The beautiful lace-trimmed 
dress is of muslin. 

The writer has heard collectors say 
“T don’t like wax dolls because they 
are hard to take care of,” overesti- 
mating the task. Buy a wax doll in 
good condition, or one that may be 
put in good condition, and it will 
stay that way with a _ reasonable 
amount of care even in a southern 
climate. Of course a doll of this 
substance should not be placed under

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a burning sun or near a stove. If 
placed in a sealed metal container 
in very warm weather wax will 
sweat, but when taken out of the 
container it will regain its normal 
condition. 

The wax figure has a long and in- 
teresting history. Modelling in wax 
was practised by some of the great- 
est of the early masters. Dolls 
moulded of the substance go back to 
the time of the early Greeks. They 
were made in commercial quantities 
from the 16th to the 20th century, 
and were among our earliest fashion 
dolls. Paris made them in the 17th 
century. 

The photographs show only a few 





of the many varieties of old wax 
dolls. The wax-over-papier-mache 
are as varied as the fancy bisques 
and so-called parians. Even “bon- 
net” dolls in wax are found. Many 
early dolls were made of poured wax, 
fashioned like the bisque and china 
heads, but it proved advisable to 
make them over a base such as papier 
-mache, although metal was some- 
times used. Among the most valued 
today is the Montanari, made of 
poured wax with hair embedded, 
first exhibited in 1849. 

Fine, early wax dolls are well pro- 
portioned, but thousands of cheap 
ones flooded the market in the late 
19th century. However, many of 


these cheap ones with stick-like arms 
and legs and straw-filled bodies made 
like bags, nevertheless had beautiful 
heads, and these are prized by collec- 
tors, as well they might be. 

In all probability wax dolls will 
never again be made in commercial 
quantities. However, artists like 
Gladys MacDowell and others are be- 
ginning to realize the value of the 
wax doll to a collector, and posterity 
may yet find treasures in wax from 
the 20th century as precious as the 
18th century works of John Flaxman 
which Josiah Wedgwood translated 
into pottery for his jasper ware. Of 
all dolls those made of wax can be 
the most beautiful and realistic.

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BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Whenever “State Buttons” are men- 
tioned, we think first of “official” 
buttons—those which display State 
Seals or other official insignia. These 
are State Buttons, to be sure, but 
they are not the only buttons which 
deserve the title. In a broader sense, 
State Buttons include any and all but- 
tons associated with a state: Uniform 
buttons of the state and cities there- 
in; buttons manufactured in the state, 
of whatever kind; political buttons 
or Pinbacks of local significance; but- 
tons featuring places, people and 
events for which the state is famous,

etc. Such a group covers more ground 
and has wider appeal than one which 
is strictly limited to State Seals and 
official designs. 

Although I live in Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire also has always been 
dear to me. So when J decided to make 
up a card of representative “State” 
buttons, I naturally chose “the Gran- 
ite State” for my subject. To add 
variety, I included a few non-button 
items which seemed appropriate: 


Nos. 1 and 2 - Two types of “Gran- 
ite’ Overall buttons. (All Overall 
buttons shown are flat brass with 
raised designs). “Granite” work 
clothes are made by the Granite Over- 
all Co., of Nashua, N. H.* 

No. 3 - State Seal of New Hamp- 
shire: small “staff” type, gold-plated. 
The ship pictured on the New Hamp- 
shire State Seal is the frigate, “Ra- 
leigh.” 

No. 4 - Daniel: Webster (1782-1852) 
on a Commemorative United States 
stamp. (1932) 

No. 5 - Franklin Pierce (1804- 
1869), fourteenth president of the 
United States, on a regular issue 
United States stamp, (1838). Frank- 
lin Pierce was born in Hillsboro, N. H. 

Nos. 6 and 7 - “Old Home Week” 
seals, showing birthplace of Daniel 
Webster at Salisbury (now Frank- 
lin), N. H. 

Nos. 8 and 10 - Two versions of the 
New Hampshire State Seal: one sil- 
vered, one gilt. These are compar- 
atively recent buttons, and are not 
as well made as earlier examples. 


No. 9 - New Hampshire scene, with 
State Seal at top. 

No. 11 - Hand-painted ceramic but- 
ton showing lilacs—the New Hamp- 
shire State Flower—in natural colors 
on black. 


No. 12 - Pinback with design in 
red, white and blue. The “New Hamp- 
shire Whooper” (like the “Kentucky 
Colonel”) is an honorary title be- 
stowed on a_ state’s non-resident 
friends. 

Nos. 13 and 15 - Political Pinbacks: 
“Bridges for President,” circa 1935. 
No. 14 - ‘“Mascoma” Overall button. 
“Mascoma” work clothes are made in 
Canaan, N, H.* 

No. 16 - “Carter’s” Overall button: 
H. W. Carter & Sons manufacture 
work clothes in Lebanon, N. H.* 

No. 17 - Political Pinback: ‘Moses 
for Senator,” circa 1935. 

No. 18 - Concord (N. H.) Police: 
one-piece, convex brass with raised de- 
sign. 

No. 19 - A more elaborate (Over- 
all) version of “Carter’s, Lebanon, 
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N. H.” with railroad engine in the 
center. 

No. 20 - Another “Whooper” Pin- 
back, rendered in red and black on 
white. 

No. 21 - “Carter & Churchill’ Over- 
all button: this company no longer 
manufactures work clothes but spe- 
cializes in sports wear, using the Pro- 
file for a trademark.* 

No. 22 - Concord Fire Department: 
convex, silvered with raised design. 

You may notice that one famous 
New Hampshire character is missing 
from this group: the Old Man of the 
Mountain has a group to himself !** 

Button mountings of this kind are 
fun because they are free from re- 
strictions; there are no rules and 
regulations about them. You may use 
whatever buttons you wish—so long 
as they pertain to the subject—and 
may combine them in any way that 
pleases you. While some states are 
richer than others, in button mate- 
rial, I venture to think that there is 
no state in the United States which 
could not furnish an interesting and 
varied display. 

But please do not feel that you 
have to group State Buttons in this 
way! Any suggestions that I make 
are suggestions only; there is nothing 
compulsory about them! Special but- 
tons, like State Seals, are always ef- 
fective when grouped by themselves.

A collection of State Flowers, too, 
makes a pleasing project. Pictures of 
State Capitols may be combined with 
the foregoing. When it comes to but- 
ton manufacturers, some states—like 
Massachusetts and Connecticut—are 
richer than others; but buttons made 
in the state are only one of many pos- 
sibilities, 

There are wooden buttons shaped 
like states: (I have seen Texas, Min- 
nesota and New Hampshire). There 
are buttons made from native woods: 
Redwood from California, myrtle from 
Oregon, holly from Washington. There 
are Indian silver and “gemstone” but- 
tons from the West; Shell buttons 
from Florida; “Fresh-water Pearl” 
buttons from Iowa; souvenir buttons 
from many different parts of the 
country. Any of these could be includ- 
ed in its appropriate group. 

All you really have to do, to ar- 
range an interesting “State” display, 
is to choose your state; and whether 
it is North, South, East or West, you 
will soon find that, as far as buttons 
are concerned, it can be a State of 
much pleasure and satisfaction!

Hoover and Mr. Smith” (Hoover gets 
the best of all the persunal exchang- 
es) with the idiotically entertaining 
“J Love to Dunk a Hunk of Sponge 
Cake.” 

Among the pair’s miscellaneous con- 
tributions to the Edison catalog, not 
in association with each other, Hare 
helped Steve Porter revive Len Spen- 
cer’s famous old specialty, “The Ar- 
kansaw Traveler.” Jones assisted Por- 
ter in Steve’s almost equally well 
known sketch, “Christmas Morning at 
Clancy’s,” and did some other com- 
edy numbers with Porter for Grey 
Gull. Hare sang an old black face 
minstrel number, “I Wasn’t Scared 
But I Just Thought That I Had Bet- 
ter Go,” on the back of the Edison 
record of “The Wreck of the Old 97,” 
which started Vernon Dalhart on his 
career as the greatest of all record- 
ers of hill-billy songs. 

Jones’ 1925 Edison vf “Christofo 
Columbo (Thought the World Was 
Round-O)” is one of the funniest he 
ever made. In collaboration with his 
former vaudeville partner, Bert 
Grant, he wrote one of the earliest 
songs about broadcasting, “Love Her 
By Radio,” which he recorded in 1923 
for Edison. Another radio song is his 
Edison of “Tune In On L-o-v-e,” in 
which the call letters of such early 


stations as WEAF and KDKA are 
mentioned. 
His 1922 version of “When You 


and I Were Young, Maggie, Blues,” 
amounts to a clever vaudeville sketch. 
He begins by warbling a snatch of ope- 
ra, but Edward Meeker demands that 
he sing an old-time number. After a 
little demur he agrees and a charm- 
ing-voiced soprano, probably Gladys 
Rice, exclaims, “Atta Billy!” Jones 
then says he’ll sing a syncopated ver- 
sion of “When You and I Were Young, 
Maggie,” and asks for help, first from 
the male bystanders and then from 
the ladies. The girls sing a “straight” 
version of the old song while he 
“rags” it. (To be continued)

This maker is listed 
in Geschiedenis Van De Uurwerk- 
makerskunst In Friesland by Nanne 
Ottema (Published in Leewarden in 
1948). According to this source 
Aken was a Dutch clockmaker work- 
ing in Amsterdam in the 18th Centu- 
ry. Otterna’s complete reference is 
as follows: “AKEN, ABRAHAM VAN. 
Amsterdam 18e eeuw. Gangklok veil- 
ing Roos 1 April 1897, veiling Fred. 
Muller 12 Dec. 1922.”

owned by a great, great uncle who 
served as Captain in the Union Ar- 
my. .. .Michael Isaac Tobias was a 
watchmaker in Liverpool, England, 
from 1805 through 1829. Watches 
marked with his name only, appear 
to have been produced until 1810. 
From 1810 until 1829 watches were 
produced under the firm name “M. 
I. Topras & Co.” The Liverpool City 
Directory continued to list the watch- 
making firm of Tobias as late as 
about 1840, although standard horo- 
logical references usually include 
1829 as the last date. Many thou- 
sands of watches were produced by 
this firm. There was a particularly 
fine market for these time-pieces in 
the United States and many were ex- 
ported. During one period the firm 
had many more orders than could be 
filled by their production, and some 
of the watch movements were pur- 
chased in Switzerland. It is believed 
that it was these Swiss movements 
which were inscribed with an “I” 
that looked like a “J.” 


Mrs. W.P.S. of Fairmont, W. Va, 
owns a German tall-case clock signed 
in German script with a name that 
appears to be “Maelzel Winterhal- 
der” and the number 62, followed 
by the name of a town which is 
undecipherable. The clock dial is dec- 
orated in a German style, and there 
is some reason to believe that the 
time-piece may have been a weight- 
driven, wag-on-the-wall which was 
later encased in a tall, slender- 
waisted case of cherrywood with 
Hepplewhite inlay along the sides. 
The clock was acquired from one of 
the German settled regions of Pa. 
. .. A search of horological refer- 
ence works does not provide any 
clue to the name of the maker which 
can be quoted with certainty. How- 
ever, in G. H. Baillie’s Clockmakers 
and Watchmakers of the World 
(London: N.A.G. Press, 1951) there 
is listed a clockmaker of the Schwarz- 
wald (German Black Forest) named 
MARTIN WINTERHALDER who pro- 
duced clocks about 1750. However, 
the first name does not appear to 
coincide with the one that appears 
on the clock’s inscription. It would 
be difficult to attempt a further iden- 
tification without a clear photograph 
of the inscription on the clock, and 
a translation from the German 
script, 





J.P. of Thornwood, N. Y., inquires 
about the first quantity production 
of watches in the United States. 
. .. Credit for first producing watch- 
es in quantity is generally given to 
LUTHER GODDARD of Shrewsbury 
Mass., (1762-1842). A preacher and 
evangelist, he may have trained with 
the Willards in Grafton before es- 
tablishing a small shop of his own 
in Shrewsbury in about 1809 with 
assistants trained in Europe. It is 
estimated that Goddard’s shop pro- 
duced about 500 watches before pro- 
duction ceased in 1817. The move- 
ments were inscribed “L. GoppARD & 
Son,” and “L. & P. Gopparp.” Oth- 
ers, marked “D. P. Goppanp & Crm,” 
may have been made and assembled 
for Goddard in Europe, or assem- 
bled in Shrewsbury from parts made 
in Europe. In about 1817 Goddard 
moved to Worcester, Mass., where 
he returned to preaching, meanwhile 
maintaining a shop for clock and

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French Mantel Clocks 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


I believe that the mantel clocks 
made in France during the Empire 
period, and on into the Victorian pe- 
riod, were the finest made anywhere 
in the world. 

This very positive statement is 
made regardless of the fact that I 
have been challenged on it before and 
undoubtedly will be challenged again. 
Nevertheless, many have agreed with 
me and I believe many more will 
come around to this thinking in the 
not too distant future. Serious col- 
lectors who study both artistry of de- 
sign and excellence of workmanship 
must recognize the truth of this view- 
point. I predict, therefore, that in 
time to come these fine French man- 
tel clocks will be more highly prized 
and consequently more valuable, as 
they richly deserve to be. 

An idea of the active imagination 
of the French makers and the almost 
unbelievable scope of artistry in de- 
sign can be gained by looking at the 
section on French Mantel Clocks run- 
ning from page 972 to page 992 in 
Volume II of the monumental work 
entitled “American Antique Furni- 
ture” by Edgar G. Miller, Jr. The

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tion on French clocks in a book pri- 
marily concerned with American fur- 
niture is explained by the following 
quotation, which is the opening para- 
graph of this section: 

“The reader may be surprised to 
find in this book on ‘American Antique 
Furniture’ more illustrations of 
French Mantel Clocks than of any 
other single type of clocks except the 
‘grandfather.’ One reason for their 
being shown is that in very many 
American homes there are one or 
more French mantel clocks and the 
owners are interested in knowing 
something about them; and another 
reason is that in variety of form, and 
in elegance and artistic design, many 
of these clocks far surpass the Eng- 
lish and American mantel clocks, and 
to omit them would be to ignore some 
of our most esteemed household pos- 
sessions.” 

From the 1750’s on, French clocks 
and the shops of French horologists 
were highly popular, Louis XVI him- 
self worked extensively with clocks. 
His queen, Marie Antoinette, has been 
credited with owning many clocks 
which bore her intertwined initials 
M. A. However these initialed clocks 
came of a later time (1818-1830) 
when the restored French monarchy 
popularized ail things connected with 
the Court of Louis XVI. 

The chased ormolu ornamentation 
typical of Empire clocks (1793-1830), 
showed in the claw feet, acanthus 
leaves and scrolls, columns or pillars, 
horns-of-plenty, and other classical 
designs. Egyptian animals were used 
too, and often the N for Napoleon 
was seen, usually circled with a vic- 
tory wreath. Though Empire furni- 
ture tended to be massive or heavy,

this did not show much in the clocks 
of the period, except, perhaps in the 
mantel clocks which, from 1830-1840, 
inclined toward large and _ heavy 
bases. 

But the movement js the heart of 
the clock. As a matter of fact, the 
movements found in these clocks are 
of a quality seldom equalled in ex- 
cellency and never surpassed by any- 
thing I have seen. 


Illustration No. 1 is of one of the 
more rare clocks of this period. The 
clock is owned by J. Bryson Bugbee, 
Trenton, N. J., a member of our Na- 
tional Association of Watch and Clock 
Collectors, Inc., and I have the pho- 
tograph through his courtesy. I had 
a similar clock several years ago and 
it was pictured in an old issue of 
HOBBIES. This one is larger and 
nicer than one IJ had and is a partic- 
ularly fine specimen of the case dec- 
oration and design of the Empire pe- 
riod. 

The mechanicdl action of this clock 
is different and very intriguing. The 
pendulum swings frontwards and 
backwards, rather than from side to 
side which is conventional. The pen- 
dulum bob is usually a child figure 
in a swing. Since the movement is 
forward and backward the action is 
realistic. 

This action is obtained by the use 
of two escape wheels set parallel to 
each other on one arbor which is ex- 
tended outside the backplate of the 
movement. The teeth of the escape 
wheels are staggered. A small verge 
is on an arbor pivoted between the 
escape wheels and working across the 
two wheels. The effect of the stag- 
gered teeth of the two escane wheels 
on this verge is to give it a rocking 
motion. This rocking motion is trans- 
mitted through a crutch to the pen- 
dulum rod, which in turn, keeps the 
pendulum swinging in its frontward 
and backward motion. 

The statement that this type of 
clock is rather rare is, I believe, made 
advisedly. The one I had was brought 


over from Europe several years ago. 
In this long interval I had not run 
across another until Mr. Bugbee kind- 
ly sent me the photograph of his. I 
should like very much to find another 
for my own collection since the one 
I had was disposed of when I liqui- 
dated my collection some years back. 
I believe it is now in the collection of 
Willis Michael in York, Pa. I am un- 
able to give the dimensions of Mr. 
Bugbee’s clock, but I doubt that it 
is more than 12 inches high. 


Illustration No. 2 is another fine 
example of the French mantel clocks 
of this period. Incidentally, I had an 
opportunity to buy this clock in Eng- 
land during the year 1955 and to my 
lasting sorrow I did not take advan- 
tage of the opportunity. I therefore 
have no idea of its present where- 
abouts. 

This clock was described by the 
dealer who offered it to me as follows: 


“Clock by Henry Marc of Paris, 
marked on dial Hry, Mare a Paris, 
No. 1 Baillie gives the following on 
page 209: Marc, Henry, Paris, cir- 
ca 1800. Clock with porcelain case in 
Virginia Museum. Height 19% inch- 
es, width 8% inches and depth 7 inch- 
es. Date of manufacture 1820. Case of 
lightweight ormolu and described as 
follows: Velvet serpentine base, with 
elaborately worked feet, supporting a 
pair of pillars decorated with alter- 
nate gilt and silvered studs. Center 
curved arch represents a fountain 
(not moving) with basin in front con- 
taining a mirror to simulate water. 
Either side of fountain a French por- 
celain figure of a boy and girl dressed 
as peasants. Boy holds a bouquet and 
the girl has an ormolu rake. Above 
the fountain is a spire of acanthus 
leaves and scrolls with loops perched 
out in gilt and silver and with porce- 
lain flowers applied. The clock dial 
is in the center of this. Above the 
clock is a finial of a crescent and star 
which might indicate that the clock 
was made for the Turkish market. 
The dial is convex white porcelain 
and the hands are pierced and gilded. 
The eight-day movement is 3% inch- 
es in diameter and the pendulum has 
a silk cord suspension. The full hours 
and half hours are struck on a bell.” 

This is a typical description, but 
there are a few points that might be 
commented on with profit. 


The clock is described as being an 
eight-day clock and this is undoubt- 
edly correct. Many people are inclined 
to speak of these clocks as being two- 
week or fifteen-day clocks. It is true 
that most of them will run for as 
much as 15 days with one winding. 
The fact is, however, that they were 
expected to be, and should be wound 
once a week to avoid the variation 
in the pull of the clock spring be- 
tween the points of “Fully Wound” 
and “Run Down,” which can cause a 
variation in the accuracy of the clock. 
The French makers put in a long 
spring with the idea that only about 
two-fifths of it would be used in a 
week of running. Thus, if the clock

is wound once a week, the spring is 
never allowed to approach the weak- 
ened “Run Down” condition and the 
force carried through the movement 
to the escapement is reasonably con- 
stant. This does result in better per- 
formance and is a superior feature of 
the French spring-powered clock. 

It is stated that the pendulum has 
a silk cord suspension. This points 
up a very controversial question 
among clockmakers on the Continent 
in the 18th and early 19th centuries. 
The conventional type of suspension 
for the pendulum is a short piece of 
flat spring steel which is fastened to 
the top end of the pendulum rod and 
fixed to a cock of some sort that is 
rigidly attached to the back plate of 
the movement. This holds the pendu- 
lum up and the spring is weak enough 
to permit the pendulum to swing 
through ‘its intended are. 

The other type of suspension is to 
make a loop with a silk cord from an 
arbor fixed to the movement back 
plate and to hang the pendulum rod, 
by means of a hook, to the loop. Pro- 
ponents of the silk cord suspension 
system argued that the flexibility of 
the cord offered no resistance to the 
swing of the pendulum rod. 

On the other side, it was said that 
the spring suspension, which did of- 
fer some resistance to the swing of 
the pendulum, compensated for this 
by giving a boost to the return swing. 
We find that in numbers the clocks 
using the spring steel suspension are 
preponderant. We also find that the 
silk cord suspension was seldom, if 
ever, used after the middle of the 
19th century. We must conclude from

Ancient Egyptian jewelry and other 
fine objets d’art have been newly in- 
stalled in a specially redecorated room 
at The Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
Displayed in a chronological left-to- 
right pattern around the room, the 
rich treasures are on view, in the 
Egyptian Room opposite the entrance 
to the Grace Rainey Roger Audito- 
rium on the first floor. 

The nucleus of the collection is four 
important groups of Egyptian anti- 
quities that the Museum has acquired 
by gift, purchase, and bequest in the 
course of the last fifty years. These 
four groups consist of the Treasure 
of el Lahiin, the Treasure of the 
Three Princesses, the Carnarvon Col- 
lection (the gift of Edward S. Hark- 
ness in 1926), and the Bubastis 
Treasure, 

The earliest pieces on view, includ- 
ing the Treasure of el Lahiin, date 
from the Middle Kingdom and are 
located at either side of the eastern 
entrance. Of these objects the most 
important is the Lahiin Pectoral. A 
pendant of gold and semi-precious 
stones, this celebrated personal effect 
of Princess Sit Hat-Hor-Yunet is con- 
sidered to be the finest piece of Egyp- 
tian jewelry extant. 

Displayed against the north wall 
of the gallery are the golden head- 
dresses, broad collars, and elaborate 
girdles of the Treasure of the Three 
Princesses, ladies of the court of the 
Eighteenth-Dynasty King Thut-mosé 
III (1501-1447 B.C.). With the most 





this that the supporters of the spring 
steel suspension of the pendulum were 
right. 

It should be noted that the silk 
cord suspension for the pendulum is 
of no value in dating a clock. Both 
types of suspension were used concur- 
rently and the type of suspension has 
no significance timewise. 


In a recent article I reported the 
sale of a quantity of clocks of this 
general type and period at prices that 
were ridiculously low. This does not 
happen often, as buyers and collec- 
tors are becoming increasingly aware 
of the superior qualities of the French 
mantel clocks. My advice is that if 
you can buy them at what appears 
to be a reasonable price, by all means 
do so and put them away. A hand- 
some profit can be yours in a very 
little time. 





components of gold, many inlaid 
with semi-precious stones—much of 
the adornment of the Three Princess- 
es has been completed and appended. 
Also enriching this treasure is a set 
of gold and silver tableware and toi- 
let articles, further enhanced by the 
recent addition of two gold cups of 
unusual shape. 

Other objects of New Kingdom 
origin occupy the northwest and west- 
ern portions of the newly decorated 
room. A distinctive silver statuette of 
a young boy and a striking golden 
figure of the god Amiin, on either 
side of the west entrance, lend im- 
portance to the minor arts on view 
in the XIII Egyptian Room. 

Among the pieces from later pe- 
riods are the Bubastis Treasure of 
gold and silver vessels and the hand- 
some Cat of Bastet, a life-size figure 
done in bronze. 

In its new setting, the Museum’s 
collection of Egyptian jewelry reveals 
not only the splendor of the Egyptian 
court but also the skill and tastes of 
an artistic people living many centu- 
ries before Christ. The cases in the 
gallery were arranged by Nora E. 
Scott, Associate Curator of Egyptian 
Art.

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“FORM GIVERS AT 
MID-CENTURY” 


A comprehensive exhibition defin- 
ing the role played by thirteen. lead- 
ing architects of our time, “Form 
Givers at Mid-Century,” will open at 
the Corcoran Gallery in Washington, 
D. C., on April 23rd. The opening of 
the exhibition, prepared by The Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts and spon- 
sored by Time, the Weekly News Mag- 
azine, will coincide with the 50th An- 
niversary Convention of The Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts, a non-profit 
educational organization. 


Following the initial showing at the 
Corcoran Gallery, “Form Givers at 
Mid-Century,” will be seen during 
the summer at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art opening on June 8th, the 
ninetieth birthday of Frank Lloyd 
Wright. Subsequent showings will be 
held at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, The Carnegie Institute, Pitts- 
burgh, the Minneapolis Institute of 
Arts and the Virginia Museum of 
Fine Arts, Richmond, during the first 
year of circulation. 


Behind this exhibition is the reali- 
zation that architecture—whether it 
is “the great spirit” as conceived by 
Frank Lloyd Wright, or a cultural 
confluence of technology and artistic 
factors—has reached a stage of high 
fulfillment within the United States. 
Significant form has been achieved 
and can be judged; new problems 
both of forms and function now loom 
on the horizon. The world of architec- 
ture is a ferment of achievement and 
new creative solutions. 


The American Federation of Arts 
asked Time Magazine, as its contrib- 
ution to AF A’s 50th Anniversary, 
to sponsor this exhibition and to as- 
sist in assembling material that will 
convey the achievements of architec- 
ture at mid-century. Among the ar- 
chitects and buildings to be featured 
are:

Works by Louis Sullivan, as an 
early pioneer, Richard Neutra, Alvar

The exhibition will focus primarily 
on one major work by each of the 
featured architects and will include 
models, both color and_ black-and- 
white photographs and small draw- 
ings in plan and elevation, to be ac- 
companied by appropriate and brief 
text, Around the featured buildings 
will be grouped relevant previous de- 
signs which will serve to elucidate 
the main work and place it in histor- 
ical perspective. Actual materials, 
such as glass, grilles, bronze mullions, 
concrete bricks and other elements 
used in construction will be included, 
as well as furniture designed by some 
of the architects. 

Architect Pietro Belluschi, Dean of 
the Department of Architecture and 
Design at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and Trustee of 
The American Federation of Arts, 
has acted in an advisory capacity on 
“Form Givers at Mid-Century.” Or- 
ganized by Cranston Jones, Associate 
Editor, Time Magazine, and The 
American Federation of Arts, the ex- 
hibition is being designed by Gyorgy 
Kepes, Professor of Visual Design at 
M.I.T. and author of “The New Land- 
scape in Art and Science” and “The 
New Language of Vision.” 





350th ANNIVERSARY 
OF FAMOUS 
RIVERS DISCOVERY 


A special exhibition honoring the 
350th anniversary of the twin dis- 
coveries of the Hudson River and of 
Lake Champlain in 1609 opened April 
3 at The New-York Historical Socie- 
ty, Central Park West at 77th Street. 

The two explorers entered the wa- 
ters of what is now New York State 
—Samuel de Champlain from the 
North and Henry Hudson from the 
South—to claim the territory border- 
ing these waters for France and 
Netherlands respectively. 

Highlighting the exhibition is the as- 
trolabe used by Champlain and dated 
1603. Astrolabes were used by early 
travelers to determine their position. 
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Champlain’s navigation instrument 
was lost on June 7, 1613, according 
to his Journal. A Canadian farmer, 
cultivating his field by a lakeside in 
Rerfrew County, Ontario, found the 
long-lost astrolabe in August, 1867. 
It is now a prized item in the collec- 
tions of the Society. 

Hudson is represented by a paint- 
ing of the replica of the Half Moon, 
his ship, built in 1909 for the Hud- 
son-Fulton Celebration. The full size 
ship was built by the Dutch Govern- 
ment as its contribution to the cele- 
bration, The latter day Half Moon 
was constructed from plans of Half 
Moon’s sister ship, The Hope, found 
in the Dutch archives, Details of her 
draft and rigging were found in the 
Journal of Robert Juet, an officer of 
Hudson’s crew. The oil painting is by 
Harry A. Ogden. 

The Society’s portrait of Peter 
Stuyvesant (1592-1672), Director 
General of New Netherland 1646-64, 
represent the Dutch period of the 
State’s history, as do maps and pho- 
tos of the patroonships and manors. 

Steamboating on the Hudson is rep- 
resented by examples of James Bard’s 
paintings of famed river steamers 
and by the bell of The Clermont, Rob- 
ert Fulton’s pioneer steamboat, which 
heralded the age of steam in 1807. 
Scenes on the river bank will be de- 
picted in views by William G. Wall, 
Irish-born painter who popularized 
the Hudson’s scenery in the 1820’s. 
The Hudson of the mid-nineteenth 
century will be represented by Cur- 
rier & Ives prints. 

“Stately homes” along the Hudson 
are pictured, for example, “Linden- 
wald,” home of our eighth President, 
Martin Van Buren, as well as F. D. 
Roosevelt’s home in Hyde Park. Pho- 
tos of literary retreats, like Irving’s 
“Sunnyside” and Poe’s Manhattan 
home, which once stood at Broadway 
and 84th Street, are also included. 

Outstanding examples of Hudson 
Valley Colonial architecture, and 
homes of a later period, for example 
Octagon House, Irvington home of au- 
thor Carl Carmer and examples of 
“Hudson River Gothic” and “Hudson 
River Bracketed” also have a place in 
the show. 

Portraits of members of prominent 
Hudson River families, such as the 
Livingstons and the Schuylers, who 
helped to shape the history of the 
river valley, are part of the display. 

The Hudson-Champlain exhibit is 
open to the public daily, except Mon- 
days, from one to five p.m. and on Sat- 
urdays from 10 a.m.; to five p.m. 
through 1959.

The Suffolk Museum at Stony 
Brook, Long Island, N. Y., opened 
March 21 with a featured display of 
duck decoys and a lace exhibit. The 
duck decoy exhibit includes primitive 
models as well as modern factory 
made decoys, Decoys have been loaned 
to the museum by a number of pri- 
vate owners. A diorama of a duck 
hunting scene is also on display. How 
duck decoys may be used in decorating 
schemes for creating motifs for wall 
paper, tile, fabrics and lamps is anoth- 
er exhibit. Included in the lace ex- 
hibit are lace wedding dresses of ear- 
lier periods as well as other lace 
items. Tools of lace making may also 
be seen. Besides the above exhibits 
the Suffolk Museum includes the 
Country Store, Cobbler’s Shop, Nat- 
ural History exhibits and other dis- 
plays. The museum is open 10 A.M. to 
5:30 P.M. daily except Mondays and 
Tuesdays. Jane des Grange is di- 
rector. 


“The Roaring Twenties” very pop- 
ular exhibit at the Museum of the 
City of New York has been extended 
to run through September 7, 1959. 
Fashions and photographs of the pe- 
riod are shown. There are also tape- 
recordings of forty-eight songs from 
Broadway Musicals sung and played 
by the original casts. Ralph R. Mil- 
ler, Assistant Director of the Muse- 
um, designed the exhibition. 


The Historical Museum of the Wab- 
ash Valley, Terre Haute, Ind., opened 
to the public on May 11, 1958. The 
museum is owned and operated by 
the Vigo County Historical Society, 
Ine, The east part of the building was 
built about 1868 and successive own- 
ers have added to it and remodeled. 
There is no charge for admission to 
the museum, but a contribution box 
is placed at the exit for those who 
desire to donate something toward its 
support. “Leaves of Thyme” is a 
monthly publication of the Vigo Coun- 
ty Historical Society, giving news 
about activities of the society as well 
as information on early days in Ter- 
re Haute. 


Hours when the mifseum is open 
are from 2 to 4 on Wednesday, Fri- 
day and Saturday, and 2 to 5 on Sun- 
day. The museum is located at 1411 
South 6th St. in Terre Haute.

The Concordia Historical Institute 
at Concordia Seminary, St. Louis, is 
a repository for important documents 
and historical materials for The Luth- 
eran Church—Missouri Synod.

modern building of the Institute con- 
tains an extensive research library, 
a large Lutheran microfilm library, 
tape recordings and a photographic 
collection. Director of the Institute is 
the Rev. August R. Suelflow. 


During March and April the M. H. 
de Young Memorial Museum, San 
Francisco had several outstanding 
displays. David Park, well known Bay 
area artist and Assistant Professor 
in the Art Department, University of 
California, exhibited a selection of his 
oil paintings from March 26 through 
April 26. He is the recipient of many 
art awards. Examples of his work 
are in the permanent collection of 
the San Francisco Museum of Art and 
in the private collection of Walter P. 
Chrysler, Jr. 


Mark Adams, noted San Francisco 
designer and painter had a showing 
of his recent wall tapestries at the 
museum from March 29 through April 
30. Mark Adams has collaborated 
with architects in making large scale 
tapestries an integral part of public 
and commercial buildings. He first at- 
tained national prominence 3 years 
ago with his eight by eleven foot tap- 
estry, “The Phoenix and the Golden 
Gate.” The theme was the Resur- 
gence of San Francisco after the fire 
of 1906. It was designed for the read- 
ing room of the Marina Branch of the 
San Francisco Public Library. It won 
the $2,000 prize of the 1956 Civic 
Art Festival for works of art—placed 
in the city’s public buildings. 


Mr. Adams has exhibited at numer- 
ous art exhibitions and he participated 
in two American Federation of Arts 
touring exhibitions. He has designed 
rugs for the Karastan Rug Mills and 
is prominent in the field of advertir- 
ing design. 


_Murl Deusing has been appointed 
director of a new museum of na- 
tural history, science and industry in 
St. Louis. Mr. Deusing was formerly 
curator of education at the Milwau- 
kee Public Museum, Wisconsin. The 
museum is being sponsored by The 
Academy of Science of St. Louis, Mo. 
The new museum is to be housed in 
two large buildings in Oak Knoll 
Park, a twenty-one acre site central- 
ly located in the St. Louis area. A 
broad educational program for chil- 
dren and adults of the greater St. 
Louis area is being planned. The 
grounds are wooded and contain a 
small lake, greenhouses and other 
facilities will be maintained as a na- 
ture sanctuary.

Champlevé, or pit, enamels are 
sometimes known as embedded, in 
contrast to cloisonné, or cell, enamels 
which have been defined as encrusted. 
It is generally understood that the 
art of embedding these vitreous glaz- 
es is more primitive than that of en- 
crustation. There seems to be no def- 
inite date from which the period of 
its introduction may be established. 


In champlevé work, the enamel 
was fused into cells, or “pits,” which 
were cut in the ground of the metal 
baseplate itself. These shallow depres- 
sions were formed in the original 
casting, or subsequently sunken by 
carving, or stamping with chasing in- 
struments—then filled with a pulver- 
ized glass paste in the colors desired. 


When applying cloisonné inlays, 
the cloisons, or cells to contain the 
enamels were formed by soldering 
narrow ribbons (on edge), or threads, 
of gold to the surface of the metal 
object—usually gold, silver, or cop- 
per. The filling of the cells with the 
glassy substance, the firing of the 
work, and subsequent processes were 
the same in both methods—champlevé 
and cloisonné. 


Enamel was obtained by the fu- 
sion, at high temperature, of a com- 
pound of silica, borate of soda, lead 
oxides, and sodium nitrate. The sub- 
stance of this combination of elements 
was called flux, and was simply a 
colorless and transparent crystal. It 
could be colored by the addition of 
metallic oxides. By adding oxide of 
tin the substance became opaque.

In delineating designs for cham- 
plevé inlays, it was important to de- 
vise the schemes so that the lines of 
metal separating the enameled cells 
formed a pattern well related to the 
undecorated portion of the metal ob- 
ject. Expert enamelers recognized that 
the line pattern, growing out of its 
background, should hold the shining 
enamel and the exposed metal togeth- 
er in a well-balanced unit. 


The tensile strength of bronze 
made this alloy an ideal base for 
champlevé decoration. For large ob- 
jects the metal had to be strong and 
thick. These gouged out designs were 
seldom backed, but the floor of the 
cells was usually left rough, to insure 
a good grip for the enamels. The 
depth of the compartments was usu- 
ally between one-fiftieth and _ one- 
twentieth of an inch. There was dan- 
ger of chipping if the glaze was ap- 
plied to a greater depth. 


The champlevé method of enamel- 
ing originated in Asia, and it is be- 
lieved that the first pieces of this 
artistic work were produced in. Per- 
sia. Specimens, of which the Asian 
origin is evident, have peen found in 
Germany, France, and England. These 
pieces have been dated prior to the 
third century. The profound know- 
ledge the Egyptians had of glass- 
making and clay-enameling makes it 
probable that they might have been 
the first to apply enamel to metal.

city of Byzantium. Gilded and enam- 
eled altars and reliquaries were in 
accord with the mosaic decorations 
which covered the walls and ceilings 
of the churches. All works of the 
goldsmith’s art, used for religious 
ceremonies, were elaborately enriched 
with bright enamels. 


The finest Byzantine work was pro- 
duced in the 10th and 11th centuries, 
and it was decadent in the 12th and 
13th centuries, when the French 
enamelers were creating their most 
brilliant work in the Limoges coun- 
try. Fine extant Byzantine enamels 
are to be found in Venice—many piec- 
es having been secured during the 
fall of the Byzantine Empire in 1204. 
Among the most beautiful of Byzan- 
tine works now extant are ecclesias- 
tical pieces—reliquaries, crowns, and 
chalices—in champlevé and cloisonné. 


During the Middle Ages, in the 
West, enameling was only an acces- 
sory of the goldsmith’s work. The By- 
zantine influence prevailed, and at 
this time enamel work was executed 
exclusively in the monasteries. This 
period of mediocrity extended from 
the beginning of the ninth century 
to the end of the 11th century. The 
few ecclesiastical examples which re- 
main from this period are in cloi- 
sonné, 


Near the close of the 11th century 
the old process of champlevé was re- 
discovered, and this art took on a 
strange significance. Gold, which un- 
til then had been used to support the 
cloisonné enamels, was replaced by

copper. New interest in enamels—now 
less expensive—spread quickly, and 
large schools were formed to provide 
skilled instruction specializing in this 
craft. 

Enameling on gouged out metal 
was practiced in Constantinople down 
to the 14th century. It was at this 
time perhaps that it reached the 
northern borders of China, probably 
through Armenia and Persia. 

One of the rare examples of Chi- 
nese workmanship in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum is a Lamaist bronze 
figure of a Bodhisattva. The lotus 
base, on which the figure is posed, 
is decorated in intricate patterns of 
champlevé enamel. Grand and gro- 
tesque incense burners of enameled 
elegance typified the Ming dynasty 
(1368-1644). 

In the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
there is a 13th century Limoges Eu- 
charistic Dove. Champlevé enamel is 
distinctly displayed on this cimborium 
of copper-gilt. Saxon hanging bowls 
are some of the most beautiful extant 
examples of this handicraft. In the 
British Museum there are Saxon 
bowls from the Sutton Hoo Ship Bu- 
rial. Basins, beakers, bowls, and box- 
es of enameled brilliance and beauty 
have come from China and India. 

Shown here are a vase of Chinese 
workmanship on bronze, and a rather 
elegant ewer from India, with the art 
of champlevé applied to brass. 

The vase, with broad hexagonal 
neck, has t’ao-t?ieh (Ogre’s Mask) 
handles with loose rings. A band en-

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circling the central body of the vase 
displays archaic dragon forms in 
champlevé enamel against a diaper 
design of key-fret worked in the ex- 
posed bronze. 

Copied from archaic bronzes, the 
pattern is portrayed in colors char- 
acteristic of the Ming dynasty: iron- 
rust red, lush green, blues of lapis- 
lazuli and turquoise. Six archaic leaf 
forms extend from the band: upward 
on the panels which have been shaped 
by the hexagonal neck of the vase. 
Repeating the colors of the band pat- 
tern, these leaf forms are ornamented 
with lapis-eyed ogre mask lineaments 
on a turquoise ground. Touches of 
creamy white accentuate the masks 
and the dragons. 

The splendor of India’s lingering 
love of color is revealed in the elab- 
orately worked metal pitcher. The all- 
over floriated mosaic pattern has been 
given a lively luster by combining 
translucent enamels of the darkest, 
richest red and rusty bronze with 
opaque glazes in dark tones of tur- 
quoise and ivory. Band patterns of 
translucent enamel have been applied 
to the spout, handle, foot, and at- 
tached cover of the ewer. Subtle touch- 
es of turquoise blue add interest to 
the dominant lush dark tones of olive 
green and garnet red.

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Time Is Money Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A mechanical bank that more or less disrupts the 
permanency of a classification setup is our choice as 
No. 74 in the numerical classification of the mechanical 
banks. This bank is the Time Is Money Bank and un- 
doubtedly it belongs somewhat further up in the listing 
than the present position assigned to it. Unfortunately 
circumstances of this nature can occasionally occur by 
the finding of some heretofore unknown mechanical bank. 
Also there is always the possibility of a Coasting Bank ora 
Tommy Bank being found. These are two examples of 
banks that are known to have been made but to date 
no specimens have ever been discovered. The Time Is 
Money Bank more or less fits into this latter category. 

The Bank shown is in fine original condition and until 
the circumstances surrounding the recent occasion of 
the writer obtaining the bank he had never seen one 
before. The name of this bank has appeared in some list- 
ings and there is said to be another specimen in a col- 
lection that has lain dormant for some years. Other than 
this, to the best of the writer’s knowledge, nothing is 
known about the Time Is Money Bank. 

The bank was found in central Pennsylvania through 
the good help of an antique dealer. Unfortunately there 
is no information as to the original source of the bank 
and nothing could be learned of its origin or background. 
There, however, is no question but that the concern 
that made the Bow-ery Bank also produced the Time 
Is Money Bank. Here again, like the Bow-ery, Time Is 
Money has no markings, patent dates or any identify- 
ing features that lead to any particular concern or 
individual who made banks. The bank has the same 
general outline form as the Bow-ery and the back half 
of each is alike. There is a third bank known that was 
unquestionably made by the same concern or individ- 
ual and this is the Chronometer Bank. Here the re- 
semblance with Time Is Money Bank is practically the 
same, however, the operation and mechanism are entire- 
ly different. The Chronometer Bank is known to have 
been made and sold in 1876 as it appeared in an ad- 
vertisement in Ehrich’s Fashion Quarterly for the Win- 
ter of 1876. The Time Is Money Bank and Chronometer 
have the same early type of representation of Father 
Time and it’s fairly safe to assume that Time Is Money 
was made in the 1875-1880 period. The Chronometer 
Bank, strictly speaking, is a registering bank and is 
classed in this category, while the Time Is Money is 
an actual mechanical bank. 

As mentioned above, the bank shown is in fine orig- 
inal condition with good paint. The base ledge, the pro- 
truding ledge above the lettering and the top scroll peak 
are painted red. The lettering and some decoration and 
outlining are all done in gold. The circular section which 
represents a large coin with Father Time thereon is 
a silver color. The rest of the bank is done in an over- 
all japanned type of finish with some highlighting of 
red in the fluted sections of the sides. 


Mechanical, Electrical 


The operation of the bank is quite simple but very 
effective and unusual, The bank is shown in the picture 
ready for operation. When a coin is dropped into the 
provided slot in the top of the bank the large coin sec- 
tion with Father Time spins around to the left and snaps 
into position after making slightly under a complete rev- 
olution. The weight of the coin trips the necessary lever 
inside the bank to cause this action. The necessity of us- 
ing a coin plus the fact that the weight of the coin 
causes the action are both very desirable features, The 
bank is re-set for operation by turning the coin-like dial 
clockwise until it snaps into the position shown in the 
picture. A small brass knob is provided for the purpose 
of re-setting the dial.

John Gadsby Chapman, 1808-1889, 
painter of “The Baptism of Pocahon- 
tas,” one of the colossal murals in 
the United States Capitol, Washing- 
ton, D. C., was also a very popular 
landscape and portrait artist in his 
day. 

Born in Alexandria, Va., Chapman

lived and worked in New York City 
from 1835 to 1848 when he went to 
Rome to live. During his New York 
period his drawings and paintings 
were frequently reproduced by the 
engravers for the gift books and an- 
nuals, and for magazines, such as 
Graham’s and the Family Magazine, 


and for the weekly newspaper, The 
New-York Mirror. Through the stu- 
dy of these engravings perhaps the 
origina] oil paintings and drawings 
will be discovered in private collec- 
tions, or attics of museums or in- 
dividuals, for it is a curious fact that 
a large body of the original work of 
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John Gadsby Chapman, so popular in 
his lifetime, has dropped out of sight. 

Chapman was a gifted artist. Re- 
ported to be warm in color by con- 
temporaries, his landscapes have at- 
mosphere, accuracy of locale and ro- 
mantic charm. His original work 
should be recovered. 

The critic of the New-York Mirror, 
Vol. 17, p. 198, 1889, speaking of 
Chapman’s exhibit of a small half- 
length portrait of a young gentleman 
at the Apollo Gallery prophesied: 
“Such portraits as this will never 
be put in the garret. The time will 
come when Chapman’s little pictures 
will be worth their weight in gold.” 

One portion of the work of this 
prolific artist, his Hudson River land- 
scapes, are studied here through en- 
gravings of them.

If ever you pass the farm home of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Randall in the 
rural Jug Hill section of Maine, you 
may hear the tones of a large bell 
echoing across the ridges. But the 
tones do not sound precisely like those 
of a farm bell, and for a very good 
reason. The large mounting at the 
Randall farm holds a steam locomo- 
tive bell from the Maine Central 
Railroad. 

Like hundreds of other old engine 
bells, this one had been retired from 
active service when its engine went 
to the scrap heap. Its fate lay in 
the hands of Maine Central’s presi- 
dent, E. Spencer Miller, who offered 
the bell as a special prize on a TV 
contest last year.

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one of more than 10,000 viewers who 
competed for the historic prize. 

Recalling the days less than a de- 
cade ago when she and her neighbors 
may have heard this very bell on 
trains of a near-by Maine Central 
branch, Mrs. Randall’s wish was to 
continue using the bell in some civic 
capacity. So at least one retired loco- 
motive bell has become an alarm bell. 
When there is a fire, an accident, or 
a disaster of any kind in the area, 
Mrs. Randall uses her bell as a com- 
munity alarm signal. 

And what about the hundreds of 
other locomotive bells rapidly pass- 
ing into history because of our rail- 
roads’ dieselization program? Many 
locomotive bells now hang in church- 
es, in overseas missions, or in schools. 
Others, like the Randall’s, are pri- 
vately owned. 

Ordinarily the private individual, 
unless he has railroad connections, 
must buy his engine bell; churches, 
schools, and other institutions usu- 
ally receive theirs free, The railroads 
draw no sectarian or racial lines in 
presenting their bells to churches or 
schools. However, unless they are 
sending the bell abroad, they do pre- 
fer to donate it in the area served 
by the railroad. Thus we find the 
First Baptist Church in Midland, Tex., 
with a Texas & Pacific bell; the Ebe- 
neezer Baptist Church of Bellwood, 
Ga., with an Atlantic Coast Line bell; 
film star Warner Baxter with a San- 
ta Fe bell; and the Catholic steeple at 
Sixteen Island Lake, Quebec, with a 
Canadian National Railway bell. 

The Southern Railway is credited 
with having initiated the popular idea 
of donating retired engine bells to 
churches and missions, Back in 1946 
two happenings brought this about. 
First: Southern’s president was im- 
pressed by the theme im Hersey’s 
prize-winning novel A Bell for Adano, 
the story of a ship’s bell given as a gift 
to a war-ravaged Italian church. Sec- 
ond: he was also impressed by the 
plea from a little Moravian church 
in Bethania, N. C. Their century-old 
bell had been destroyed when fire 
swept their church, and the congrega- 
tion was at a loss to replace the sweet- 
toned old bell unless the Southern 
Railway had one on their scrap heap. 

Touched by the plea and sensing 
the goodwill inherent in such a ges- 
ture, Southern’s president donated a 
bell to Bethania. Newsmen picked up 
the story and immediately dozens of 
similar requests began to pour into 
railroad offices all over the nation. 

Some roads are more *thary than 
others when it comes to giving away 
their old locomotive bells. One sells 
nearly all of its bells for scrap, as 
does another; only occasionally do 
they donate them to a good cause 
or sell them for private purposes. 
Needless to say, bells from such lines 
are especially valued by those who 
specialize in collecting railroad bells. 

Outstanding private collections of 
this type are maintained by A. F. 
Schilling of Northfield, Minn., and by 
John E. Loustalot of Kern County, 
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California. Their hobby is collecting 
bells from locomotives, schools, fire- 
houses, or whatever places have bells 
to call together a crowd. Mr. Schilling 
boasts of more than forty-five en- 
gine bells from the presidents of as 
many railroads. 

Probably the old locomotive bells 
now calling worshipers to lonely mis- 
sions could, if endowed with memory, 
tell the most dramatic stories. Typ- 
ical are the Lackawanna souvenir 
sounding through the jungles of 
southeast Africa near Tanganyika; 
the Norfolk & Western bell ringing 
from a Seventh Day Advent mission 
in the West Indies; and, in the fro- 
zen North, the Missouri Pacific bell 
hanging over a lonely Eskimo mis- 
sion at Pelly Bay. 

Among the interesting tales that 
could be related by old engine bells 
given to schools, are the gridiron 
clashes over some of them. When two 
big Indiana universities, Wabash and 
De Pauw, clash in their annual grid- 
iron: classic, a Monon bell donated in 
32 goes to the victor. Another bell, 
obtained from a. pioneer locomotive 
of the Old West, has been fought 
over on the gridiron since 1927 by the 
state universities of Missouri and 
Nebraska, whose initials are inscribed 
on it. 

A few retired locomotive bells are 
found in oddly assorted roles. On the 
Jasper Park Lodge golf course, a 
CNR bell hangs over the thirteenth 
hole. In Montreal the ding-dong of a 
locomotive bell signals the official 
opening of the stock-yard each morn- 
ing. All in all, these bells salvaged 
from the scrap heap are playing col- 
orful, varied and useful roles in the 
present-day pattern of our social life. 

How much does a second-hand loco- 
motive bell cost? The Pennsylvania 
asks $115, including yoke, stand, and 
clapper. Most Union Pacific bells are 
sold as scrap at $28 or $30 apiece 
when their engines are junked. It 
is reasonable to assume that the price 
varies with the size, quality, and tone. 

Large engines carried bells about 
18 inches in diameter; smaller en- 
gines carried bells of only 12 or 
13 inches. Although each locomotive 
works had its own hanger design, the 
hangers are for the most part clas- 
sically simple unless they date back 
a century or more. A study of Bra- 
dy’s Civil War photos reveals high- 
ly ornate hangers being used on en- 
gines of that time. 

Old-time railroaders agree that each 
locomotive builder put a special tone 
into his bells. Says one old-timer: 
“The prettiest toned bells of all came 
from the New York Locomotive 
Works, while the homeliest were Dick- 
son’s.” 

Collectors who have made a study 
of engine bells are of course in a 
position to acquire, if possible, the 
bell which to them represents the best 
workmanship. A California gentleman 
who believed the Cooke bells had the 
nicest tone, applied for one to the 
Southern Pacific, The railroad oblig-

COLLEGE BOY MAKES MODEL 
OF 1953 STUDEBAKER 


David Shrock, 18, of Utahville, Pa., 
who has made a remarkable model 
of a 1953 Studebaker Champion, has 
been presented with a scale model of 
the new Studebaker Lark by E. J. 
Hardig, chief engineer for the Stude- 
baker-Packard Corp. 

Hardig, who played a large part in 

designing both cars, congratulated 
the youth in a personal letter. 
“We admire a person who has the 
patience, skill and ability to complete 
a project as you have demonstrated,” 
he wrote. Hardig also encouraged 
David in his ambition to acquire a de- 
gree in engineering. 

David is a freshman at Pennsylvania 
State University, Altoona Center. He 
estimates it required about 500 hours 
to construct his model. 

Using wood and cardboard, he scaled 
his father’s Studebaker from a 120- 
inch wheel base to a perfect 61-inch 
wheel base model, then powered the 
miniature with a six volt electric 
motor. 

The hood, trunk and doors open, 

and the front seats, upholstered with 
regular auto interior materials, fold 
forward. The dashboard is complete, 
and the window panes are fashioned 
from isinglass. 
_ David’s model features an operat- 
ing steering wheel and column, com- 
plete with horn. The front grill, bum- 
pers and hubcaps are made of alu- 
minum, and the wheels are equipped 
with rubber tires.

attest. Nevertheless in leaving her 
home opera, the Austrians felt that 
she had in some way rendered them 
a personal affront. Europeans are 
very jealous of their artists and con- 
sider them a national property. Odd- 
ly enough, Lehmann came to repres- 
ent to the rest of the world the very 
essence and spirit of old Vienna, the 
city that since the war has never 
been quite the same. 


Emmy DESTINN ... In all the world 
and in all time there has never been 
a sound quite like Destinn’s. I heard 
her debut in “Aida,” at the Metro- 
politan, and for once I came away 
not even remembering Caruso’s voice. 
The exquisite, pure tone seemed to 
float out of heaven when she sang. 

They still talk about the “Destinn 
tone” and with good reason, for it 
was like no other. It can not be de- 
scribed in words—it was an experi- 
ence. That gleaming top voice was of 
such beauty that the Nile scene was 
almost too lovely to bear. I heard her 
do many things: Tosca, Pamina, But- 
terfly, Amelia, and Valentine in “Hu- 
guenots.” All were ravishing. 

After the war, she returned here 
after a long internment, the beau- 
ty had faded, and the control was no 
longer there. The memory of its orig- 
inal thrust has lasted through the 
years. I can almost hear it now, alive 
and soaring like a rare bird, fragile, 
and divine. 


FELIA LITVINNE ... She was an 
enormous favorite in Paris. It was 
a huge voice and at times the qual- 
ity was thrilling. The technique var- 
ied from perfect to erratic. She was 
capable of wonderful effects. Person- 
ally she was built on the “heroic” or- 
der; a great bulk of a woman with a 
handsome complexion and a really 
pretty face. 

She had a great weakness for young 
men and on one favorite after anoth- 
er she squandered her fortune. The 
last time I saw her was in the foyer 
of the Opera. She was surrounded by 
half-a-dozen admirers half her age 
who awaited her beck and call. She 
was a heavily painted wreck of a 
woman, her dyed red hair in striking 
contrast to the sickly, powder-white- 
ness of her face. Her laughter was 
heavy and coarse and her thick arms 
and neck were covered with jewels. 
These were all she had left. 

I remember we were at a party one 
night and a mutual friend came in 
and said: “They have taken Mme. Lit- 
vinne away.” 

“Where,” we all asked. 

“To the poor house. She is ill and 
has nothing at all.” 

There was no more gladness that 
night. A hush fell over the group, 
and J turned away, my eyes full of 
tears. I wept for the artist, the great 
artist who was suffering for the folly 
of a foolish woman.

Island” was painted by Chapman in 
1835, engraved by W.J. Bennett, pub- 
lished by Henry I. Megarey in 1836. 
This engraving is an aquatint, print- 
ed in colors, size 24.10 by 16.4, This 
is the well-known “Chapman-Bennett” 
view of New York. 

Other New York subjects painted 
by Chapman and exhibited at the Na- 
tional Academy of Design in 1886 are 
“View on the Hudson—The Chapel of 
Our Lady, at Cold Spring,” owned by 
W. Kemble; “Ruins of the New York 
Exchange, after the Fire,” owned by 
R. G. Stuyvesant (engraved for the 
Family Magazine, Vol. III, 1836, p. 
401); “View in the Highlands, Look- 
ing up the River from Giez,’’ the seat 
of H. C. DeRahm, Esq., and “View 
of the Highlands, Looking Down the 
River,” both owned by H. C. DeRahm. 

In 1837, at the National Academy 
of Design, Chapman exhibited the 
“Falls of the Indian Brook Opposite 
‘West Point.” This ro.nantic scene 
was engraved by James Smillie for 
“The Columbian Lady’s and Gentle- 
man’s Magazine, Vol. I, New Yerk, 
1844, on page 26. 

“View of the Hudson—The Pali- 
sades” was engraved by Osborne for 
the New York Mirror, Saturday, De- 
cember 8, 1838, Vol 16, #24, between 
pages 184 and 185. The hunter on 
the steep bank might be Chapman 
himself for he loved to roam the up-

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Abraham Lincoln Plates 


By TRYON MASON SHEPHERD 


One hundred and fifty years ago a 
boy was born in Kentucky under any- 
thing but promising circumstances. 
Soon to be motherless, he was the 
son of a traveling settler who never 
quite had what it took to make a suc- 
cess of life. Born into a disappear- 
ing frontier, where his uncouth ap- 
pearance, lack of formal education, 
and any influential friends—seeming- 
ly would forever doom him to me- 
diocrity, Abraham Lincoln became 
President of the United States. He 
left us the Gettysburg Address, pro- 
vided the leadership which won the 
Civil War for the Union, and in the 
end, and at the peak of his powers, 
was felled by an assassin’s bullet. 


It is interesting to study the face 
of this man. Somewhere or sometime 
there must have been happiness of a 
kind in his life. However his photo- 
graphs, even allowing for the photo- 
graphing methods of his day, fail to 
show any indication of it. 


His life in Washington was all but 
unbearable. He had an unhappy, so- 
cially-inclined wife, suspected of dis- 
loyalty. His cabinet numbered sev- 
eral who were confident they could do 


a better job of the Presidency than 
he did. He endured the continued fail- 
ure and tremendous losses of the 
Union Army. All these most certain- 
ly gave him cause for unhappiness 
in the last years of his life. 


As we travel along life’s road we 
learn many lessons, and one is that, 
within certain limits, history does re- 
peat itself. I wonder, if in these plush 
days of Republican balancing of the 
budget, we can expect a commission 
to even approach Herbert Hoover’s 
Sol Bloom and his Washington Bicen- 
tennial. Where will they find a sup- 
porting cast today that will not be 
over-shadowed by Sol’s Arthur Cap- 
per, Henry Ford, George Eastman, 
and Bernard Baruch? 


Lincoln deserves every honor we 
can pay him. We wish the 150th Lin- 
coln Anniversary Commission every 
success in its endeavor to give us a 
long-to-be-remembered celebration. 


While the oldest of the following 
plates showing Lincoln is only a little 
more than fifty years of age, I be- 
lieve all are interesting. And if this 
article serves to bring to the attention 
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of plate collectors some older Lincoln 
plates, particularly campaign plates, 
it will have more than justified itself. 

The 8% inch gold-edged, white 
earthenware plate shows Lincoln at 
the time of Gettysburg, in color, with 
light brown hair and beard. The plate 
was manufactured by the Colonial 
Company whose mark, a bell with an 
eagle’s head surmounting, appears in 
blue on the reverse. 

I have been unable to date this plate 
or locate the company whose mark it 
bears. But the plate seems quite at 
home when I place it among my cam- 
paign plates of Hancock, Logan, and 
Garfield, though the colors seem to 
preclude such a classification. 

The 9% inch blue and white plate 
of Abraham Lincoln, and his Spring- 
field, Ill., home, is one of a series of 
five plates; 


Washington’s Home, Mt. Vernon; 

Illinois State Capitol; 

State House, Indianapolis; 

Indiana Soldier & Sailors’ Monu- 
ment; and this 

Lincoln House, Springfield.

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These plates were produced by Pet- 
rus Ragout & Company of Masstracht 
in the Netherlands. Their records 
show that the engravings were made 
during the years 1908, 1904, and 1905. 
Therefore, this plate must be dated 
as not earlier than 1903. On the re- 
verse of the plate, in blue, we find the 
“Sphinx” mark of the Ragouts, 
“Made in Holland,” and the title of 
the plate, “Lincoln’s House, Spring- 
field, Illinois.” 

Sometime before 1908 the Jones, 
McDuffee and Stratton Company of 
Boston, Mass., published an undated, 
illustrated booklet showing seventy- 
four of the Landscape (Rose) bor- 
dered plates. They offered them for 
60 cents each delivered to any address 
in the United States. Listed were five 
Wedgwood presidential plates: Wash- 
ington, Lincoln, Grant, Cleveland, and 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

The 9 inch rose-bordered Lincoln 
plate is marked in code as manufac- 
tured in 1907. It bears the impressed 
Wedgwood mark. In addition, the re- 
verse carries Jones, McDuffee & Strat- 
ton’s mark; quotations from Lincoln’s 
February 97, 1860, Cooper Institute 
speech; and a tribute by George Ban- 
croft, historian. 

The 9% inch White House plate 
with its border of Presidents, from 
Washington to Wilson, is included be- 
cause it has a picture of Lincoln that 
I have been unable to identify. The 
plate is badly crazed and is not 
marked, but it can be dated, due to 
Wilson’s picture, as not earlier than 
1912. 

The 4th plate in the center row, 
with an inset medallion of Abraham 
Lincoln, is a 10 inch blue souvenir of 
Lincoln, Nebr., from the plate-rail 
period and with the peculiar and “un- 
usable” rolled edge. Tifis shape, un- 
suitable as a dinner plate, and not 
too satisfactory as a soup plate, did 
have the advantage of adding extra 
display space, used in this plate to 
show views of six of Lincoln’s out- 
standing buildings. 

At a time when the Eastern States 
are doing so much to preserye their 
landmarks, it is interesting to note 
that this movement has not reached 
Lincoln, Nebr. Of the landmarks 
shown on this fifty year old plate, the 
Capitol, University Hall (the first 
building at the University), and Cot- 
ner University now have been torn 
down. The Court House and Wesleyan 
University have lost their towers, and 
0 City Library is considered obso- 
ete. pee

A set of Lincoln plates is being 
issued this year by the Lincoln Com- 
memorative Distributing Co., Leader 
Bldg., Cleveland, Ohio. 


On the evening of February 11, 
1959, these plates were selected for 
use as a service plate at the Presi-) 
dential Dinner in the Presidential 
Room of the Statler Hotel, Washing- 
ton, D.C. The dinner was under the 
auspices of the U. S. Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial Commission, and the Lin- 
coln group of the District of Colum- 
bia, with 700 guests from the United 
States and abroad. The head table 
seated 32 distinguished persons, in- 
cluding the President of the United 
States, the vice president, senators, 
and commission members. 

After the dinner, the plates were 
released as souvenirs from the kit- 
chen of the hotel. 

Currently, the plates are being 
sold at the U. 'S. Lincoln Museum, 
some historical societies, museums, 


and some department stores. They

The reverse of the plate is marked 
in blue: “The Rowland Marsellus Co., 
Staffordshire, England, imported by 
Carl Funk—Lincoln, Nebraska.” The 
Carl Funk Company passed into obli- 
vion even ahead of some of the build- 
ings it so proudly sought to preserve 
for posterity. 

The 10 inch saucer-shaped plate in 
brown and white, is I think, the poor- 
est of the Vernon War time Presi- 
dents series which include: Washing- 
ton, Jackson, Lincoln, and the two 
Roosevelts, The narrow border with 
its eagles and stars, and the central 
figure of Lincoln, is well done, but 
the small inserts, which include the 
“Rail Splitter,” a slave auction, a 
battlefield scene, the old Ford Thea- 
ter, etc., detract from the central fig- 
ure, that of Abraham Lincoln, 16th 
President, 1861-1865. 

The picture of Lincoln is probably 
derived from the photograph of No- 
vember, 1868, which was taken short- 
ly before he made his Gettysburg Ad- 
dress. The reverse of the plate gives 
Lincoln’s birth and death dates, a quo- 
tation from his Second Inaugural 
Address, and tells us that the plate 
was produced by Vernon Kilns, USA, 
a California pottery. 

The 10% inch gold and white plate, 
with the gold leaf and acorn border, 
has included more local history than 
most of the Vernon plates, yet does 
not, with these features, detract from 
the central picture of the Abraham 
Lincoln of 18538. Inside of the border 
the reason for the plate’s existence is 
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given with the circular inscription: 
“Commemorating the Centennial of 
Abraham Lincoln’s Christening of 
Lincoln, Ill., August 27, 1953.” 

The border inserts show four build- 
ings as follows: Atlanta, 1853; Mt. 
Pulaski, 1836; Logan County Court 
House, 1858-1903, and Postville Coun- 
ty Seat, 1839-1848. This plate has a 
good glaze, is not crazed, and is a 
product of the Stetson China Company 
of Lincoln, Ill. 

The 10% inch light blue, saucer- 
shaped plate is from the Black Hills 
of South Dakota. Had the designer 
of the plate confined his design to 
the great Mount Rushmore Memorial 
and the Pasque-Fleur border, we 
would have liked it better. 

The concrete animals detract from 
the central theme. The reverse of the 
plate describes the Rushmore Memo- 
rial. It is made by Vernon Kilns, USA. 

The Washington Bicentennial 
brought us plates by Wedgwood, 
Spode, and Adams—plates in china, 
earthenware, and glass. Lincoln plates 
in china are already being distrib- 
uted for the 150th celebration being 
observed this year.

ingly went over its scrap heap, tap- 
ping the forty or fifty bells on hand 
until a Cooke bell was found. 

In the early days of railroading 
more than one hundred builders 
turned out locomotives. With few ex- 
ceptions they cast their own parts, 
including bells. But as the years 
passed, many of the parts were 
bought from manufacturers who spe- 
cialized in such equipment. The Buck- 
eye Bell Foundry of Cincinnati was 
one company that began receiving or- 
ders for engine bells as early as 1873.

With five different values in dark 
green, violet brown, red, yellow, and 
deep blue, the designs alike show a 
leaping stag, the Jamboree emblem, 
and the words “Jamboree 1933” 
which appear above Magyarorszag 
(Hungary).

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Some of the mail can be found 
with the cancellation reading ‘“Go- 
dollo, IV Jamboree, 1933 Aug. 13,” 
and when cancelled with the Scout 
stamps, comprise collectors’ items 
called “first day covers” since they 
were used on the first day the stamps 
were issued. By corresponding with 
Scout collectors you can probably 
still find some envelopes with the 
official rubber stamp (called ‘“ca- 
chets” by collectors), showing the 
Hungarian Scout badge and the in- 
scription. 

Both Holland (Netherlands) and 
their Dutch Indies, in 1937 honored 
the Scouts with sets of postage 
stamps for the Fifth World Jam- 
boree. The three stamps from Hol- 
land, where the event was held, show: 
one, the Scout badge; another, flag 
and drums; and the third, the Greek 
statue of Hermes. 

Interesting Jamboree advertising 
stickers were also used on commer- 
cial and Scout mail. A Scout badge 
cancellation, and the town name “Vo- 
gelenzang” where the Jamboree took 
place, make colorful envelopes for 
your collection. 

The Dutch Indies issued two 
stamps of different values, each 
showing two ‘Scouts with arms linked 
in front of Jacob’s staff, symbol of 
the Jamboree in the Netherlands. 
Commercial air mail covers contain 
cachets in blue with both the Girl 
and Boy Scout badges. 

While the war interrupted the reg- 
ularly planned Jamborees, the first 
one following hostilities was the 
Sixth World Jamboree held in Mois- 
son, France. This nation recognized 
Scouting with one stamp showing 
the Scout badge and the double car- 
rick bend knot, that event’s insig- 
nia. 

Many different cachets and de- 
signs of these first day covers make 
your collection very interesting to 
even the non-philatelic person. Ra- 
ther expensive color-proofs, some 
without the perforations, are for the 
specialists. The regularly issued 


stamps are still reasonably priced. 

The Seventh World Jamboree has 
the most colorful Scout stamp. It is 
engraved in green, printed in red,

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and gravured in yellow, each a dif- 
ferent process of production in one 
stamp. These were produced in 1951 
in Austria and picture the Scout 
badge and the Jews Harp, this Jam- 
borees’ emblem. ‘Special Jamborree 
camp cancellations include the badge 
of the Austrian Scouts with the 
wording and date 8VIII 1951, Bad 
Ischl, the camp city. 

Canada in 1955 honored the Eighth 
World Jamboree of “New Horizons,” 
the first to be held outside Europe. 
This stamp design shows the globes 
of the world in green, and the Scout 
badge in orange. Wording is in Eng- 
lish and French. 

About fifty different first day en- 
velopes were designed and sold by 
national and local Scout groups, some 
for fund-raising purposes. Business 
firms had a few such “covers” for 
mailing advertisements. These cov- 
ers collectors like to have also. 

The ninth World Jamboree, to be 
held in the summer of 1959 in the 
Philippines, already has been prom- 
ised a Jamboree stamp. So you can 
see this hobby has become inter- 
nationally recognized as an adver- 
tising medium for the largest youth 
organization in the free world. Bro- 
therhood and world peace, through 
friendships of the outstanding Boy 
Scouts, become a reality each time 
the Scouting countries of the world 
camp together.

One of our older Congressmen tells 
us that when he was a boy he fol- 
lowed a heavy Oliver walking plow 
behind a good team of horses break- 
ing ground in the Spring. At times 
he would decide he was not plowing 
deep enough. He would lift up on 
the heavy handles and try to point 
the plow deeper in the ground. The 
result was that the plow would jerk 
and bobble and he would make a 
strange furrow until he let the plow 
again follow its natural course. 


After a long period in Congress 
this man says he carefully watches 
himself to make sure that his deci- 
sions do not try to plow deeper than 
his judgment can be trusted. He 
says that every time he lifts up on 
the handles of some scientific deci- 
sion and does extra deep mental 
plowing his furrows still seem to 
have strange patterns. So, he has 
learned to go ahead and plow his fur- 
row as best he can see it. And he 
has a good record. 


Perhaps much of the mental strains 
we now develop come from trying to 
think beyond our depth. What many 
of us need to ‘do is to plow our 
furrow straight ahead as we see it.

Modern transportation has made a 
new Tower of Babel in the world. 
We are trying to build a new world 
while speaking in a thousand differ- 
ent languages and dialects. The pres- 
ent splurge is toward teaching more 
different languages in our school. In 
the long run the trend may be to- 
ward general acceptance of somé 
common language for the world. But 
that may be a long time coming. 


Languages grew like Topsy with- 
out much general rhyme or reason 
throughout the world. 


Perhaps ancient Rome made the 
greatest contribution to a world lan- 
guage. Rome’s legions marched into 
the bedlam of local languages and 
scattered widely some words that 
were picked up and accepted locally. 
For example, many of the two and 
three syllable words in English were 


borrowed from the Latin tongue. 
Later England, together with the 
countries of France and Southern 
Europe, spread variations of these 
words widely throughout much of the 
world. North America became dom- 
inated by short words of Anglo Saxon 
and long words adapted from the old 
Roman, many of which were bor- 
rowed from Ancient Greece. 

John Smith of Podunk can pick up 
a French newspaper from Montreal 
or a Spanish newspaper from Mex- 
ico City or Buenos Aires and pretty 
well guess what each story is about 
from the long words that are sim- 
ilar to some English words. He will 
not know what the story says for 
he is tripped up by the short words 
that are not related to his Anglo 
Saxon heritage. 

Americana went through the world 
fad of Esperanto. This was a pro- 
posed manufactured language made 
up of parts of many dialects. It was 
a good try but a failure. It worked 
no better than would an automobile 
assembled out of parts from many 
makes and models. 

Inflection creates almost as much 
babel as spelling of ideas. Northern 
Europe tended to bite hard on its 
consonants and let its vowels take 
care of themselves. Southern Europe 
emphasized its vowels and slurred its 
consonants. To many midwesterners 
pure Oxford English sounds like a 
carbon knock in the engine, while 
the Latin speech they hear sounds 
like sweet sounds with no meaning. 


In the continuing language “war 
between the states,” the South con- 
tinues its invasion and conquest of 
the North. “Youaw” from down “tha” 
have continued to knock off the rough 
edges of our Northern consonants, so 
that the American language today is 
greatly colored by the softer Latin 
accents you fetched in with the slaves 
from the French and Spanish West 
Indies, 

Deliver us from another attempt at 
a manufactured Esperanto. But we 
are sure that language is trailing far 
behind science and invention in the 
modern world, and must find some 
way to catch up. 


“Time, is of the essence,” as the 
lawyers phrase it, in so very many 
of the doings of mankind. It has ever 
been so, even beyond the days of the 
cave man, or any primitive sundial 
that has been captured by any mu- 
seum. 


“Summers,” “Moons,” “Sunrise,” 
and “Sunset,” started the march of 
time for primitive man. The long 
march of time from those primitive 
beginnings has been slow and pain- 
ful down to the split second reckon- 
ing of today. Any collection of his- 
toric timepieces makes a poor dumb 
show of the enormous volume of care 
and thought put in on it. 


The sun did not always shine by 
day or the stars appear by night. 
Some way must be provided to mark 
off roughly the narts of the day or 
of the night. Then there was the 
urge for greater and greater refine- 
ment in the passage of time. 


The heart beat and bodily proc. 
esses were the beginning of the rough 
measurement of time. But these were 
not easily counted and they varied. 
Came the long march through the 
period of sundials with differing pitch 
and position, through the time of 
burning periods, to the swinging pen- 
dulum to the spring weight or coil 
that kept it swinging, to the geared 
escapement and on into the complex 
present and future. 


At every stage of development of 
timing some of the very best of the 
brains of the period went into the 
tiny little variations of so many sub- 
stances. Perhaps even the early 
knowledge of astronnmy was based 
on the long search for time. 


Clocks set in long rows on the 
shelves of museums, show great ar- 
tistic variety in the cases, and in- 
teresting variations in quantity of 
mechanics. But they are silent on the 
very great arts and sciences that 
with precision refined, refined and re- 
fined each little part. 


When you next look at a collec- 
tion of old timepieces, give a little 
thought to one of the greatest sci- 
entific achievements of mankind. 
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Thoughts... Opinions ... Suggestions

The stamp cancel is a circle with ‘‘Aerial 
Mail’’ in it but no date on from where 
it was sent.

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Numismatics 
New Lincoln Cents & Proof Sets 


Lincoln cents were first coined in 
1909. Justly honoring this great man, 
they were coined for 50 years with- 
out change. Even now, with the 
change just made for 1959, Lincoln is 
still being honored, for the obverse 
will still have his bust upon it, the 
change being on the reverse only. In- 
stead of the long-used wreaths and 
lettering, the new reverse has a fine, 
detailed likeness of the Lincoln Me- 
morial. 

The first strikes from the new dies 
are fine sharp specimens, but I won- 
der how sharp some of the details 
will be after the dies have been used 
for a time. The statue appearing in- 
side of the Memorial, and the detail 
of the sides of the steps could well 
become blurred as thousands of these 
are struck. The first strikes will be 
more desirable to the collector. 

While some of these coins were 
available prior to the official release 
date, which was Lincoln’s birthday, 
those distributed on his birthday were 
very few for the demand. I under- 
stand banks only received 1000 each 
of the new cents. These did not last 
long. This condition will exist quite 
some time, for while the mint is coin- 
ing them as fast as possible, one must 
realize that 170,000,000 have to be 
struck to give each person in the 
United States one coin. 

This new cent will be a novelty 
quite awhile as it is natural for every- 
one to “save” the first cent received 
with the new design. One can see how 
many will be put away for this rea- 
son alone. Collectors are endeavoring 
to secure bags or rolls of them to 
put away as an investment. 

Many collectors are studying them 
for mint errors and die varieties. I 
have already seen one with a sharp 
reverse and a completely blurred ob- 
verse. 

The new design will be used for 
many years. Our laws require that 
no coin designs be changed more fre- 
quently than every twenty-five years. 

The next most logical coin to have 
its design changed is the Washington 
quarter. This was first coined in 
1932, has been coined for twenty-sev- 
en years, and is eligible, according to 
the trend of designs. The Lincoln cent 
now has the Lincoln Memorial. The 
Jefferson nickel has the shrine, Mon- 
ticello, on the reverse. There is a 
good possibility that the Washington 
quarter also may have only its re- 
verse design changed, Perhaps the 
Washington Monument will appear on 
the reverse. 

The numismatic world will be bet- 
ter off without speculators, and I 


refer to those who speculated on proof

sets primarily. I feel that speculation 
should not be connected with coin col- 
lection. Two or three years ago the 
boom started when the price of proof 
sets began to rise. They skyrocketed 
to astronomical heights, hitting their 
peak two years ago. Since then there 
has been a steady decline, particular- 
ly in the high priced ones. This has 
happened before, namely, with the 
commemorative speculative boom of 
1935 to 1939. 

Proof sets should not be “sold 
short.” The demand not only from 
collectors but from the American pub- 
lic is growing. The coins are beauti- 
ful, and one does not have to be an 
expert in numismatics to like some- 
thing beautiful, hence a stable de- 
mand. 

We wondered how the 1,000,000 
sets coined in 1957 would ever be ab- 
sorbed. Still daily, thousands of these 
sets are being sold to individuals all 
over the United States. I do not think 
it will be long before these are ab- 
sorbed. Dealers and collectors will 
have to begin looking for them at 
higher prices. Wide distribution is 
the finest thing that can happen to 
proof sets, It takes the quantities out 
of the hands of a few, and distrib- 
utes them to many. 

Proof sets from 1951 up to 1958, 
in strong demand, show a tendency 
to rise somewhat in value. Many deal- 
ers are becoming sold out of some 
issues, This is a fine sign. 

Proof sets coined from 1938 through 
1942 and 1950, are in good demand 
but have not shown much indication 
of rising. These are the group that 
sell for over $40. The price tag has 
slowed them down, even though there 
is no question they are much rarer 
than the later issue. 

The two rarest, 1986 and 1937, are 
still on the weak side, mainly due to 
the high prices they soared to. 1936, 
with only around 3,360 sets (against 
1957 with 1,000,000 sets), hit a high 
of $550., (actual recorded sale), two 
years ago. These have been steadily 
declining, and the last recorded sale 
was for $305. 19387 hit a high of 
$250., and recently sold for $125. I 
believe 1937 has likely hit its bot- 
tom, but 1936 may drop another $50, 
or so. 

The proof sets of 1959 should be 
one of the most popular ever, due to 
the wide-spread interest in the new 
Lincoln cent. These in proof are beau- 
tiful, and I think thousands of these 
sets will be bought just for the cent 
alone. 

This may be the beginning of a 
new, but more sober boom in proof 
sets. Let’s hope so, for each time a 


proof set is sold to a non-collector it 
makes a possible collector out of him, 
hence the more widespread interest 
there is in numismatics, the better 
it is for the hobby.

Wonderful 


World 
of Oz 


By DICK MARTIN 


The Great Battle of Oz is raging 
again. Ever since Lyman Frank 
Baum’s book The Wonderful Wizard 
of Oz was published fifty-nine years 
ago this month, prominent educators, 
authors, critics and librarians have 
from time to time waged war over 
the controversial “Americanized fairy 
tale.” 

A distinguished librarian recently 
took a pot-shot at the Wizard, and 
the fight was on again. The current 
denunciation of the book is that it 
is “undistinguished, outdated, poorly 
written, untrue of life, foolishly senti- 
mental, and consequently unwhole- 
some.” 

Another authority, equally learned 
and distinguished, and also a prog- 
ressive-minded librarian, rates it as 
“the most important American juve- 
nile ever published.” (This praise is 
not so extravagant as it sounds when 
we remember that such classics as 
Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn 
were not written for children, and 
that Alice in Wonderland is English). 

Somewhere between the two ex- 
tremes the final evaluation of the 
Wizard lies; and in view of the fact 
that a first edition copy will fetch 
upwards’ of five hundred dollars, 
“America’s most important juvenile” 
is not an unreasonable description. 
(In 1956 an exceptionally fine, au- 
thor-inscribed copy was sold for $850. 
—can such a book be “undistin- 
guished ?’’) 

L. Frank Baum could hardly have 
realized how far-reaching the domains

of his immortal fairyland were to be- 
come. Back in 1900, he was only just 
establishing his career as a writer of 
children’s tales. He had had three or 
four such books published, with only 
moderate success. One of these, Fath- 
er Goose: His book, the result of a 
collaboration with W. W. Denslow, 
a Chicago newspaper cartoonist. fared 
much better than the others. On the 
strength of its popularity the two 
dreamed up The Wizard of Oz—only 
to have it turned down by every pub- 
lisher to which it was submitted as 
being too radical and different in con- 
tent and treatment. The pair finally 
persuaded a Chicago book-jobber, 
George M. Hill, to produce it; but 
only after they had agreed to shoul- 
der the cost of the ambitiously- 
planned color plates themselves. The 
first edition was very small, and every- 
one concerned had only modest hopes 
for its success when it made its ap- 
pearance in the summer of 1900—but 
the rest is history. 

The book was an immediate sensa- 
tion far beyond Baum’s or Denslow’s 
wildest expectations. After the drab. 
Victorian productions that cluttered 
the book counters of the period, the 
Wonderful Wizard avpeared in a 
kale‘doscopic burst of fantasy and 
brilliant color—and the public was en- 
chanted. 

The Wizard looked entirely unlike 
any bonk that had ever been seen be- 
fore. It had an elaborate six-color 
printing scheme, and an unorthodox 
binding design and format—all eon- 
ceived with taste and harmony. Chil- 
dren and parents alike were delight- 
ed with its hold, posterlike illustra- 
tions, so different from the usual 
scratchv little black and white cuts 
that adorned most juvenile books of 
the dav. Then too. in his striking pic- 
tures Denslow had achieved an odd 
blend of adult caricature and childlike 
fantasy which harmonized perfectly 
with Baum’s story. The Wizard 
opened up an entire new field of juve- 
nile writing, establishing a precedent 
in story form and revolutionary dec- 


orative treatment that was imitated 
by writers and book-designers for the 
next twenty years. 

The tale of The Wizard of Oz is 
familiar to almost every child in 
America. Briefly, it is the story of 
Dorothy, a little girl who is carried 
away from her home, via a Kansas 
cyclone, to the mystical Land of Oz, 
where she is advised to visit the 
Emerald City and seek the help of 
Oz, the great Wizard in order to re- 
turn to Kansas. On her journey she 
is joined by the stuffed Scarecrow 
(who wants brains), the robot-like 
Tin Woodman (who longs for a 
heart), and the Cowardly Lion (who 
lacks courage). It is, of course, the 
“brainless” Scarecrow who arrives at 
the ingenious solution to every prob- 
lem that arises; the “heartless” Tin 
Man is characterized by his kindness, 
diplomacy and excessive sentimental- 
ity; the Lion, quaking with fear, 
bravely defends the party from every 
danger. Yet none of the three is satis- 
fied until he receives a ludicrous to- 
ken from the Wizard: synthetic nee- 
dle-and-pin brains, a sawdust pin- 
cushion heart, and a swig of liquid 
“eourage” (suspiciously alcoholic)

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from a green bottle. The wonderful 
Wizard is found out to be the biggest 
fraud of all—a stranded Omaha side- 
show performer. And Dorothy has 
pretty much to rely upon her own 
ingenuity to get back to Kansas; it 
turns out that she possessed the 
means from the start. 

Here then, is the Wonder of Oz— 
the magnificent combination of old- 
world fantasy and new-world enter- 
prise, blended in a happy, rollicking 
yarn. It is this eclectic quality (which, 
strangely enough, so annoys the crit- 
ics) that characterizes Baum’s writ- 
ing. We find ancient folk-tale conven- 
tions, archaic pomp and ceremony 
and medieval black magic juxtapesed 
with Yankee colloquialisms, cracker- 
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barrel philosophy and the latest elec- 
trical machinery—all in harmonious 
medley. 

All Baum’s fantasies have a gen- 
tle, Golden Rule philosophy—‘senti- 
mental” sometimes, and regrettably, 
“impractical” in our sorry world— 
but surely not “unwholesome.” True, 
some of his later books occasionally 
boggle down in sticky sentimentality, 
but even these are relieved by unex- 
pected and surprisingly tart observa- 
tions. (In the Wizard, and many of 
the rest of the series, there is a 
pungent vein of extremely adult so- 
cial criticism). Another refreshing 
aspect of his stories is that even the 
most sweetly idealistic characters 
sometimes show unsuspected traits of 


ON 
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cold-blooded practicality. By way of 
contrast, his worst villains (notably 
the peevish Gnome King, who keeps 
turning up like a bad penny) have 
all-too-human quirks and weaknesses 
that give them an engaging charm. 

The chief criticism of Baum’s books 
is that they are “utterly lacking in 
literary distinction.” This is not 
strictly true. Although his Wizard 
and his other books are not master- 
pieces of literary style, he possessed 
a flawless command of English, and 
his narratives are written with a dig- 
nity, grace and ease not often found 
in children’s books. 

The man was, first and foremost, 
a story-teller, and he told his stories 
well. He never “talked down” to his 
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Dorothy and the Wizard in Oz

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audience. Children are quick to rec- 
ognize that quality of over-simplifi- 
cation and silliness (all too prevalent 
in modern day juvenile books), and 
they resent it. Baum didn’t hesitate 
to use four- and even five-syllable 
words; hence many adults read his 
books, too. 

He had an uncanny ability to in- 
still an utterly realistic atmosphere 
in even his wildest fantasies. This 
effect was created at least in part 
by his scrupulous attention to small 
detail. The geography of the Land 
of Oz and its four kingdoms is mi- 
nutely defined; the economic system 
and government are precisely estab- 
lished. Occasional footnotes of Ozian 
historical data give the chronicles a 
further note of convincing actuality. 
(The thirty-five volumes which fol- 
low the Wizard are admirably, if 
more conventionally, illustrated by 
John R. Neill, whose beautifully de- 
tailed renderings heighten this rea- 
lism, besides adding a mystical fairy- 
like quality of their own). 

L. Frank Baum never expected to 
write any more about Oz, but the un- 
dreamed-of success of the Wizard 
(and of the 1902 stage version of the 
story, which also set a precedent in 
the field of musical comedy) soon re- 
sulted in a sequel. The Marvelous 
Land of Oz appeared in 1904, and 
was in turn followed by Ozma of Oz 
in 1907. After the sixth book ap- 
peared, in 1910, Baum was under- 
standably, a little tired of Oz, and 
tried to terminate the series. But the 
demands of the children—and his pub- 
lishers—forced him to write another 
Oz tale in 1918, and he came out 
with a new one each succeeding year 
until his death in 1919. (Baum wrote 
many other fantasies as well—Sky 
Island, The Magical Monarch of Mo 
and the beautifully conceived Queen 
Zizi of Ix, to name a few—but it is 
with the saga of Oz that we are here 
concerned). 

After his passing, the Oz series 
was ably continued by a faithful de- 
votee, Ruth Plumfy Thompson, who 
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recorded the subsequent doings of the 
inhabitants of that land annually for 
another nineteen years. The chronicle 
of Oz was next taken over by John R. 
Neill, Jack Snow and Rachel Cos- 
grove—in that order—to fill out the 
series to the magnificent total of thir- 
ty-nine volumes! (Forty, if we include 
Mr. Snow’s masterful biblio-biograph- 
ical gazetteer Who’s Who In Oz). 
With only a few lapses, there has 
been a new Oz book every year, from 
1900 to 1951—and the entire series is 
still in print and enjoying lively sales 
—a phenomenon unequalled in pub- 
lishing history. 

And there is a lot of unexplored 
territory in Oz. The more archaeolog- 
ically-minded can unearth surprising 
bits of Oziana; how many fans know 
that there were two more Oz musical 
extravaganzas following the success- 
ful Wizard? (The Woggle-Bug in 
1905, and Tik-Tok Man in 1913). 
There have been many motion-pic- 
ture versions of the Oz legend, be- 
ginning back in 1908 with a silent 
film series, produced by Baum him- 
self. There was even a newspaper, 
the Ozmopolitan, issued by his enter- 
prising publishers back in 1904. Only 
recently an entire series of “forgot- 
ten” short Oz stories came to light 
in the files of a 1905 newspaper sup- 
plement. And there is a legendary 
“lost” play or book, The Girl From 
Oz, which has yet to be discovered by 
some diligent researcher. 

Unfortunately, this staggering col- 
lection has produced a certain amount 
of poorly conceived, carelessly writ- 
ten stuff—as much of it by Baum 
as by his successors, Thompson, Neill, 
et al. Undoubtedly, if there had been 
fewer Oz books, they would have been 
better; and consequently, less vilified 
by the librarians and critics of juve- 
nile literature. (One wonders how 
much of the disrepute of The Wizard 
of Oz stems from the superfluity of 
its sequels). 

Baum was intensely concerned with 
the physical appearance of his books. 
He delighted in unusual novelties, 
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and he and his publishers, the enter- 
prising new firm of Reilly & Britton, 
went to great lengths to make each 
successive volume as unique and eye- 
catching as possible. The first edition 
of The Road to Oz (1909) was ac- 
tually printed on multi-colored paper, 
so that the pages would change in 
hue as the scene of the story shifted 
from one country to another. In The 
Emerald City of Oz (1910) the color 
plates were elaborately over-printed 
in metallic green-bronze inks to em- 
phasize the dazzling iridescence of 
that marvelous city. Tik-Tok of Oz 
(1914) had full-color maps of Oz and 
its adjacent territories—with rivers, 
forests, mountains and other topo- 
graphical details as scrupulously ren- 
dered as those of Messrs. Rand 
McNally. (If Baum’s fairyland had 
heretofore seemed shadowy and make- 
believe to any of its aficionados, these 
maps now established beyond a doubt 
that Oz was unquestionably real!) 
All these, and many other innovations 
have made Baum’s first editions high- 
priced collector’s items. (Copies of the 
early titles such as Ozma, The Road, 
and particularly The Marvelous Land 
of Oz—a book, to this writer at least. 
in some ways even better than the 
Wizard—bring from twenty to forty 
dollars in fine condition). Such lavish- 
ly detailed books could ncver be pro- 
duced profitably by today’s produc- 
tion methods. 

But to return to that fir * book— 
the important one that staried it all: 
the original edition of The Wonderful 
Wizard of Oz is still as fresh as the 
day it was published. Its brilliant 
cclor-work and design have lost none 
of their impact; hence its tremen- 
dous appeal. The first edition is easi- 
ly distinguished; it is the only one 
that carries the full title (the “Won- 
derful” was subsequently dropped), 
and the only one with the imprint of 
the Geo. M. Hill Co. However, it 
exists in at least three variant states, 
which present a complex bibliograph- 
ical problem. Authorities agree on one 
point: that copies of the first (and 
most valuable) state should have the 
colophon, on the termina] end-sheet, 
set in 11 lines only, and inclosed in 
a double-rule box, 

Small wonder that copies of this 
rare book command such astronomical 
prices; none of the later reprints 
(which total some nine million copies) 
has. ever matched it in illustration, 
color or quality. 

More important—after nearly six- 
ty years the tale of the little Kansas 
Girl, the Scarecrow, the Tin Wood- 
man and the Cowardly Lion still 
sparkles with succinct observations on 
human nature, wise and kindly philos- 
ophy, superb imagination, and an ap- 
preciation of the wonders of the real 
world about us. 

In spite of his detractors, 
Wizard continues to hold his own.

GATLING GUNS, COLTS, AND 
DYNAMITE GUNS WITH 
ROOSEVELT’S ROUGH RIDERS 


In a war which was fought very 
largely by riflemen against riflemen 
it is interesting to note the comments 
of Colonel Theedore Roosevelt, in his 
book The Rough Riders*, on the use 
of the several non-rifleman weapons, 
namely the Gatling Gun, the Colt Ma- 
chine Gun and the rather short-lived 
Dynamite Gun. The first had seen 
action during our Civil War but dur- 
ing the interim years had only occa- 
sionally been accepted; during the 
Spanish-American War it was again 
sporadically used and as _ indicated 
by Roosevelt’s commentary was nice 
to have around, but never seemed to 
have any pre-planned position in the 
battle. Roosevelt’s Gatlings were min- 
istered to by one Lieutenant Parker 
who had used them successfully at 
San Juan Hill and later at the siege 
of Santiago. Though still mounted on 
wheels of artillery type Parker used 
them right in the rifle line and in- 
deed, during the San Juan affair 
moved them up ahead of the troops. 
The Colonel was proud of these guns 
and he stated (p. 141) of them and 
Parker; “he showed that a first-rate 
officer could use machine guns, on 
wheels, in battle and skirmish, in at- 
tacking and defending trenches, 
alongside of the best troops, and to 
their great advantage.” The Gatlings 
had a distinct advantage over the 
Colt Machine Guns in that they were 
using the Krag ammunition used in 
most of the rifles, the latter were 
strangely enough chambered for the 
Spanish Mauser ammunition and on 
more than one occasion it was neces- 
sary to capture supplies of these to 
continue the guns in action. So much 
so did Teddy rely on the Gatlings 
that when the fighting had degener- 
ated to trench warfare Parker took 
these off their wheels and placed them 
in line with Colts which were equipped 
with tripods; they were frequently 
sent along to retake some break in 
the line and even on occasion they 
accompanied the Rough Riders on re- 
connaissance expeditions. 

The Colts were too heavy to be 
carried any distance and because they 
were not equipped with wheels could 
not be moved about like the Gatlings: 
ammunition was questionable, and 
mules to carry them were only occa- 
sionally available. Parker was even- 
tually given command of the Gatlings, 
Colts and the Dynamite Gun, a total 
of seven unusual weapons though at 
the beginning the Colts had been un- 
der command of Sergeant Tiffanv 


(later Lieutenant). On occasion both 
these and the Gatlings had been 
played up and down trees and foliage 
with the idea of bringing down the 
all-too-frequently found Spanish snip- 


ers, but Roosevelt admits to having 
seen only two Spaniards killed this 
way. 

The Dynamite Gun was an effec- 
tive, even though a somewhat freak 
weapon. One of its definite advan- 
tages over our own artillery was that 
it used smokeless powder and thus 
was not seen by the enemy each time 
it fired. The situation with conven- 
tional artillery had become so dan- 
gerous in places that it could be fired 
only very much from the rear of the 
lines or not at all. It sometimes drew 
more fire and caused more casualties 
in our own lines than it was worth. 
However, it was much more reliable 
than the Dynamite Gun which would 
break down every few shots and which 
needed continual repair by the same 
Lieutenant Parker and his machin- 
ists; then too, it never seemed to do 
any real physical damage and the 
Spaniards were more hurt in morale 
than in body whenever it hit near 
them, To quote Roosevelt (p. 157) 
“The shots from the Dynamite Gun 
made a terrific explosion, but they did 
not seem to go accurately. Once one 
of them struck a Spanish trench and 
wrecked part of it. On another occa- 
sion one struck a big building. from 
which there promptly swarmed both 
Spanish cavalry and infantry, on 
whom the Colt Automatic guns played 
with good effect, during the minute 
that elapsed before they could get 
cover.” 

The Dynamite Gun seemed to have 
little in the way of shrapnel effect and 
its main effort was to explode, and 
perhaps do some damage this way. 
One of the first uses of high explo- 
sives in military affairs it was a nov- 
elty only and fell into disuse after 
the war.

Despite 
what would seem an ever increasing 
demand for black powder by such as 
the North-South Skirmishers and the 
many other, muzzle-loading shooters, 
and recent government (Navy) con- 
tracts this year for such staggering 
amounts of powder as 4% million 
pounds. there has been a fear that 
the manufacture would be curtailed. 
The National Muzzle Loading Rifle 
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Association has been inquiring out of 
the country for sources and samples 
have been obtained from South Amer- 
ican firms, and powder ordered from 
English firms. It is perhaps fitting 
that Du Pont should continue making 
black powder after all others have 
ceased operation because the tremen- 
dous chemical empire originally start- 
ed making this product.

A MISCELLANY OF HISTORIC 
FACTS ABOUT SMOKELESS 
POWDER: ~ 


Like many discoveries, guncotton 
or nitrocotton, was discovered by 
chance in 1838 as the result of an 
experiment by one Pelouze who sub- 
jected ordinary cotton to the effects

of nitric acid. In 1845, one Schon- 
bein attempted to profit by the use 
of this new material as an explosive, 
but though experiments were made 
and some of it manufactured for use 
in weapons, disasters in factory and 
in the field caused its temporary re- 
legation to being a novelty. Undaun- 
ted by the apparent lack of know- 
ledge the Austrians possessed of the 
chemical and physical properties of 
the material English chemists pro- 
ceeded to experiment and in time Sir 
Frederick Abel started a small fac- 
tory at Waltham Abbey. The fac- 
tory was given support and such im- 
portant progress was made in the 
first few years that it was very much 
instrumental in the later develop- 
ment of collodion-photography and 
the artificial silk industry. 

In early use guncotton was used 
primarily as an explosive and its use 
restricted to blasting purposes chief- 
ly because its action was too rapid 
and tended to rupture firearms and 
cannon. Development of better types 
are attributed to one Schultze who 
produced types known as Schultze’s 
Powder and E. C. Powder, both of 
which were of use in shotguns, but 
still too rapid for rifled arms. It 
was not until the year 1886 that a 
French Chemist, Vielle, incorporated 
nitrocotton with a mixture of ether 
and alcohol and rolled out the result- 
ant paste into a sheet which was then 
dried and cut into small squares. In 
such form the rapidity of burning 
could be controlled and it found use 
in weapons other than shotguns. In 
about this same period Alfred Nobel 
developed ballistite, a powder formed 
by gelatinizing a low-nitrated nitro-

Another 
modification of ballistite resulted in 
cordite which is still much used in 
military weapons. This latter pow- 
der was made by gelatinizing a high- 
nitrated guncotton by means of ace- 
tone and incorporating nitroglycerin 
and vaseline. Such powders consist- 
ing of both nitro-cotton and nitro- 
glycerin are known in the trade as 
double-based powders. 





THE CARRONADE 


“The carronade was invented by 
General Robert Melville (Mr. Nas- 
myth says it was by Miller of Dals- 
winton), who proposed it for dis- 
charging sixty-eight pound shot with 
low charges of powder, in order to 
produce the increased splintering or 
smashing effects which were known 
to result from such practice. The 
first piece of the kind was cast at 
the Carron Foundry, in 1779, and 
General Melville’s family now have 
in their possession a small model of 
this gun, with the inscription: ‘Gift 
of the Carron Company to Lieuten- 
ant-General Melville, inventor of the 
smashers and lesser carronades, for 
sold, ship, shell, and carcass shot, 
ete. First used against French ships 
in-tT792”

as Juliet, on October 5, 1829, a little 
less than two months before her twen- 
tieth birthday. Her father, Charles 
Kemble, as Mercutio, and her mother, 
Maria Theresa de Camp, as Lady Cap- 
ulet, supported her literally and fig- 
uratively. 

For almost twenty years (1849- 
1869) she gave “readings” of Shakes- 
peare’s plays. Throughout her several 
autobiographies, as well as in Notes 
Upon Some of Shakespeare’s Plays, 
she gives her impressions of Shakes- 
peare’s great personalities. Although 
I do not have any of her letters com- 
menting on the plays or characters, 
I do have a manuscript of a sonnet 
she wrote to honor their author: 


“To Shakespeare 


Oft, as my lips I open to rehearse 
Thy wondrous spells of wisdom 
and of power, 
And that my voice, 
and thy immortal verse, 
On listening ears and hearts, 
I mingled, pour: 
I shrink dismay’d, 
even as the sound [ hear, 
From the presumption 
of my own rash deed; 
Thy glorious spirit 
seems to mine so near, 
That suddenly, I tremble as I read: 
Thee, an invisible auditor, I fear— 
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FANNY KEMBLE writes of Boston about 1860, and of Edward Fitzgerald in 1883. 
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Oh, if it might be so! my Master dear! 
With what beseeching 

would I pray to thee, 
To make me equal to my noble task; 
Succour from thee 

how humbly would I ask, 
Thy worthiest words, ~ 

to utter worthily.” 

Writers who have taken to the “lec- 
ture platform’ have written lengthily 
of their experiences. Miss Kemble 
writes of some of the difficulties she 
encounters in making the necessary 
arrangements for the “reading plat- 
form:” 

“My principal difficulty will be in 
finding a respectable and _ reliable 
agent—for my quondam factotum Je- 
dediah Barker is too old for work 
now and I know not where to find an 
honest and competent person as his 
successor—and without such an as- 
sistant my reading on my own spec- 
ulation would be quite out of the ques- 
TIONS. cu 

A letter expressing her friendly 
feelings toward Boston and New Eng- 
land was presented to me by a Bos- 
ton friend and it seems very fitting 
that I should quote Miss Kemble’s 
kind comments on this city: 

“How cordial how kind how very 
indulgent a friendly Boston has shown 
itself to me it would be difficult for 
me to say—much more difficult to ex- 
press how deeply I have felt all the 
good will that has been showered 
upon me in public and private. My 
gratitude to New England can only 
cease with my life of which the re- 
mainder will I hope be passed within 
her borders. Nowhere out of my own 
country and away from my own ear- 
ly friends can I hope to regret them 
so little.”

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Her generous impulse to help a 
poet is shown in the following letter 
addressed to publisher George W. Cur- 
tis: 

“. .. excuse the liberty which I take 
in behalf of an intimate friend to 
whom [| have premised to solicit your 
attention in favour of a Poem which 
he is very desirous of publishing (if 
possible in these evil days) profitably. 

“Of course it is with the hope that 
you will think well of my friend’s 
composition that I venture to send it 
to you—it appears to me to have con- 
siderable merit and probably if you 
agree with me it will be easy for you 
to obtain a reception for it in one or 
other of the leading periodicals. 

“The hard times fall hardest of 
all upon these who only bring to the 
great common market such superflu- 
ous ware as poetry and many cir- 
cumstances combine to make me an- 
xious if possible to obtain some price 
for the article I offer you.” 

In a subsequent letter in this cor- 
respondence Miss Kemble thanks Cur- 
tis for “. . . the good result of your 
influence.” I wish she had mentioned 
the poet’s name! 

My latest acquisition of Miss Kem- 
ble’s letter is a series of letters to the 
daughter of an old friend, William 
Bodham Donne. There are about 
twenty letters in the correspondence 
and they range from comments on the 
economy of the South to an appraisal 
of a Lawrence painting. Even in these 
letters, written late in life, Fanny 
Kemble’s charm as a letter writer has 
not withered. 

She writes of the pleasure of “Fred- 
die’s visit:” 

“Your little Fred is a charming 
child and I enjoyed our Hansom lark 
in the mud and the rain quite as

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much as he did and am very much 
obliged to you for having let him 
come to me... ask that young repro- 
bate if he told his grandfather my 
opinion of a lad who likes cold salt 
beef better than fried eggs for break- 
fast—whose soul abhors marmalade 
and all kinds of jam ... and who 
calls geese (in the frantic freedom 
of conversation) gooses! Such a boy 
indeed it is to be hoped are few. Tell 
him I send that sentence for him to 
parse, construe, and turn into Eng- 
Hence 

In an earlier letter from her sum- 
mer home in Lenox, Massachusetts, 
Miss Kemble writes of her neighbors 
and the war: 

“... though tea and coffee and su- 
gar are higher than for some years 
past, I have no idea that any of those 
luxuries are foregone by any of these 
Yankee farmers who, [| think, will 
pay their taxes quite as philosophical- 
ly as they have given their lives for 
this struggle about which they have 
at last become after their own imper- 
turbable fashion terribly in ear- 
nest... ...° 

Among her many friends was Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, translator of The 
Rubaiyat. Fitzgerald, born in the 
same year as Fanny Kemble, 1809, 
died in 1883. In 1895 his literary ex- 
ecutor published Fitzgerald’s letters 
to Fanny Kemble, letters which re- 
vealed him as a witty and sympathe- 
tic writer. He passed away painlessly 
in his sleep on June 14, and Fanny 
writes: “Dear Fitzgerald’s death 
seemed to me most blessed in its calm 
serenity. ...” 

In 1889 she writes of other friends: 

“Alfred Tennyson and Arthur are 
the only two remaining of that very 
noble band of young spirits with 
whom [ started in life—among whom 
your father was the most charming 
and lovable—what fine friends I have 
had!” 

In this letter, in which she admits 
to being eighty, her handwriting hard- 
ly shows a tremor, although many of

INDIAN RELICS 


Somewhere in accumulated mail is 
a letter from a reader asking about 
the manufacture of artifacts, which 
he had thought a lost art. Until the 
letter turns up, here are some facts 
that may be informative to him. 

The manufacture of “stone age” ar- 
tifacts is not a lost art, even with 
“stone age” tools. It can even be re- 
vived by anyone who cares to try a 
little. Modern tools can effect a few 
short cuts, 

What the reader had specifically in 
mind was the chipping of stone arti- 
facts. 

To begin with, the notion, that chip- 
ping was done by drops of water on 
hot stone is impractical, to say the 
least, if not downright impossible. To 
convince yourself just try it. 

Probably the fancy arose from two 
sources, First, very commonly water 
(or heat alone) will cause flakes to 
pop off a stone surface. Artifacts 
from cremations commonly show this 
action. Second, there are fairly au- 
thentic reports that Indians built fires 
against some stone surfaces, then 
threw cold water on the hot surface, 
thus obtaining flakes to be chipped. 
But this incurred the danger of cre- 
ating fractures in the stone, so 
abused, making it unsuitable. 


The actual process is logical. The 
craftsman chose a suitable piece of 
stone or banged one off a larger piece 
with a chunk of tougher stone (ham- 
mer stone). Then he took a rod or 
sliver of horn or bone—an antler tip 
is excellent—and tried chipping at 
the stone’s edge. If the grain of frac- 
ture was right, and he had learned 
the hang of it, he could go right 
ahead and chip out an arrow-head or 
knife blade in a process quite similar 
to whittling. 

Presence of tractable fracture clev- 
age planes, or whatever one should 
call them, and the ability and _ skill 
to exert pressure in the right direc- 
tion, and with the right force, are the 
two ingredients of chipping. 

Flint is generally an agreeable 
stone to work. Quartz is cantankerous. 
So it is no accident that there are 


many beautifully made flint artifacts, ° 


and many clumsy looking quartz ones. 
Obsidian (volcanic glass) is another 
tractable stone, particularly popular 
in the West. 

In the days of flint-lock firearms 
flint knapping was one of the smaller 
common crafts. Among our grand- 
fathers were flint knappers. Their 
product was a rectangular piece of 
flint, chipped to fit into flint-lock jaws 
and shower sparks into a powder pan. 

Modern flint knappers sometimes 
turn their talents to supplying bits 


of flint to fit into collectors’ relic 
frames, but there are quite a num- 
ber who merely amuse themselves 
with seeing what they can do. 

One of these in Oregon, at one time, 
achieved great facility and skill. He 
even succeeded in getting a hole in- 
side his objects, after which he could 
chip some unusually fancy specimens. 
But somebody sold some of them 
through the mails, postal inspectors 
visited him, and the poor fellow, being 
of a religious turn of mind, and deep- 
ly opposed to sin, was horrified at 
what he’d blundered into, so never 
“knapped” another flake cf stone. 

There may be a moral in this. If so, 
it involves keeping an eye on your

products, if you do acquire the “lost 
art. 

Knapping artisans have their favor- 
ite methods. One drives nails into a 
board almost to the head, then chips 
on the head. Some chip in the palm 
of the hand, protected by a bit of 
leather. Some work with the wrist, 
others enlist the arm, and one is said, 
to have complained he had lost his skill 
because his back had grown weaker 
with old age. 

Various places in the East have 
flint quarry sites, and there are nu- 
merous obsidian quarries or beds in 
the West. These are strewn, in some 
places blanketed, with chips, and 
sometimes the battered hammer stones 
used are left where dropped. 

It was common for the Indians to 
collect blanks at such quarries or 
beds of desirable stone and carry them 
away for use or trade. Thus the stone 
could be tested, and if cranky, dis- 
carded without carrying it off. 

Such blanks were commonly worked 
on at camp sites or at hunting or 
fishing spots. The semi-desert areas 
of Nevada have many such spots 
where the wind has blown away the 
sand and left mirages of thousands 
of arrow-heads, which of course, turn 
out to be debris from chipping. Chips 


are one of the best clues to the pres- 
ence of a camp or village site. 

The skill developed by some knap- 
pers was—and still is—astonishing. 
How can they chip such delicate 
points and barbs? How lay off chips so 
regularly? How work such hard 
stones? 

If there is a mystery about chip- 
ping artifacts it is not in the chip- 
ping itself, but in the astonishing de- 
grees of skill developed by the crafts- 
men, nevertheless, it seems to be a 
mystery, no more uncommon or re- 
stricted to places and persons than 
juggling. Some of the flint artifacts 
produced by neolithic Egyptians some 
9.000 years ago are works of art, 
though only knife blades or effigies. 
The neolithic Europeans not only 
chipped fine knives but created a lit- 
tle herringbone ridge down the cen- 
ter of the blade. Columbia River In- 
dians turned out perfect miniature 
“gem points” scarcely a quarter-inch 
long, while Northern California In- 
dians put out ceremonial obsidian 
— reaching to the end of a yard- 
stick. 


Furthermore the skill and artistry 
were not confined to masterpieces, but 
were displayed in such literally gar- 
den-variety objects as hoe blades. 
Many an KEastern collector lucky 
enough to own a first-class notched 
hoe blade can testify to this. 


Even some of the fakers operat- 
ing within the century can claim 
praise for their skill with horn, bone, 
or metal chippers. Many a collector 
has been carried away by admira- 
tion of their products to the extent 
of paying out good money to own 
specimens, A phony “Folsom” made 
of moss agate was one of the pretti- 
est “points” I’ve seen—and not the 
only jewel-like fake I’ve seen either. 

But the old “neolithic” boys were 
in there pitching too. So it is pos- 
sible to have both ancient and mod- 
ern chipped artifacts. (But it’s not 
so good to mix the two?)

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SCIENTISTS DISCOVER 
EVIDENCE OF DENTAL WORK 
IN CAHOKIA MOUNDS 

A high culture of ancient Mexico 
extended its influence well up into the 
Mississippi Valley. ; 

Witness to this is the finding near 
St. Louis, Mo., of the skeleton of a 
19-year-old Indian girl, dead a thou- 
sand years, who had had occasional 
sessions with her “dentist.” He filed 
shallow V-shaped grooves in her teeth, 
possibly to give her a mark of dis- 
tinction. Several other individuals bu- 
ried in a common grave with this 
girl did not have filed teeth. Also, 
only the girl’s skeleton was artic- 
ulated; the others were disarticulated 
in the form of “bundles” of bones. 

This is reported in a recent num- 
ber of the Journal of the Washington 
Academy of Sciences by Dr. T. D. 
Stewart, Smithsonian Institution cu- 
rator of physical anthropology, and 
Dr. Preston Holder ot the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. Dr. Holder is the 
discoverer of the remains. They were 
referred to Dr. Stewart for a com- 
plete physical study. 

In the case of the young woman 
who died with her teeth intact, al- 
though some had developed caries, the 
filing pattern was that of Mexico, the 
center of the custom. Individual teeth 
found near the girl’s grave display 
the same general mutilation pattern. 

The site of the find is a large area 
of temple and burial mounds, the so- 
called Cahokia mounds, near East St.

Louis, Ill., which has been little ex- 
plored by archaeologists despite its 
quite obvious importance. One of the 
mounds in this group, Monks Mound, 
is the largest in the United States. 
The significance of finding here a 
skeleton with filed teeth is that it 
gives for the first time an associated 
burial custom in situ. Heretofore, 
knowledge of tooth mutilation in the 
Mississippi Valley has rested on stray 
surface finds and on museum collec- 
tions. 

The Cahokia mounds, according to 
the report, apparently constituted the 
great center for this culture of Mex- 
ican influence in the Mississippi area. 
Several culture groups occupied suc- 
cessively the Cahokia region. Among 
the earlier ones teeth were left in- 
tact. The Mexican mutilation pattern 
itself, the study shows, was consider- 
ably attenuated by the time it had 
progressed as far north as Illinois 
and the dental operations were car- 
ried out in several stages during the 
general period of adolescence. The

mutilations consist of from one to 
four notches cut in the occlusal edges 
of the front teeth and sometimes of 
horizontal grooves on the surfaces of 
the same teeth. 

Notching of the front teeth, the re- 
port says, was common in Mexico up 
to relatively late periods—from A.D. 
1000 to 1700. Why it has not been 
found elsewhere in North America is 
a mystery. 

In Illinois, as in Mexico, the total 
pattern of notching appears to have 
been variable. Variations may have 
served as group or individual iden- 
tification markers. Tooth mutilation 
would have served to set off an indi- 
vidual from the general population.

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A strange card from Maine is the 
view of a monument to Col. Johna- 
than Buck, the founder of Bucksport, 
Me. Col. Buck had a woman executed 
for witchcraft. “The witch” prophe- 
sied that on his gravestone would 
appear the print of a woman’s foot. 
There is a flaw in the stone shaped 
like the outline of a woman’s stocking 
hanging directly under the name 
Buck. 

There are several photograph cards 
from Bridgeton, Me. They include 
Highland Lake, Christmas Tree Inn, 
Highland Lodge, Camps, the Sinnett 
House, Cape Porpoise, Christmas Tree 
Inn from the pasture across the lake, 
and others. There is a view of Cuba 
Island in Lake Cobbosseecontee. Doz- 
ens of Maine cards show lakes, islands, 
bays, coves, inlets. They show the rav- 
ages of the glacial ages, and they are 
views beautiful to look upon. 

Views show the oyster banks at 
Damariscotta, the greatest kitchen 
midden known. They are prehistoric 
and contain ashes, stone implements, 
pottery, and bones even of humans 
of a low type of mentality. Oysters 
do not grow readily in this area to- 
day. This indicates a warmer climate 
at sometime in the past. 

There are numerous Leighton cards 
of all of Maine, even of the very 
small villages. One shows the busi- 
ness section of Deer Isle, Me., around 
1907. Another of the same date shows 
Dexter, Me., and the lake lined with 
birches, and boats at anchor. A 
glimpse of Doubletop Mountain is 
beautiful, and Borestone Mountain is 
an awe inspiring view. 

Todd’s Head at Eastport, Me., is 
the most Eastern point in the U.S.A. 
Another excellent view is the Sardine 
boats by moonlight at Eastport. 

From Edgecomb, Me., comes a view 
of the Marie Antoinette House—which 
house the unfortunate queen was nev- 
er able to occupy. 


There are a number of old cards 
from Ellsworth, Me. There is New- 
bury Neck, the Union River, with 
schooners at anchor; the Pines, home 
of Senator Hale; the Vounty Build- 
ings; and Hancock House, an old fash- 
ioned hotel with a long veranda.

There is a beautiful exterior view 
showing the mansion on a rolling hill 
top surrounded by lawn and century- 
old elm trees. Interior views show the 
dining room with black marble man- 
tel, mahogany furniture, and gold 
framed portraits—a beautiful silver 
service is arrayed upon the table and 
sideboard. The view of the kitchen 
shows deer antlers above the large 
old brick fireplace which is filled with

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cranes, hanging pots and spiders. 
There are maple table, Windsor 
chairs, woodbox, spinning wheel, wool 
carding frame, highboy, and pewter 
bowls and mugs. One room is a com- 
bination library and music room. A 
mahogany secretary, sconces, cande- 
labra, gold-framed pictures and mir- 
rors, busts of white marble, and 
square piano are in evidence. The bed- 
room views show four-poster or cano- 
pied beds, and two views show a clev- 
erly constructed bed-chair, both folded 
as a chair and opened into a bed. 

Three interesting card; depict Fair- 
field, Me., in the first decade of this 
century. One shows the transfer point 
of three trolley cars—“the center of 
Rapid transit.” One view is of Main 
Street before the advent of the trol- 
leys, and one is the New Railroad 
Bridge—a photograph by the East- 
ern Illustrating Co., Belfast, Me. 

The views of Farmington include a 
bird’s eye view, the Main Street, and 
the high school—all 1910 or earlier. 

Casco Castle from the sea is a view 
from Freeport, Me. Other views are 
of the sand dunes of the desert of 
Maine. These dunes had a depth of 30 
to 40 feet and covered 300 acres in 
1908. 

A bird’s eye view of Fryeburg is 
on a hand-painted Albertype card. A 
beautiful historic house view is that 
of the Oaklands at Gardiner, Me. It 
looks like an English Manor house, or 
the more modern wing of an old cas- 
tle. 

Greenville furnishes photographic 
cards of inns and stores. Some Green- 
ville cards are filed with others 
from Moosehead Lake. 

The Baxter House at Gorham is pic- 
tured on a black and white American 
Art Card. The City Hall at Hallo- 
well is on an old G. W. Quimby card 
of 1904. We have a Main Street at 
Harrington. From Harrison Village, 
we have the sign posts at the cross- 
roads, showing directions to more than 
two dozen camps. Other views in- 
clude the Chapel at Hancock Point, 
Lewiston Falls, Depot Street at Liv- 
ie Falls, and Bank Square at Lu- 

ec. 

An interesting Detroit card shows 
the old Pepperell Mansion at Kitte- 
ry Point. 

From Kennebunkport, we have 
views of ice harvesting and immense 
ice storage houses, beach scenes, Sun- 
set Rock, and Wedding Cake House, 
Lafayette Elm, Lexington Elms, en- 
tering town, blowing cave, coast 
scene, Storer Mansion, and barn elm.

house at Lincolnsburg is interesting. 
This old house built in 1718, was 
there before the states were divided. 

A pretty bay view is that of Potts 
Harbor at South Harpswell at sunset. 
Another beautiful old view shows Lis- 
bon Falls. Lovely scenes on the Pleas- 
ant River were mailed from Milo, Me., 
in 1910. From Machias, Me., are views 
of the wharves, and the old tavern 
of 1763. From Madison, we have views 
of pulp mills; from Millinocket, the 
stream and mills; the McKinley school 
from McKinley; Lover’s Lane on 
Mouse Island. These are all old cards. 

There are old and new cards of 
Moosehead Lake. The old views show 
the lake from Squaw Mountain, and 
the Mountain from the lake; Kineo 
Mountain from the lake; Greenville 
Junction showing the Steamer Land- 
ing; Mt. Kineo House; sunset at Ki- 
neo;.and_ Crow’s Nest on the lake.

Kineo; Moosehead Lake Coves; and 
Squaw Mountain Inn. New chrome 
type cards show Squaw Mountain and 
Squaw Mountain Inn from across the 
lake. 


Mt. Desert Island is a gorgeous 
scenic area. Some of our cards from 
there are filed under Bar Harbor and 
were reviewed last time. Cards show 
Jordan Pond; the Mountains of Aca- 
dian National Park; Valley Cove on 
Somes Sound; Otter Creek; Thunder 
Hole; Cadillac Mountain Parking 
Place and Lookout Area on the Sum- 
mit of Cadillac Mountain; the Dou- 
ble Deck Road on Ocean Drive; the 
Ovens at Bar Harbor; viaduct over 
Otter Creek; Soeur de Monts Farm; 
Somes Sound; Northeast Harbor; 
Great Head, the highest mainland on 
the Atlantic Coast; Great Head from 
Thunder Hole; Bubble Pond; Sum- 
mit Road on Cadillac Mountain; 
Frenchman’s Bay; Seur Mont’s 
Spring; and the Abbe Museum. 

Mt. Katahdin comes in for its share 
of views: there is the mountain from 
Camp Baxter; water fall at Camp 
Baxter; Mt. Katahdin from Dalcey 
Pond; Mt. Katahdin covered with 
snow; Knife Edge along the top of 
Mt. Katahdin, the highest point in 
the State of Maine. 


Old Orchard Beach was popular 
around 1905 and earlier. There are 
views of the Beach from the end of 
the Pier. People were just as crowded 
as today—seemingly more so—they 
were all walking. Women dressed up 
for the beach in long skirts and large 
plumy hats, and carried umbrellas. 
Cards are: the Old Orchard Pier look- 
ing seaward; Beach looking North; 
Looking north from the end of the 
Pier; the Amusement Center from the 
Pier; and a number of sea views 
showing surf or winter ice. 

There are various places in Maine 
with confusing names such as North 
Harbor, Southwest Harbor, Southeast 
Harbor, East Harbor, etc. Some of 
these cards belong in categories told 
about, and we are sure that with a 
little better knowledge of the state 
we could have a much better group- 
ing of these cards. 


We have these cards in resorts, 
beach scenes, hotels, etc., Ocean House, 
Southwest Harbor; Southwest Har- 
bor, Somes Sound; Northeast Har- 
bor; Bear Island in Northeast Har- 
bor; Swimming Pool in Northeast 
Harbor; New Harbor; Northnort 
Boat Landing; Northeast Harbor; 
Inner Harbor; East Machiac; Ocean 
Park; Old Town; Mountain Park; and 
Ocean Point. 


Views of Naples with the Songo 
River, and Long Lake and the Bay 
are found on both old and new cards. 


There are beautiful black and white 
cards and modern chromes of New- 
agen Inn at Newagen, Me.—the tall 
pines and spruces, a columned West 
Portico, and a long open terrace on 
the East, Sunset Rock, Cottages, and 
a tempered ocean pool. From Nor- 
ridgewock, we have a view of the 
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home of Sophie May. There are cards 
from Lake Pennesseewassee at Nor- 
way, Me., popular in 1907. 


Scenes on the Penobscot River in 
clude ‘“’Rooster Rock,’ which was 
known in Indian legend (at early 
cock-crow each morning the rock was 
thought to turn over); and views of 
Sandy Point where the British landed 
to march to the battle of Hampden in 
September, 1814. Other cards, all old, 
are from Prouts Neck, Paris Hill, 
Pittsfield, Peak’s Island, Pemaquid 
Point and the old fort at Pemaquid. 


Poland Springs has long been a 
popular Maine resort. We have old 
and modern cards of the Golf Links, 
Poland Springs House, the Mansion 
House, the Ripps which is a stream 
filled with boulders and rapids, and 
the old road to Poland Springs. 


Portland, Me., is a good subject to 
collect. The city is old and historic, 
as well as picturesque, and a major 
port. Also, there were several good 
post card companies located there, 
whose photographers never missed a 
bet about what to snap. There is a 
card of the old Jefferson Theatre, and 
one of the ticket office of the new 
Keith, both 1908. There are many 
cards of the poet Longfellow and his 
homes and monument, There are views 
of the city as a whole, which include: 
Western Prominade Fort Alden Park, 
Congress Street, Entrance to River- 
ton Park, Grand Trunk Elevators, 
Monument Square and Business sec- 
tion, and Northeast from City Hall. 
There are views of Soldiers Monu- 
ment, the Public Library and State 
Building, the New City Hall, the Cus- 
toms House, the Danish village (8 
miles from Portland), Observatory on 
Munjoy Hill, the lights and Cape Eliz- 
abeth Life Saving Station, Boone’s 
Restaurant, and the Main entrance 
to Fort Preble. More scenic cards in- 
clude views of Rustic Bridge in River- 
ton Park, Surf scene off Portland, 
docks in winter, Canoe Clubhouse and 
Falls, Deering Oaks winter scene with 
ice skating, sunrise at Portiand Har- 
bor, the “Maine” and ‘Missouri’ off 
Fort Scammel, Yacht Regatta at Port- 
land Harbor, and Surf Scene near 
Portland Headlight. 


Rangeley Lakes Views show: Bald 
Mountain; Mountain View House; 
Dickson’s Island; Greenvale Cas- 
cades; Senator Frye’s Camp; view 
from Manor Hill; and modern views 
of the guests sun bathing at the 
Rangeley Lakes Hotel. 


From Rockland we have pictures of 
the harbor, the Lime Quarry, Fish 
Weir at Owls Head, and other Owls 
Head views, Interior of Lime Kiln, 
Launching a schooner, Lobster Wharf, 
Public Landing, Lime Rock Quarry, 
Samoset Hotel and Main Street. All 
are unique and interesting views. 


Rockport views show the water- 
front, the harbor below the ice house, 
beach and wharf at Beauchamp point. 
These are beautiful views on pre-1907 
Leighton cards. 


Seal Cove with the old mill, Seal 
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Harbor, Sea Cliff Drive and Gorge, 
and Raven Cliff picture a rugged coast 
of great beauty. 

York, York Cliffs, and York Har- 
bor have many interesting old views. 
They include: “Old Man of the Sea; 
Baldhead Cliffs; Cliff House from the 
Rocks; York Beach from the Bluffs; 
Passaconaway Inn; Thomas Nelson 
Page Cottage; the old jail (1901 De- 
troit) ; Ocean Road; and York Beach 
—all old. 


Among our many other unfiled 
views of Maine (rather, filed under 
“Miscellaneous”) are a bird’s eye 
view of Nianset; the Mill and Dam 
at South Windham; a view of Smyr- 
na Mills: cabins from a dozen camps; 
South Harpswell—an old deserted 
school house; Weld Pond; and Tum- 
bledown Mountain, a lake on top of 
Tumbledown: Sugar Island; Steep 
Falls and Mill; birches; boat land- 
ings; and potato farms. 


Summer Theatre is on a number 
of modern views. The surf and rocks 
of the coast of Maine are on many 
beautiful chrome-type cards. Fisher- 
man’s shacks, fishermen, their catch- 
es, light houses, falls, lakes, granite 
quarries, bridges, and boat landings 
make up the rest. 


One interesting photograph view 
we have saved for last. It is a Memo- 
rial Day Parade on Main Street in 
Winter Harbor in 1905.

as expressed in an 1829 issue of THE OLD COUNTRYMAN

“Picture Rock”

High up in the mountains of the 
“Long Western Range,” was the 
little mining camp of Clear Creek.

the mountain side to the westward.

Operatic Playing Cards 


By WILLIAM PENN 
(Reprinted by permission of the Editor, OPERA, London). 


It is not widely known, even among 
those who are both devotees of the 
opera and at the same time keen card- 
players, that these two subjects have 
ever been brought together. Yet play- 
ing cards have, from time to time, 
been produced with illustrations bear- 
ing upon many quite extraneous top- 
ics as well as being provided with the 
symbols for their use in play, and 
opera has frequently provided the ma- 
terial. 

The broadest classification under 
which such cards may be dealt with 
is that of educational playing cards, 
and the first introduction of these 
may be dated as far back as the 15th 
century. Their wide manufacture was 
no doubt stimulated among card-mak- 
ers by the enactment in 1541 of a 
statute prohibiting “husbandmen, ar- 
tificers, craftsmen, serving men, ap- 
prentices and labourers of all kinds” 
from playing “cards, bowls, quoits and 
various other games out of Christ- 
mas,” during which brief period of 
freedom these diversions were only 
permitted in their master’s houses or 
in their master’s presence.” The ob- 
jects of this statute were to encourage 
the devotion of spare time to archery

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and to discourage the baneful prac- 
tice of gambling. Masters, it would 
appear, did not need such protection 
from the temptation to waste time or 
to gamble; while card-makers, it may 
reasonably be supposed, sought to 
promote the playing card by adding 
the elevating appeal of educational 
matter and cancelling out the odium 
attaching to the standard product. 
Evidence is lacking as to this project’s 
business success. 

The range of subjects introduced 
ranged comprehensively through the 
arts and sciences, and in due course 
extended far beyond the limits of the 
educational. Geography, history, royal 
genealogy, astronomy, mathematics, 
arithmetic. geometry, grammar, nat- 
ural history, proverbs, music, war and 
military science, heraldry, political 
satire, religion, astrology, cartogra- 
phy and commemorative souvenirs all 
figure among the examples treasured 
in museums and private collections 
today. This cult of the non-standard 
playing cards continues up to the 
present day, and during the last cen- 
tury the world of entertainment has 
contributed its quota of subjects. In 
several countries packs have been pro- 
duced portraying actors and film 
stars. There are several which cele- 
brate opera singers and operatic occa- 
sions. 

Foremost among issues of appeal to 
the opera lover must be placed the 
famous pack of John Gay’s Beggar's 


Opera, made in 1730, two years after 
the first presentation of the opera at 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields Theatre. Here is 
a series of 52 cards on each of which 
a miniature playing card is inset at 
the top left-hand corner, occupying 
about one-sixteenth of the whole area. 
On the remainder is set out the words 
and music of one or more verses from 
the songs, together with the names 
of the singers—Macheath, Polly and 
the rest—printed from a finely-en- 
graved copper plate. This, of course, 
means that before the days of photo- 
engraving it was all drawn on the 
plate by hand, backwards. Not by 
any means an easy pack to play with, 
but so remarkable in other respects 
that one might expect more copies to 
have been preserved. 

Wagner’s operas are beautifully 
illustrated on a German pack of the 
late 19th century. Not only do the 
twelve court cards portray twenty- 
four of the characters, but upon each 
of the aces are shown two scenes, one 
from Lohengrin and one from Tann- 
hauser. The engraving is refined, the 
colours laid on through a paper sten- 
cil. A Viennese pack of the same pe- 
riod, made for the game of Tarok 
with fifty-four cards, has operatic 
characters on the 22-card suit of 
Trumps — from L’Africaine, Les Hu- 
guenots, Lucrezia Borgia and Roméo 
et Juliette. Another interesting 19th 
century issue represents operas by 
Weber, Meyerbeer, Rossini and sev- 
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eral other composers, with portraits 
of singers in their leading roles. On 
the Queen of Hearts and the Knave 
of Clubs appear, respectively, Mme. 
Pischer-Achten as Alice in Robert le 
Diable and Schmezer as Tamino in 
The Magic Flute. Two Queens from a 
rather similar pack show Madame 
Brocard as Alicia in Jane Shore and 
Mlle Grassari as Amazili in Spontini’s 
Fernando Cortez. The language of the 
two packs is French. but from the 
manner of their production they are 
more likely to be German, where 
many such specialized packs were pro- 
duced for export. 

Evidence that the subject of opera 
is not being entirely overlooked by 
modern makers of playing cards is 
offered by the production in Vienna 
of a pack which commemorated the 
re-opening of the Vienna Staatsoper 
in 1955. The court cards feature the 
portraits of European royalties, but 
the backs of the cards bear a coloured 
picture of the re-opened Opera House. 

The enjoyment of card-playing has 
for many centuries been almost uni- 
versal, but it would seem at the pres- 
ent time to be declining, at any rate 
in this country. Makers are, never- 
theless, still devoting considerable 
thought to the production of non- 
standard packs, and it may well be 
that some among them will visualize 
the promising possibilities of new is- 
sues on operatic subjects. 








Q: Have manpower shortages ever 
affected any of the cireuses touring 
the country? 

A: The most serious shortage oc- 
curred during World War II. As in 
any business, the Services had first 
call on the young. To keep the vari- 
ous shows moving, many star per- 
formers, after presenting their par- 
ticular specialties, would don less 
glamorous clothing to help tear down 
and move equipment. Everybody dur- 
ing those years literally “doubled in 
brass.” 


Q: Isn’t there some kind of a su- 
perstition about trunks among cir- 
cus people? 

A: Yes, there is. Circus trunks 
are placed in exactly the same posi- 
tion every day. A trunk out of place 
means coming bad luck. And circus 
people believe that bad luck always 
comes in threes. 


Q: How does one teach a sea lion, 
or seal, to play an instrument? 

A: Patience, of course, is the main 
ingredient in teaching any animal 
anything. Sea lions are extremely 
temperamental and can be a real 
problem to an animal trainer. Ac- 
tually, the consensus is that it is 
easier to teach them to blow a horn

than some of the bajancing tricks. 
In playing horns they blow the horns 
with their noses, not their mouths, 
as is often believed. 


Q: How do circus performers 
know when it is meal time on a cir- 
cus lot? 

A: The main dining tent will al- 
ways fly a yellow flag. When it is 
up it means that meals are being 
served. When it is down it means 
that no one can get one scrap of 
food. 


Q: In one of your circus articles 
you referred to a “kid show.” Does 
this mean that the circus has a show 
just for kids? 

A:In cireus parlance “kid shows” 
means side shows. They are so named 
because they are the smaller of the 
main attractions. The fact that they 
attract “kids” really has nothing to 
do with their name, 


Q: Everyone seems to know the 
name of P. T. Barnum but actually 
where and when did he get his start 
in show business? 

A: Barnum was born in Bethel, 
Conn., on July 5, 1810. Twenty-six 
years later he signed on with Aron 
Turner’s circus as a ticket seller. 


The job almost cost him his life. 
While in Annapolis, Md., Turner, as 
a practical joke, told a mob that 
Phineas was a known murderer. The 
mob grabbed Barnum and released 
him only when Turner told them the 
truth. Many authorities say that this 
is where Barnum got his first expe- 
rience in the value of publicity. 


Q: Was it James or John Robin- 
son who owned the early and famous 
circus? 


A: It was John Robinson. Your 
confusion is understandable for there 
was a famous bareback rider by the 
name of James Robinson who was 
adopted by John Robinson. James’ 
true name was actually James Mi- 
chael Fitzgerald. John Robinson 
adopted him, taught him to ride, and 


‘gave him his new name. 


Q: Who was Julius Seetch? 


A: I think the true name was 
Seeth. There was a Julius Seeth who 
was an Austrian or a Czech who 
mixed hounds, lions, and ponies in 
the same ring, in European circus 
rings. He had a fondness for having 
his picture taken while seated among 
a group of lions.

MONTAGUE 


Coat-of-Arms 
By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


INTERPRETATION 


He beareth for Arms: Argent three 
lozenges conjoined in fesse gules be- 
tween three roundles sable. 


The above Montague Coat-of-Arms 
is found in the “Roll of Arms,” pub- 
lished by the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society, ascribed to Pe- 
ter Montague who came from Buck- 
inghamshire, England, to Virginia in 
1621. 

Crozier’s “Virginia Heraldica” gives 
the following blazon for this same 
Peter Montague: Arms—Argent three 
fusils in fesse gules between as many 
pellets. Crest — A griffin’s head 
couped, wings elevated or. Motto— 
Disponendo me, non mutando me. This 
motto, also found in Fairbairn’s “Book 
of Crests” for the Montague family, 
is translated: By disposing, not by 
changing me. 

Here we have a difference in heral- 
dic terminology. The lozenge is a par- 
allelogram with equal sides, forming 
two acute and two obtuse angles. The 
fusil represents a kind of spindle used 
in spinning, and resembles the loz- 
enge in shape, but is somewhat long- 
er. It would be difficult, without the 
blazon, to determine whether an ar- 
tist meant to depict a lozenge or a 
fusil. In one description the figures 
on the fesse are touching each other 
(conjoined), and in the other there 


is a space between. Roundles are 
round figures of metal, flat, but when 
of color, spherical. They change their 
names according to their tinctures. 
“Pellet” is a concise name for a black 
(sable) roundle, as “roundle sable” 
means the same as “pellet.” 

Ringrose’s “The Arms and Origin 
of American Colonial Families” illus- 
trates a Montague Coat-of-Arms 
which Burke, in his “General Armo- 
ry,” ascribes to the family seated in 
Co. Dorset, England. The Arms are: 
Azure (blue) a griffin segreant or 
(gold). This is given by Ringrose 
without any identifying material on 
the Montague family. 

The Montacute family, according to 
Burke’s “General Armory,” was 
founded in England by Drogo de Mon- 
te Acuto who came to England with 
William, Duke of Normandy, in the 
train of Robert, Earl of Moreton. Un- 
der the Earl he appears to have held 
the manors of Shipton Montacute and 
Sutton Montacute. From him descend 
all the noble families of Montacute 
and Montagu. During the time of 
Henry III, his great-grandson, Dru de 
Montacute, had two sons: I. Dru de 
Montacute, whose son, William de 
Montacute, left two daughters co- 
heirs—Margaret, wife c* William De 
Echingham, and Isabel. wife of Thom- 
as de Audham; II. William de Monta- 
cute who continued the male line. The 
original Coat-of-Arms is blazoned: 
Argent three lozenges in fesse gules. 

Peter, the Virginia immigrant, was 
the second son of Peter Montague 
and Eleanor, daughter of William 
Allen, of Boveney, Parish of Burn- 
ham, Buckinghamshire, England. He 
was born about 1603 and came in the 
ship ‘Charles’ to Jamestown, Va., in 
1621, at the age of eighteen. 

In 1627 he patented 150 acres of 
land in Upner Norfolk County (now 
Nasemond County), from which place 
he served as Burgess in 1652 and 
1653. He also owned considerable land 
in Lancaster County, Virginia, and 
he represented the County in the 
House of Burgesses in 1657-1658. 

The year before he died, “Mr. Peter 
Montague” received 200 acres of land 
in Lancaster County, Virginia, on 
January 16, 1658, on the south side 
of the Rannahannock River, adiacent 
the land of Randall Chamley and Oli- 
ver Seager, for the transportation of 
four persons—Peter Smith, William 
Worrall. Jno. Sewell, and Ann Bryan. 
(Nugent’s Cavaliers and Pioneers). 
His will, dated March 27, 1659, was 
probated May 25 of that same year. 
In this document he mentions his wife 
Cicelv (daughter of Gov. Mathews of 
the Virginia Colony): sons Peter and 
William; and three daughters Ellen, 
Margaret and Elizabeth. 

Between the years 1772 and 1776, 


James Montague served in the House 
of Burgesses from Middlesex County, 
Virginia. In 1658, John Maddison of 
New Kent County, Virginia, received 
a, grant of land for transporting 
among others, Lewis Montague. 

Richard Montague, the third son of 
Peter and Eleanor (Allen) Montague, 
came in the ‘Speedwell’ in 1634. He 
resided at Welles, Maine, in 1646, re- 
moved to Boston, Mass., and from 
there to Wethersfield, Conn., in 1651, 
and later to Hadley, Mass. He mar- 
ried about 1637 Abigail, daughter of 
the Rev. Dr. Downing of Norwich, 
England. She died in 1691. The birth 
of their son Peeter Montigue, July 8, 
1651, is on record in Wethersfield, 
Conn. (See New England Register, 
Volume 19, page 318). 

The pedigree of Peter and Richard 
is established without doubt for three 
generations in England, taking the 
lineaze back to 1500. Their grand- 
father was William Montague who 
married Margaret, daughter of John 
Malthouse of Binfield, Berkshire. He 
was the son of Robert Montague who 
married Margaret. daughter of Roger 
Cottun of Wardville, Berkshire. 

Not realizing, I am sure, how their 
interest would build up, George W. 
Montague and his brother Charles C. 
Montague, became engrossed in their 
family background, and in 1882, as 
a result of their inquiries among rel- 
atives, a family reunion was held by 
the Montagues in Hadley, Mass. The 
meeting was well attended by descen- 
dants from all sections of the country, 
and culminated in the printing, in 
1885, of the “Montague Genealogy.” 
After they discovered the probable 
grave of their first Montague ances- 
tor in America, they erected a mar- 
ble headstone inscribed in his honor. 

Eligibility to the Daughters of the 
American Revolution has been estab- 
lished through the following Mon- 
tagues: Adonijah, Capt. Caleb, Daniel, 
John, Jonathan, Josiah, Medad. Cant. 
Moses, Philip, Major Richard, Rufus, 
Samuel, Seth, Thomas, Dr. Uriel, and 
William. No doubt other Montague 
names could be added as this is com- 
piled from the four volume Index to 
the Lineage Books of the National So- 
ciety of Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and covers only the first 
160 volumes, 

I found no reference to a Romeo 
Montague, but the “American Geneal- 
ogist,’”’ volume 32, mentions a Juliette 
Montagu. Volume 33 of the South 
Carolina Historical and Genealogical 
Magazine carries an article concern- 
ing Charles-Greville Montague, Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina. 

I checked the name through the 1790 
census records for eleven states and 
found no Montagues listed in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Maryland, Vermont, 
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Pennsylvania, New York, or Rhode 
Island. North Carolina records list 
Henry, Jane, Latteney, and Ann as 
heads of families. The 1790 census of 
Virginia shows Elizabeth, John, Lucy, 
Peter, Thomas, and William, Massa- 
chusetts has a long list, with some 
duplication of first names, that in- 
cludes: Daniel, David, John, Josiah, 
Medad, Moses, Oreb, Rhoda, Richard, 
Sarah, Tim, Uriel, William, and Zebi- 
na. Thomas Montague is listed in the 
Tax List of 1790 in Fayette County, 
Kentucky. No doubt there were many 
others of the name in Connecticut at 
that period. 

Montague—it is a beautiful name!

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Lilliput Pitchers

ParT I 


Pottery, Porcelain, Glass 


If I have not always assiduously 
sought after and deliberately collect- 
ed miniature pitchers, I have, never- 
theless, been a life-long admirer of 
the lilliputs and have, since earliest 
conscious memories, had in my pos- 
session the one which provided the 
nucleus for this collection. I cannot 
remember how it came to me, but 
with me it has ever been. A good 
guess is that it came as a cast-off 
from some long lost tea set or set 
of doll dishes. The source of its origin 
has slipped down the drain of time. 

It graced every make-believe table 
I ever set in one capacity or another, 
a table usually spread with oak leaves 
and set with acorn cups. Oh, to be 
able to go back to childhood—over the 
hills and far away to the land of be- 
yond! The dearness of things remem- 
bered—an acorn cup! Do you recall 
Beatrix Potter’s Toads’-teaparty 
where the toads are gathered around 
a mushroom tea table upon which is 
a large yellow cake. The toads are 
sipping from acorn cups. 


“If acorn cups were tea cups 
What should we have to drink? 
Oh, honey-dew for sugar 

In a cuckoo-pint of milk, 

Set out upon a toadstool 

On a cloth of cob-web silk 
With pats of witches’ butter 
And a tansy cake, I think!” 


The beloved playmate served as wa- 
ter pitcher and was filled from the 
near-by artesian well which ran en- 
ticingly cool on those non-air condi- 
tioned scorchers long gone. 

It also held the cream I secretly 
took from the large screened milk safe 
in the old kitchen which was filled 
with all the objects the lovers of yes- 
terday wish they could come by to- 
day. The homemaker of that day 
would have fainted at the sight of 
homogenized, pasteurized xxxx, for 
the cream then had substance un- 
known today, and I loved to “finger’- 
it off the flat, shallow pans in great, 
thick, drippy globs. 

By the time I sat down to the play 
table I had been very busy with the 
cream pans, a fact which I hoped no 
sharp eyes would note. But taking 
cream is easy to detect, a break in the 
surface being readily seen. It was 
not, however, so easy to determine 
which of several children did it, and 
so most of my infractions went un- 
punished, 

This same little pitcher served as a 
flower holder long before the day of 


the use of such pieces for flower dis- 
play and arrangements. It held many 
a bouquet of grasses, and weeds, and 
flowers such as children in rural are- 
as used to know—pinched-off sprigs 
of peppergrass with the fat little 
purses of hot pungency, or a so-small 
piece of chinaberry with its heady 
perfume, or two or three waxy per- 
simmon blossoms heavy with a wild, 
unnamed sweetness — the dear loved 
materials of another day. Remember- 
ing them, how can one come to tole- 
rate the over-bred, over-cultivated, un- 
lovely things of this age? 


Not only does this pitcher bring 
back memories of childhood play-days, 
but also days of good country eating, 
the day of fantastic plenty. Many a 
home had similar pitchers of large size 
used as milk pitchers and placed at 
mother’s right at the foot of the 
table. No self-respecting table was 
ever without two pitchers, one for 
buttermilk and one for sweet, and ful- 
ly half of every meal-time the mother 
dedicated to the business of refilling 
the children’s glasses, passed for sec- 
onds, and thirds. In the absence of 
“nop,” “cola,” and so on, children were 
remarkably thirsty for just plain 
milk, and no one ever heard of aller- 
gies, or calories, or hardening of the 
arteries, or diets. 


This little pitcher is the white 
earthenware one just to the left of 
the little pig in the illustration. 


The first love remained an only 
child for a long while, and then with- 
out warning, twins, not identical, were 
added. While I was visiting relatives 
in a nearby town, I went to a now 
forgotten movie and before leaving 
the theatre I visited a glass-blower’s 
exhibit, which the movie company had 
on tour to publicize the musical ex- 
travaganza typical of that day. The 
elaborate wigs worn by the girls in 
the show were made of glass, we were 
told, and the glass-blower had breath- 
takingly lovely strands of it on dis- 
play. 


He had other glass items, too. Some 
made to suit his own fancy, and oth- 
ers to suit the dictates of various 
spectators. Fascinating indeed, was 
the “knitting” of two hot rods of 
glass to make an object. As I watched, 
he “knitted” a small vase. I was about 
to try to find my voice and ask for 
a piece, when the man turned and said 
to me, “What would you like, little 
lady?” 

I found my voice and said, “A 


knitted piece, but I don’t care for 
vases, if you please.” 

“Well, something else then ...a 
pitcher?” he said. The two rods 
flashed, the pitcher took shape, but 
I cried inwardly and again found my 
voice, for I love color and there was 
none. 

A momentary pause, a nod, a quick 
movement, and the color was added, 
and then the pitcher was finished, it 
was such a joy that I quickly called 
for another—but with a different col- 
or top. These two pitchers, one with 
amethyst top and handle, and the oth- 
er with amber are very similar in 
shape but, like most hand-made 
things aren’t the same in detail, and 
one is a mite smaller than the other. 

I left the theatre charmed with 
these pieces and have remained so. It 
was some time before I thought of 
putting them with my old childhood 
friend and having a collection. The 
two “knitted” glass pieces are the 
largest of the pitchers in the row 
next to the back in the picture. 


A long, long while, and then one 
day the little pink pig with the wide- 
apart and guileless eyes looked down 
at me from the shelf of a store. To 
resist, the will would have had to 
be made of iron. Mine was, and is 
putty, thank you. The little handle 
is the curled tail, the spout the snout, 
and the capacity? One-fourth tea- 
spoon, if I can believe “the chil’ren” 
who have measured it often, quarreled 
oftener as to the result of the measur- 
ing, and finally agreed, “one-fourth 
teaspoon.” 

The attention-stopper often turns 
out to be the left-handed pitcher, on 
left front. This little “Cutie” has a 
side-pouring lip and is decorated with 
an open-shaded pink rose, a bud, and 
leaves. If left-handed and side-pour- 
ing lips are in abundance in the min- 
iature line, they have avoided me 
with remarkable skill, for this is the 
only one I have ever found with either 
feature, much less the two in one. 


Of the tallest pitchers on the back 
row, the one on the right is clear 
glass, violin-shaped, and a downright 
“honey.” Some gilass-worker did a 
delightful piece when he created it. 
I don’t know anything about its orig- 
in, but the dealer believed it to be a 
German-made piece, imported before 
World War II. 


The other tall pitcher on left back 
is an Italian piece of pottery dec- 
orated in a slightly mottled effect in 
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tones of blue, gray, and white with 
a cluster of hand-painted yellow pears 
on the front. The trim on handle, lip, 
and base are maroon, and the whole 
piece is a very colorful display. 

The largest pitcher in the middle 
of the back row is also an elusive 
type, at least for me, for while I 
have found another piece of similar 
size with coat-of-arms, the other is 
definitely not a pitcher in my estima- 
tion, but rather a jug perhaps, as 
it has no pouring lip. However, this

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one is really a pitcher. It is a soft 
creamy shade of porcelain (the only 
porcelain item here) marked Stoke- 
on-Trent, Arcadian China, The coat- 
of-arms blazoned here is de Colwyn, 
and it looks hand-decorated. 

Little Miss “One by One” (one 
inch by one inch are its measure- 
ments), directly in front of the coat- 
of-arms pitcher, is a plump petite 
done in a delightful shade of glass, 
remindful of the rich vintage from 
grapes. 

Back of the left-handed pitcher is an- 
other glass one. This flirty number has 
a four-sided body and is in a smoky 
shade of amethyst, not so sprightly 
as the “knitted” glass one with the 
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amethyst top. it is not necessarily 
left-handed. I willingly admit to a 
seizure of “flitter-wittedness” in set- 
ting up the display for the photog- 
rapher. 

To the left of the left hander is 
another glass, reminiscent of old- 
fashioned lemonade pitchers. It is 
clear glass with multicolor stripes of 
blue, lavender, yellow, etc., the stripes 
all coming together in the middle of 
the fat little bottom, creating a swirl 
effeet. 

The two broad-based “sweeties” at 
extreme ends, second row from back, 
are pottery and very similar. The one 
on the left has mother-of-pearl wash. 
The one on the right has a spray 
of little forget-me-not-like flowers. 
Both have gold handles, and gold rims 
the pouring lips. 

There remain two to describe. The 
little number with the flowers tied 
around the collar, is a glass smallie 
and came with five drops of perfume 
in it. Since the stopper remains. it 
looks a good deal like a bottle rather 
than a pitcher. It nevertheless has a 
minute pouring lip and a little red 
handle. It came as a tie-on on a Xmas 
package, part of the enticing wrap- 
pings which concealed a pitcher of 
larger size. 

Smallest of all is the fairy creature 
out front which bears the touch of 
Midas as it is gold over pottery. It 
has an unusual shaped handle. and 
the body is slightly ridged. This one 
has survived more ups and downs 
than the others, for somehow it seems 
to get dropped oftener—too small, it 
seems for fingers. 

After many years the collection is 
still on the small side as to numbers, 
same as the pitchers are small as to 
size. It has “Topsied” at its own 
pace, is no hot-house plant, and no 
efforts have ever been made to “force 
it,

Q: You once wrote that Adam 
Forepaugh put on the first beauty 
contest in this country. Do you have 
any further details about this event? 


A: In 1881, Forepaugh announced 
that the winner of his $10,000 con- 
test was Miss Louise Montague. Miss 
Montague led Forepaugh’s street 
pageant for two seasons. Actually, 
the contest was rigged. Miss Mon- 
tague never received $10,000. She 
was an actress who was paid $100 a 
week for her part in the publicity 
scheme. 


Q: Who were the true Siamese 
twins? 


A: The original Siamese twins 
were born in Siam in 1811 and were 
named Chang and Eng. They were 
joined together at the breastbone. 


Actually, they were in show business 
for a very short time. Barnum exhib- 
ited them and they went on the road 
themselves, but they spent most of 
their lives as hard-working farmers 
in North Carolina. They were both 
married and had twenty-two chil- 
dren between them. They died in 
January, 1874. 


Q: What kind of a man seems to 
make the best wild animal trainer?

A: Many consider the British, Ger- 
mans, and Czechs as the best wild 
animal men because they are reputed 
to have the necessary phlegmatic 
temperaments for the job.

the letters written in the early 1880’s 
do show some shakiness. 


There is a variety of signatures in 
these letters. The later letters are 
signed mainly “F. A. Kemble” al- 
though some are signed “Fanny Kem- 
ble;” a formal note gives “Mrs. Pierce 
Butler,” during the period of her 
marriage. 


Most of the letters are written on 
folded octavo sheets. It was her cus- 
tom, after completing page one, to 
turn the leaf over and write on the 
verso, but on the “wide” way of the 
paper. She then went to page three 
and wrote the usual ‘‘narrow” way. 
It was also her habit to date her let- 
ters, but with only the day and date 
—not the month or year. She very 
obligingly, however, mentions her age, 
various anniversaries, etc., which are 
of some help in dating the letters. 


Considering the books and letters 
Fanny Kemble has written, she cer- 
tainly must be regarded as a prolific 
writer. Her letters come frequently 
on the market, sometimes singly and 
sometimes as an entire correspon- 
dence, 


One of these days, I hope to come 
across a letter or two giving her im- 
pressions of Portia, who was her fa- 
vorite Shakespearean character, or 
describing how she read The Tempest, 
her favorite play. Looking forward to 
such acquisitions is also part of the 
fun of collecting.

“THE BIRD THAT ONE 
NEVER SEES” 


A specimen of the lyre-tailed honey- 
guide, one of the world’s most myste- 
rious birds, has just been added to the 
ornithological collections of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

It lives in the depths of the densest 
African jungle from the eastern Con- 
go west to Nigeria. The native name 
for it is translated as “the bird that 
one never sees.” 

Essentially nothing is known of its 
nesting habits or other ways of life. 
It comes out of the dense forest over 
the tops of the tallest jungle trees. 
appearing suddenly and soaring up- 
ward in a spiral flight pattern, almost 
always on overcast days. The outer 
tail feathers are short and stiff. The 
wind whistles through them during 
the flight. producing a sound which 
some have described as semimusical. 

The present specimen, one -of the 
few ever captured. was sent alive to 
London but died very shortly after 
its arrival and thus was secured for 
the Smithsonian collections. There are 
about 20 specimens in the museums 
of the world, chiefly in French and 
Belgian collections. One of the most 
distinguished of American ornithol- 
ogists was able to obtain one in ten 
years in the field of the Belgian 
Congo. 

Although essentially nothing is 
known about the ways of life of this 
bird, much can safely be surmised, 
says Dr. Friedmann. chief ornithol- 
ogist of the Smithsonian. It is a 
member of one of the most curious 
of all bird groups—the so-called ho- 
neyguides—most of which are found 
in Africa. They are distantly related 
to the Americ#n woodpeckers. The 
best-known species “guides” men, ba- 
boons, and ratels to the nests of wild 
honey bees—supposedly so that these 
nests can be broken open. 

Dr. Friedmann himself has made an 
extensive study of this practice, of 
which there have been many fantas- 
tic accounts, some of which attribute 
to the bird a far higher degree of 
intelligence than it can possibly pos- 
sess, 

Curiously enough, he says, the bird 
does not seem interested in the honey, 
per se, or in the grubs the bees found 
in the nests. It has however, an in-

satiable, appetite for the beeswax 
which it will take wherever it can be 
found. The earliest recorded account 
of this habit was of a bird that fed 
on the wax candles of a mission 
church. It appears to have a peculiar 
ability to digest wax, in which it de- 
pends on a special intestinal bacte- 
rium. There can be little doubt, Dr. 
Friedmann says, that the mysterious 
lyre-tailed honeyguide is generally 
similar in its feeding habits. 





ORIENTAL CORAL SNAKES 


Its first specimens of Maticora, the 
Oriental coral snake, have recently 
been added to the collections of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Technically it is Maticora bivir- 
gata, a snake of the Malay Penin- 
sula closely related to the cobra— 
a rope-like reptile about 60 inches 
long, dark purple above, with head 
and lower body a coral red, a coal- 
black tongue, and with blue stripes 
on each side of the body. Its venom 
is essentially the same as_ cobra 
venom. It is most notable for the 
extraordinary development of its poi- 
son glands. These extend along each 
side of the body for about one-third 
of its length, causing a backward dis- 
placement of the heart. 

Yet from all accounts, according 
to Dr. Doris Cochran, Smithsonian 
curator of reptiles and amphibians, 
it apparently is a relatively harm- 
less creature, so far as man and most 
higher mammals are concerned. It 
feeds chiefly on other snakes, mostly 
of smaller species. Fortunately Mati- 
cora has an extremely small mouth. 
It cannot inflict much of a bite. There 
are no known statistics on the cas- 
ualties it causes, but these probably 
are almost nonexistent. Apparently 
it cannot be kept in captivity for 
more than a short time. It always 
refuses food and water. 

Maticora is one of the most fre- 
quently encountered of all Malayan 
snakes. It often is seen crawling 
around in broad daylight and natives 
pay hardly any attention to it. The 
enormously developed venom glands, 
it is explained, probably give it no 
advantage whatsoever, except against 
its natural prey. If disturbed by 
man or any larger animal it goes 
through curious maneuvers calcula- 
ted to inspire flight. It crawls away 
slowly, keeping its head close to the 
ground and with the tail reared 
slightly upward and bent slightly in 
the direction of the supposed enemy. 

This tail is hardly distinguishable 
from the head. It is moved slowly 
back and forth, as if watching for a 
chance to bite. Several nonpoisonous 
snakes of the same area display es- 
sentially the same tactics. 


Maticora was donated to the Smith- 
sonian collection by Col. Robert 
Traub, head of the U.S. Army Med- 
ical Research Unit at Kuala Lum- 
pur, Malaya. Dr. Traub also sent 
for the Smithsonian’s zoo collection 
a living specimen of the rare tiger 
civet, or “linsang” from Malaya. This 
beautiful animal has a striped tail 
a foot long, several inches longer 
than the head and body measure- 
ments. It is brownish in color with 
spotted hindquarters. The Berlin zoo 
at one time had a specimen in its 
collection. So far as known, how- 
ever, the specimen obtained by Col- 
onel Traub is the only ‘one in cap- 
tivity today.
